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Sport In the Antipodes. 

K w u at the Fall of the year when we landed In New Zealand 
iftar a fine but aomewhat monotonoua passage of three months 
from London; and, like true Britons aa we were, theflret Inquiry 
we made was aa to the quantity and quality of sport to be had 
tn the neighborhood. Before leaving old England I had learned 
with dismay, In answer to a query which 1 had addressed to your 
valuable paper, that no sport worth the name was obtainable In 
the oolony ; and, consequently, I was most agreeably surprised 
on my arrival here to bear from the farmers on Bank Peninsula 
that both wild pigs and goats abound amongst the rocky gorges 
of this portion of Canterbury.* The numerous lakes and low 
swampy grounds at the foot of the ranges are the borne of myr¬ 
iads of wlld-fowl of every description, from the little spoonbill 
teal to the great black swan of Australia. Rabbits also are so 
numerous In some parts of the country aa to be a perfect nui¬ 
sance, a reward of two-pence per bead being offered by the 
farmers to anyone who will destroy them. Shooting In these 
days of breech-loaders is too expensive to allow of a profit being 
made, so large packs of dogs of all sorts are used Instead. Some 
of tbe men engaged In this lucrative occupation have Informed 
me that In fine weather they average £8 a week each, thus com¬ 
bining sport and business In an eminently satisfactory manner. 

I had not been long aabore when 1 received an Invitation from 
the overseer of a neighboring station to make up a party for a 
pig hunt at an early date. I started at daylight the next morn¬ 
ing In a waterman’s boat, accompanied by an old sportsman of 
the neighborhood; and, after a pleasant half-hour’s pull In tbe 
fresh morning air, we arrived at a small bay on the opposite side 
of the harbor, where I found Mr. Watson, with three of his men 
and six dogs, waiting for me. After securing our boat amongst 
tbe rocks, we started for the homestead—a pleasantly situated 
place, surrounded by a grove of blue gums. Here we found an 
addition to our party In the shape of the stock-rider belonging 
to tbe station; and, having shouldered our guns, we made tracks 
for a densely wooded slope, about a mile above us, which our 
host said abounded In pigs. It took us close upon two hours to 
get there, as some of the party who carried fowling-pieces were 
bent on getting a pheasant or two for my first bag In the new 
country. On coming together at the edge of the bush, where our 
bunting was to commence In earnest we laid out seven fine cock 
pheasants on the grass. Owing to the scarcity of hen birds In 
this part of the world, they are preserved from destruction with 
the utmost rigor of tbe law, a penalty of £20 being Imposed upon 
any person found In possession of a hen pheasant, either In or 
out of season. 

After an ascent of about three-fourths of a mile, the overseer 
sent all his dogs helter-skelter into a patch of thick scrub, 
crowned by some huge gray rocks upon our extreme right; and, 
ere five minutes had elapsed we heard the whole pack In full cry 
a short distance ahead of us We all started as fast as we could 
lay our legs to the ground, for the scene of action, where we 
arrived breathless and with our clothes all torn with the bram¬ 
bles, after a sharp scramble of some ten minutes’ duration. Mr. 
Watson now commenced to encourage his dogs with such cries 
as “ Hold him, Bob!" or, “Hie into him, good lass!” until we 
could get close up and see what sort of a customer we had to 
deal with. A couple of hundred yards from us, with bis enor¬ 
mous head projecting between two bushes, and bis bristles stand¬ 
ing up six Inches off his back, was an old boar, surrounded by the 
dogs, who kept at a respectful distance, as they were evidently 
not anxloud to get a rip from his formidable tusks, which he 
was handling In a very warlike manner. It Is the custom for 
tbe hunter to rush In and stick the pig with a knife whilst the 
animal’s attention la fixed on the dogs; but on this occasion, 
owing to tbe extreme size and ferocity of the pig, It was deemed 
advisable not to run the risk of attacking at close quarters, so 
Mr. Watson proceeded to post us In a semi-circle about sixty 
yards below the (ocky stronghold In which our friend had, en¬ 
sconced himself. Aa I was armed with a Winchester repeating 
rifle, containing fourteen charges, tbe overseer made a signal to 
me to fire first, but, being somewhat Hurried by our recent scram¬ 
ble, I made a mesa of It, and fired two shots rapidly without 
taking any effect. A third shot, however, slightly grazed the 
boar's back, for, with a savage grunt, or rather roar, he made one 
jump clear of the dogs and charged our line angrily, tearing at 
the grass and bushes as he rushed headlong toward us. A shot 
from the stock-rider, who was on the extreme right of our line, 
caused him to swerve In my direction, and my tight hand neigh¬ 
bor brought him to earth with a ball through his spine. It was 
fortunate he did so, as he fell dead not ten yards from us, and 
as It was on a steep Incline, we had been In danger of a mauling, 
aa tbe brushwood was too stiff to admit of our getting out of his 
way ’-at enough. Having taken a slight refresher all round, we 
proceeded to take hla measurements, which I copy from the orig¬ 
inal memorandum for your Information: length, five feet, eleven 
and a halt inches, from the eye to the tip of the tall; girth round 
the chest, u \y-nlne Inches; with estimated weight of about four 
ewt. I setarad the lower Jaw, which I am sending to 
London, whlls^ ethers of the party cut off his tall, hla ear, and 
that portion from the shoulder .known as “the shield,” which 
In this Instance proved worthy of Its name, for It was a full two 
Inches thick of solid %lde, and Impenetrable alike to ball or spear. 
The hunt over, wepafceeded to Mr. Watson's bouse, where we 
partook of a substantia* dinner; after which we returned to our 
several homes, well satimed with our morning’s sport. 

While on the subject of sport In this part of tbe world, I may 
M well give you a abort account of four days' general shooting 
In the neighborhood of LakeOEIleamere which I was lately enabled 
to enjoy through the kindness and courtesy of Mr. P., a very old 
resident In Canterbury. It was a beautiful Autumn morning as 
I and my friend Mr. H. left Christchurch by tbe Akaron coach 
for our plsaaant drive of thirty six miles through some beautiful 
scenery. Ws went the first ten miles In a little under three- 
quarters of an hour behind a fast, though rather rough-looking, 
colonial team, driven by Markham, a fi^at rate whip. The horses

made some pretty running on the fine level road to the first 
change, some three miles beyond the township of Tal Tapu. At this 
point the road becomes very rough, aa In Summer time It forms a 
portion of Lake Ellesmere The lake la forty miles long and eight 
or nine wide, and Is bounded on tbe southeast by a very peculiar 
geological formation known aa the Ninety-mile beach,beyond which 
the open sea la visible, stretching away aa far aa the eye can see. 
On the northwest side of the lake Is a very fine snow-clad 
mountain range some 8,000 or 9,000 feet lu height, the pinnacles 
of which were gllatenlng like silver In tbe early morning sun ss 
they opened out before us. Auother twenty miles brings us to the 
Beach Arms Hotel, a pleasant little hostelry situate at the com¬ 
mencement of the beach above mentioned. We alighted about 
one p. m., having accomplished our thirty-six miles In four hours 
and a half—not bad going, taking Into consideration the heavy 
state of the latter portion of our road. A walk of a mile brought 
us to the residence of our host, a pleasant-looklng homestead In 
tbe midst of a plantation of black pines, where we were most hos- 
pltably received by himself and family. 

After luncheon—or rather dinner, as It Is called out here—my 
friend and I started with our guns and a couple of dogs for a 
swamp near the beach, to see If we could gota shot at the swamp 
hens which abound In these districts. Just aa we arrived at the 
head of tbe swamp and were looking somewhat ruefully at our 
thin boots, up got a couple of cock pheasants, which we suc¬ 
ceeded In grassing In due form. My friend then took a turn 
amongst the wild flax bushes, aud presently I beard both barrels 
go, although I could not see him, owing to the height of the 
bushes. Presently he emerged, carrying a couple of swamp hens 
—a large bird, of a dull blulsb hue, not unlike the bald coot of 
England. Five mlnues later three Paradise duck rose out of a 
small reedy pond close to us. We polished off two, winging the 
third, which Shot, my English spaniel, succeeded In finding after 
a long hunt among the rushes. As we had only come out for a 
stroll, and did not mean shooting In earnest that evening, we 
had left our game-bag behind; and finding our guns and tbe 
seven birds as much as we could comfortably carry, we made 
tracks for the house, about which we remained for tbe rest of 
tbe day, Ihaklng arrangements for an early start next morning. 
As we parted the previous evening, we had made some grand 
resolutions about starting at daylight; but they were not carried 
out, and It was ten o’clock when we sat down to breakfast. The 
meal discussed, away we started once more for tbe lake, and, as 
It was a dirty, wet morning, with a cold southwest wind blow¬ 
ing, we anticipated good sport. As far as the eye could see, 
great bodies of wild fowl were feeding In clusters, and we could 
see numbers of the stately black swans sailing about amongst 
tbe smaller birds In a regal manner, just aa If the place belonged 
to them. We waded out some distance to a small Island, and, 
having secreted ourselves In the long grass, fired a shot tn the 
air in order to get them on the wing. Tbe Instant they heard 
the gun, a great crowd of them flew up, and, after taking a 
couple of turns, came stralghtover our hidlug-place, which proved 
to be a suicidal policy on their part, for they left seven of their 
number behind them. Shortly afterward a second batch adopted 
tbe same tactics as their friends; but we bungled the business 
ehsmefully, for our four barrels only accounted for two birds. 
The morning was now wearing away pretty fast, so after bagging 
a swamp hen and destroying a couple of hawks, we went home 
to dinner satisfied with our morning’s work. We spent tbe 
afternoon In Inglorious ease, smoking our pipes In the orchard 
belonging to our host. 

The next day was to be devoted to pheasants exclusively; so 
we made an early start for a valley where long-tails were stated 
by our host to be plentiful. We picked up one of tbe neighbors 
on our way and got to tbe shooting ground about eleven o’clock, 
and started to work the covert at once, and bad hardly got the 
dogs warmed to their work when up got five long-tails on our 
right We all three let drive with both barrels, but only four 
came to grass, being two apiece to H. and myself, and a miss for 
the stranger. We went on steadily along the outside of the 
bush, with spaniels working every bit of the ground In grand 
form; and Just as I was saying that there waa not sufficient 
covert for birds in that spot * brace of pheasants rose almost at 
our feet one of which the strangergrassed In a masterly man¬ 
ner. I put up my gun to account If possible, for the second 
bird; but to my great mortification, It proved to be a hen, and I 
bad to let her go. It Is my opinion that grouse and ptarmigan 
would thrive splendidly on the besth-covered hills of Canter¬ 
bury ; for It la a moderate climate at all times, and very little 
troubled with enow, which Is the chief enemy of these birds. 
But to return to my story. Another helf hoar’s walk brought 
us to tbe shepherd’s hut, and, as we were fortunate enough to 
find him and his sheep-dogs at home, we proposed that, when we 
had eaten our luncheon, we should make It a halt holiday, and 
come and find a pig for us In the neighboring gorge. After a 
weary climb of over an hour, the shepherd sent hls dogs Into 
the bush, where they almost Immediately gave tongue; and, on 
hurrying up, we found them engaged with an old sow and five 
squeakers. We had no wish to destroy her; but during the 
struggle she gave the shepherd’s favorite dog a terrible bite In 
the stomach, whereupon ahe was ahot down without more ado. 
As soon as we bad disposed of her, we each captured a squeaker, 
tethered the remaining two by their legs to a tree, to be left for 
a visit from the shepherd tn the morning, and set off In the direc¬ 
tion of tbe homestead, to the accompaniment of some vigorous 
music from our young prisoners. Arrived at the farm we placed 
them all In the stye with the tame sows, and they ware soon as 
comfortable as If nothing out of the common had happened to 
them. When properly fattened the young pigs make splendid 
table pork, but when newly caught they are almost as ihlo as 
jickili 

The third day of our stay we thought we should have a some¬ 
what meagre bag It we did not cultivate a closer acquaintance 
with the lake and Its denizens, so we started directly after break¬ 
fast on horseback tor a long ride down the Ninety-mile Beach, 
and having arrived at a water bole, tome six or eight miles from 
the start, ife tethered our horses, and proceeded to make oor- 
selvae aa Invisible as dreumataoeea would permit, by piling np 
rushes In a sort of embankment round the small petob of water 


on which the ducks come to disport themselves toward evening. 
On this occasion, however, we bad arrived far too early, and 
were obliged to pass nearly three hours before seeing a sign of 
any birds. A couple of spoonbill teals opened the ball by light¬ 
ing on tbe water within six yards of our hiding-place; but we bad 
previously agreed not to fire until more birds had arrived. Boon 
the sound of wings warned us to He flat again after our observa¬ 
tions, and In another minute seven splendid grey ducks came lu 
with a rush almost on top of the first visitors. We let them have 
a few minutes to get comfortably settled, and then we all let fly 
both barrels Into them with deadly effect, for only one of the 
spoonbills got up, and be fell before he bad got ten yards away 
from us. Thus at one discharge we had secured nine birds, and 
aa we thought It would probably be another hour before any 
more came after tbe firing, we lighted our pipes and took a pull 
at tbe flask; for, be It understood, our couch, although very com¬ 
fortable, was none of the driest. About forty minutes might 
have passed, when two large objects were observed sailing 
steadily along In our direction, and one of the party having 
shouted out “ swans,” we all lay down once more. Slowly they 
came on with their great necks outstretched, until they were 
right over my head, at the height of a dozen yards, when I 
stopped tbe foremost one with q heavy charge of No. 2 shot In 
the left wing, and he came down “ thump ” In the rushes, about a 
couple of feet from my head. As I turned round I heard six 
shots go at the other bird, but I soon discovered that “ some one 
bad blundered,” for the bird went sailing gaily along just as If 
nothing had happened to ruffle hla usual serenity. On Inquiry I 
found that, In their anxiety to get a shot, they had forgotten to 
shift their cartridges, and you might Just as well try to shoot an 
elephant with sparrow-ball as a swan with No. 4. This finished 
our sport for tbe afternoon, and, having remounted our horses, 
we rode slowly homeward, counting out on our arrrlval nine 
ducks and our friend tbe swan, which latter bird we baked the 
same night In clay, feathers and all—a process much In vogue In 
this part of the world, as It saves the trouble of plucking. 

The next and last day of our stay was spent In a tremendous 
ramble in the bush after wild cattle, of which there are a few still 
remaining, although civilization has done Its utmost to extermin¬ 
ate them, In common with all tbe other ferct natures of the New 
as well aa the Old World. We started In the grey light of early 
morning, and, after a very arduous climb amongst the rocky hill¬ 
sides, which In this part of the world are covered with a tangled 
undergrowth, we came In about an hour’s time upon the camp¬ 
ing ground of a small herd of cattle, consisting, as far as we 
could judge from their hoof-marka, of some eight or ten beasts. 
The tracks led from tbe camp direct to a small creek, some two 
or three hundred yards away, and we had scarcely arrived at the 
water’s edge when we espied a portion of tbe herd quietly 
grazing upon a small patch of grass not forty yards from 
us. The Instant they heard us they took a straight line 
through the bush as fast as their legs could carry them, and, 
with the exception of a noble black and white bull, were soon lost 
to view, whilst the forest resounded with the crash of falling 
branches as they rushed headlong Into Its gloomy recesses. 
The bull, on the other hand, seemed to resent our Intrusion 
Into hls mountain home, and with a roar that made the hills re¬ 
sound sgaln, he lowered hls mssslve head and awaited our attack, 
lashing hls broad sides with hls tall the while. No time was to 
be lost, for, If he had charged, escape would have been Impossi¬ 
ble, owing to tbe density of the brushwood; so, dropping upon 
one knee, to steady my aim, I put a bullet from the Winchester 
rifle Into the top of hls shoulder Instead of behind It, as I had 
Intended. The wound, although a bad one, by no means dis¬ 
abled him, tor be made a wild charge straight for us. The ad¬ 
vantage of having a repeating rifle was plainly demontrated, for 
I was enabled to lire two shots at him as, mad with pain and 
fury, he came thundering down upon me. The first shot glanced 
harmlessly from one of bis horns, the second took him fairly 
between the eyes, rolling him over In hls death atruggle almost 
at my very feet. He waa a magnificent beast, about five or six 
years old, and as wild as the hills he made hls home. These 
animals, or rather their forefathers, although not Indigenous to 
the colony, escaped from the stock-yards of the early settlers In 
the country, and, left to themselves, have become as wild, 
though not as numerous, aa the bison of the Western prairie. 
Having taken hls horns and tall as trophies of tbe chase, we 
made tbe best of our way home, having had one of the most ex¬ 
citing and enjoyable day's sport at which I ever remember to 
have assisted —B. H. W. In London Field. 


Shootinq on Sundat. —McLeaneboro, Ill .—SdUor Chicago 
Field :—My wife often calls me a scold, and as often have I 
denied It, and the reason I say this Is that I don’t want the 
readers of the Chicago Fihld to agree with her. But I must 
Improve the occasion to scold Little Fred for hls article In rela¬ 
tion to shooting on Sunday. In tbe first ^>lece, If he Is worth as 
many dollars as we would have cause to think from bis article, 
he could afford to give hla $3S clerks a day occasionally to shoot 
without having them break the Sabbath day by hunting. Ha must 
know that every true sportsman respects the laws of hls country, 
and they say you shall not kill game out of Its season, and say 
also that you shall not break the Sabbath day by bunting. 
Now, while I am as much In favor of granting all the privileges 
to tbe poor, possible, “ being one myself,” yet I cannot give 
my consent to break the laws of my country, and also God's 
laws, by shooting on Sunday. Besides, Little Fred must know 
that In shooting on 8unday be not only breaks the law, but he 
muat, of course, disturb worshiping congregations of Christian 
men and women. And Just here I would ask him why be gave 
tbe ” preacher” tbe $101 Waa It because he thought he was poor, 
and wanted It to support hls family, or was It because he thought 
be was entitled to It for preaching the word of Godt Now, dear 
editor, I do not with to be considered over fastidious, but I do 
think that a true sportsman should have too much love aud 
reverence for the good God who gave us the game, to break his 
oommands by bunting It on Sunday, and consequently breaking hls 
commands. I do hope LIUle Fred will not write any more articles 
In favor of Sabbath breaking, even If he la In favor of It himself. I 
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bar. bean Wot quite often myself, but I could always dud enough 
time to hunt without breaking the Sabbath day, and I don't 
think an; true aportaman would want to dlaturb thoee who feed 
the game, even If the; did not respect the Lord'a da;.

«•“* 0,6 Cnicaoo Finns, hut Burge* frightened me on that score. 
Wbat do joa advise? Ana.—It la prootbiy distemper your don hive. 
Aconite la only applicable In the Aral stage of the disease; later they 
require atlmulant* Instead of eedatlvea. Give a mixture composed •• 
follows: Take of elixir callfaya, Iron and strychnia one and a half 
ounce*; syrup of buckthorn, one nonce: nitrite of potash, two drama, 
and water to make fonr ounces, mix, and give a teaspoonfuI three times 
» d*y. In addition to the mixture give a one grain quinine pill murn- 
Ing and night, and a dessert-spoonful of cod liver oil three times a day 
Feed three or four times a day on beef lea, with bread brokeo In It, hot 
avoid over-fbedlug. Keep them warm ana dry. 

Deposit, Md.— My English setter dog, nearly sixteen 
months old, had a bad cue of distemper In February lut. I'aed aconite 
and beef tea, and Fowler's solution u tonic when recovering, and 
although very much reduced in flesh and strength, recovered without 
any bad effect, except frequent attempts apparently to elect some ob¬ 
struction from bis throat or nostrils. In which he close* hie month 
lightly and breathes violently, or retches u though he wanted to vomit, 
which continues for a minute or more. After recovery from distemper 
nose TO dry end hot, and considerable saliva hanging from corners of 
mouth; give two of Borell'e worm balle followed by cutor oil; no 
worms peered, but dog seemed better for two or three weeks; hot 
trouble mentioned In head or throat continued. For two weeks paat It 
hu been rather worse. Present condition: very thin In flesh bowels 
loo**, nose dry and hot, considerable ropy saliva pendent from lips, 
coat In fair condition, appetite flret rate, fed liberally twice a day on 
table scraps Including meat, vegetable* and corn bread, and hu plenty 
of exercise every day What shall 1 do for him f Ana. -It Is more of a 
coogb with the thickening of the mucus membrane of the air panages 
accompanied by conaldereblo fover. Dregs of disease remain from the 
distemper, aud wo should assist nature to shake them off by mesne of 
tonic*. Fowler e solution le a tonic In certain care*, but Is nol applica¬ 
ble In thle. Give a cough mixture composed of eyr. tola two ounces, 
syr. squills one ounce, pruulc acid ten drops, chlorate of potuh three 
drams, and water to make four onnees; mil, and give a teupoonful 
fonr or live time* a day. In addition to the above give a two grain qnl- 
nlne pill morning and night for a couple of weeks, alao a tablespoouful 
of cod liver oil morning snd night. Feed carefully, uot loo liberally 
very little meat (but meat broth), moelly light, eaally dlgeated food! 
Feed three or fourtlmeaa day and little at a time. Give him a drv. com¬ 
fortable place to sleep In. ' *

“ from four to seven Inches long, round, Arm, and of a pale 
pink color. The two extremities are exactly alike, and are 
slightly flattened In one direction at the point.’' Tbl* worm la 
almost Invariably fatal to pups, anise* Its presence U detected 
early, and efficient remedies appUed before thq pap* are much 
reduced In strength. By corresponding with many of my friends 
I And we agree that the symptoms Indicating round worms are 
strongly marked, and differ bat little In Individual cases. Some¬ 
times when the pups ere unusually strong, more time Intervenes 
between the different developments (it I may so speak of the suc¬ 
cessive stages which precede death), but all have sooner or later 
died In the same way. I have occasionally known paps to die 
within tweuty-four hours from the time I noticed the first ap¬ 
pearance of evil, but usually they have lingered from three 
days to a week. Neither do I consider such speedy death any 
proof of the number of worms present, since post mortem ex¬ 
amination bas generally revealed more of them in the pups 
which have made the longest light, and I am forced to ascribe 
the brevity of the struggle to some weaknees In the Individual, 
rather than In the severity of the attack. 

The first symptoms I have noticed has been a change In con¬ 
dition of the bowels, marked by frequent desire to stool, with a 
few dope of water or mucus at the end of the passage; dlarrhoM 
rapidly succeeds, and the passages become almost clear water 
with more or less grains like mustard or yellow sand. A de¬ 
parted appetite was also exhibited, and the pups would swallow dirt, 
pebbles, or bits of stick and straw. Generally up to this stage 
there has been no falling off In spirits or appetite, but here the 
latter has failed entirely,and the pups have become almost Immedi¬ 
ately very thin and weak, a day often reducing an ordinarily plump 
pup almost to a skeleton. No disease that I know of except 
severe distemper Induces equally rapid wasting. Next fits appear, 
marked by strong convulsions, frothing at the mouth, and yelp¬ 
ing, and as soon as recovery commences, a desire to run wildly 
and blindly about, the pup even attempting to climb up a wall or 
other obstacle In Its path. From this point prostration has been 
very rapid, and tbe pup has either died In a fit or faded away, 
lying for hours without a sign of life unless touched,when a faint 
gasp or slight movement proved Its troubles were not yet ended. 

Poet mortem examinations In such cases have almost Invariably 
revealed the stomach entirely empty, tbe Intestines pallid, and 
tbe lower ones filled with worms; tbe Ups and eyelids pale, and 
tbe frame a mere bundle of bones and skin with no sign of fat 
anywhere. I would say here I doubt If worms induce actual <n- 
Jlammatlon of the bowels, as some writers claim. Irritation (the 
first stage' of Inflammation) Is a natural sequence of worms, but 
I have never discovered Inflammation In any of the cases I have 
examined, except where this could be directly traced to bad treat¬ 
ment. If It Is tbe rule that worms produce Inflammation, It 
should be present In at least a majority of fatal cases. I would 
also remark that though the worms are generally confined to the 
lower Intestines, I have found them In the stomach, and have 
even known them to be coughed up from the throat or expelled 
from tbe nostrils. These are, however, exceptional Instances, 
and I think In such there are but few worms present, and so pos¬ 
sibly more active, as when I have found them In great numbers 
they have been so closely packed as almost to distend tbe Intes¬ 
tine, rendering locomotion seemingly Impossible. The number 
which may be present Is almost Incredible; I have known over an 
hundred expelled from a ten-weeks-old pup In passages of from 
five to fifteen. 

We come next to the consideration of treatment, and here 
most essentially the old aaytug that “ an ounce of prevention Is 
worths pound of cure,” comes Into play, for prev.ntlon In at 
least many cases Is very possible. The very first requisite Is ab¬ 
solute cleanliness and frequent change of kennel quarters. All 
of the Intestinal worms are propagated by ova, and as some of 
them produce hundreds of thousands of ova to each adult worm, 
and these ova are constantly thrown out In tbe dog’s passages, 
It Is evident that the surroundings of a kennel (especially of 
one wher j a number of dogs are boused) may very easily become 
so filled with embryos that the dogs cannot fall to suffer. In 
kennels where worms have never been present they may be kept out 
by rigidly cleaning both tbe buildings and the yards every morn¬ 
ing, and washing the floors st least once s week with strong hot 
suds containing a solution of carbolic add, whitewashing the 
Inside of the buildings twice yearly, and above all moving tbe 
buildings to freth ground at most every two years. Unless tbe 
yards are cemented and well drained so that they, too, can be 
frequently washed down, It will be Impossible (no matter how 
great care Is exercWed) to prevent their becoming strong and 
Impregnated by the Impurities they receive, and thus the dogs 
live In a pest-breeding atmosphere,which may at any time develop 
dangerous and malignant disorders, and cannot fall to affect 
health more or less Injuriously. No more active excitant of the 
worst form of distemper exists than is found In old kennel yards, 
though tbe utmost labor may have been expended to keep them 
pure. Entire and frequent change Is the only safe guard. In 
kennels which have suffered of these parasites tbe same pre¬ 
cautions are necessary, with the addition that the dogs themselves 
must be freed from worms before being moved to new quarters, 
or they will speedily render them as bad as the old ones. I would 
also recommend that new floors he laid In the buildings, ts 
these mote than any other part are liable to be filled with ova. 
If a litter of pups has been afflicted It Is not unressonable to sup¬ 
pose the dsm msy be, though from her greater strength she may 
not show sny 111 effect* of tbe worms. One of your correspond¬ 
ents advised the exhibition of some good vermifuge to every 
bitch before whelping, and no more sensible suggestion could be 
made. It can do no barm, and by freeing her may save the next 
litter being Impregnated by ova she casta out while nursing 
them. 

Such are the means of prevention, and I have now only to 
speak of the remedlee I have tried In cases where prevention wss 
no longer passible. Of all eaolne vermifuges santonins and 
areea nut are at present the most fashionable. 1 have tried both 
to the bitter end, and failed completely, though from different 
causes. That santonins, when pure, la entirely barmies* to 
canine life I do not doubt, and, In tact, I have given It repeatedly 
In five-grain doses wttfiout tbs least bad results; hut santonin* 
Is sometime* adulterated, sad I have known of young dogs 
dying very suddenly, and with marked toxicological symptoms 
after taking this drug, showing the presence of some active 
poison, I frankly say, however, that I do not deem this risk 
sufficiently great to prejudice me In using santonin* It I had 
found It practically useful, but after repeated trials, I do not be¬ 
lieve It Is strong enougb to oope with round worms. It dote not kill 
Aass. I have seen a tow worms passed after giving It, but have 
Invariably found these aNsv, and am convinced their expulsion 
wss due to the cathartic and not to the santonin*. When 
worm* are present In large numbers, any cathartic will some¬ 


times remove a few of them, but no mete cathartic will relieve 
tbe dog, as It must be relieved to live. It ls tar more difficult 
to obtain the expulsion of living than of dead worms, and there 
It consequently far leas certainty of complete success In tbe 
former than tbe latter case. Some shltere have claimed that 
any drug sufficiently powerful to destroy worms must naturally 
be dangerous to the pups themselves, but I think this Is a great 
error, as I have never had a pup Injured by the remedy I now 
use, which most effectually kills the worms. Another objection 
I have to santonins la that It doe* not act quickly enough to 
save pups that are falling rapidly. In such cases one cannot 
get too quick action, and an hour saved will often make the 
difference between life and death. I do not venture upon tbe 
broad assertion that santonins la of no value; It may act well 
sometimes, but ss I know It will often fall, I prefer pinning my 
faith to a remedy that hat never betrayed my confidence. 

A roc* nut Is certainly a powerful worm poison, but I have 
found It as powerful to produce griping pains and Inflammation 
of the bowels. I tried the nut repeatedly, but experience end 
poet mortem investigation have led me to tear Its effects. I bare 
frequently teen the most decided symptoms of Inflammation fol¬ 
low tta use, and autopsy has revealed the Intestines highly In¬ 
flamed, sometimes, too, where no worms were present, and only 
the nut could be blamed for this condition. I have never seen 
equal Inflammation where other remedies have been used, and 
never, ss I have before said, any, where the pups died from 
worms alone. Possibly areea nut may be to combined with 
other drugs that Its bad effects will be done away with, and 
possibly It may act lets prejudicially with adult dogs than with 
tender young pups, but for tbe latter I certainly do not dare 
use It 

The remedy which I like above all others la eptrite of turpentine 
given in oil, and I think a narration of my experience with It 
will warrant my faith. Some two years since I had a litter of 
eight nine-Weeks-old pups, all dying from round worms. I bad 
given santonlne In five-grain doses for four days without benefit, 
when a medical friend advised me to try the turpentloe, and 
knowing I could not be any loser, I gave five-drop doses In a tea¬ 
spoonful of olive oil. I used turpentine that bad been a long 
time In the house, and that I afterward found was mixed with 
water, but notwithstanding tbe doses were not wbat I supposed 
In point of strength, and, further, that the pupa were so far gone 
they bad fits every two or three hours, I saved four of them. 
In two hours after tbe dose was given tbe pups began passing 
large number of worms, and bad they not been so reduced In 
strength, I am satisfied all would have lived. A poet mortem 
showed no Inflammatory condition, but few worms, and those all 
dead, while the pallid appearance of the Intestines and absence 
of all fat showed death bad heen caused by excessive debility. 

In esse number two I had seven puppies eight weeks old, three of 
them showed watery stools and soon after had fits. Treatment 
commenced w'lth ten drops of good turpentine In teaspoonful of 
olive oil, and an hour after a dessertspoonful of castor oil to act 
more strongly as a cathartic. Before this could act the fits were 
repeated, but Inside of three hours all had passed worms and 
were evidently relieved. The next day I gave a second dose of five 
drops which completed the cure, as shown by rapid recovery of 
strength and spirits. Every pup In this lot wss similarly affected, 
similarly treated, and every one recovered. All the worms passed 
were dead, and In fact I have very seldom seen a live one expelled 
after turpentine has been given. 

Case number three was that of eight pups all treated In this 
manner and all eaved. I have also proved the efficacy of this 
method by recommending It to my correspondents, and have yet 
to learn of a failure or of Injury caused by It. I would however 
say that In cases where there ls great prostration of strength a 
tonic course Is needed to sustain and build up the system after 
the worms have been destroyed. I know of no better tonic for 
general use than l be extract of quinine, Iron and nux, In doses 
of from half to • full teaspoonful according to age. 

I do not claim that other equally good vermifuges do not 
exist, but certainly according to Stonehenge no better can be 
found. It should always be given In oil to prevent Irritation of 
tbe mucus surfaces, but with this precaution I do not think there 
can be the least danger, especially as doctors use It extensively 
In human practice. Unquestionably some cases will prove fatal, 
no matter wbat remedy ls used, but I prefer to risk my own dogs 
with turpentine rather than any other vermifuge I know of.

STUD DOGS OF THE SEASON.-No. V. 
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BT LEATHKKUIAD. 

Hr. Douglas Duncan’s Setter Jock. 

Breeders of all animals very soon find out by experience that 
there ls something besides tbe beat blood that has to be dis¬ 
covered before satisfactory results can be almost Insured. This 
fact has become pstent enough to the owners of race horses, as 
tbe rnle has not followed that because one sire or dam bas been 
remarkable In the produce of extraordinary merit, that the 
brothers and sisters of the same animals have been successful In 
anything like the same degree. On tbe contrary, It bss very fre¬ 
quently occurred with horses that have hit well to almost every 
strain, that they have had brothers ranking as complete stud 
failures with almost the same advantages. It ls so with fox¬ 
hounds also, ss one dog of a litter may be quite remarkable In 
carrying on old family merit, whilst the remainder may 
be quite useless In tbls particular. These peculiarities In 
breeding have to be considered In all ways, and they 
cannot be regarded with too much Importance, as In all cases 
where the signs of merit have been *cauty|the produce In future 
generations bare been seen to decrease In merit, whereas 
In the opposite direction, where there has been • bountiful 
source of merit, there ha* been an Increasing tendency of Im¬ 
provement throughout many subsequent generations. There Is 
no clearer case of this than through the brood mare Pocahontas. 
She threw produce of an out-of-tbe-eommon order to various 
stallions, and In every case the produce of her celebrated sons— 
Stockwell, Rataplan, King Tom, and Knight of Kars—have been 
remarkable In transmitting the family merit, and ou an Increased 
scale. Hound breeders and huntsmen could give additional 
proof of this, as whenever It has rarely happened that a bitch 
baa thrown an entire lttterof good ones that Utter ha* been the 
keystone of the pack for years and years to come. It Is, there¬ 
fore, a capital sign In s breed to find a preponderating number of 
good brothers and sister*, hut this should be made perfectly clear 
before a brother ahould be used merely on account of fraternal 
excellence elsewhere. This Is a danger breeders are apt to run 
Into, se ws hear of brother to so-and-so, sister to this and that, 
and relationship thus summed up, and we do not discover satis¬ 
factory results always following such policy. It Is tbe exceptions 
to the general rule that should be looked tor, and when the sur¬ 
rounding* are tolerably dear In this respect an allegiance to a 
family may 6* very profitably courted. At least such a course 
might be mad* the foundation of a policy to be strictly pursued, 
and then operations might be more dearly defined In looking tor 
the bast representatives of a particular strain. In tbls latter 
part of tbe problem the fashion Is to make, as It wars, a waiting 


race of It We Uke our neighbors to try tbe merit* of young 
sires, and whenever a discovery Is made there la a rush for the 
benefit to be derived, and not always with tbe best of judgment 
The preponderance of merit should still be held in view, and the 
character of a sire should be esteemed according to a multiplicity 
of merit, and not by one or two examplea of excellence, as there 
are flukes and chances In breeding, and one great hit and no 
more, ls rather a sign that tbe source of merit, to say tbe most of 
It, Is a weak one. 

It Is good judgment, however, to follow a thoroughly tried 
source, and It ls made safer still when tbe proofs are arrived at 
through two or three generations. Tbls ls an argument In favor 
of tbe Laverock setters, at for Instance, there was s preponder¬ 
ance of goodness In Old Blue Oasb, as be was seen to get flrst- 
daae setters out of all sort of bltcbes, bred In various ways Ha 
got such perfect setters as Countess and Nellie out of one as 
purely bred as himself, and be got first-class ones also out of 
Pbmbe, a cross-bred bitch, and out of Armstrong’s Kate, of a 
different strain again, besides many others. In the next genera¬ 
tion from these the strain still continues to show great merit, 
as shown by Armstrong’s Kate, the dam of Dash II, Countess, 
Nellie, Ltll, Cora, Rum, Mr. Fllklngton’s Dash, Mr. Llewel- 
lln’s Prince, Mr. Douglas Duncan's Jock, etc. To follow tbe 
characteristics of the late Mr. Laverock’s old dog closely the 
breeder could hardly do better than to consider those which have 
resembled him most In tbe specialty of getting good ones out of 
all sorts of bitches, or of bitches like old Kate, who ha* thrown 
good ones to a variety of dogs. This Is like a key to good setter 
breeding, and It mlgbt be studied with advantage both for the 
present and future. To turn, again, to that very good sign of 
one bltcb throwing a preponderance of merit, and such a fact 
being marked by a tendency to continue that excellence, 
there ls not a much better Instance than Mr. T. Pllklngton’a 
LIU, by Rock (son of Ned) out of Belle, ss very few bitches 
have thrown two such perfect made ones as Mr. T. Pllklngton’s 
Dash, and the present champion Rock. To have produced one ss 
good as either of the above would have been sufficient to hare 
made any bltcb famous, and if we only consider the two dogs 
named there are signs that the goodness of tbe strain ls being con¬ 
tinued both In this country and In America; but there are two 
others of Llll’s produce that I think have done even more to 
confirm the opinion I have expressed, namely, Mr. Llewellln’s 
Ltll and Mr. Douglas Duncan’s Jock. All four of the above were 
by Laverock's old Blue Dssb, and from Llll we have seen spring 
Phantom, the dam of Count Wlnd'em, besides Puzzle, Princess, 
and Prince Royal, when mated to a pure Laverock, snd Lincoln 
and others when crossed with a dog of a totally different strain. 
Thus the same sign was shown in LIU that was remarkable In her 
sire, old Blue Dash, viz., that her blood always seemed to hit, no 
matter to what cross In Jock, the subject of these remarks, I 
think tbls specialty ts still more remarkable, ss It has so hap¬ 
pened daring his lengthened career that he has had even more op¬ 
ponent les In tbls particular direction than bis two distinguished 
brothers or sister, for being the property st one time of that good 
natured sportsman, Mr. Lort, be was lent to various breeders, 
and need more extensively, perhaps, than any setter In England. 

I had thought for some time past I had seen and heard the last 
of this old dog, commonly known ss Lori’s Jock, and his life has 
certainly been a remarkable one, as he bas been told three times 
at least for £50, snd then, when considered worn out, come down 
to a considerably reduced figure, though, fortunately, he fell Into 
the hands of a sportsman, who, by taking Immense care of him, 
got him quite round again, and be well repaid such good treat¬ 
ment by getting two beautiful litters of puppies last Autumn out 
of probably two of the best bitches he has ever had. I should 
not recommend Jock now unless I felt sure that being adver¬ 
tised by Mr. Douglas Duncan was a certain guarantee that the 
old dog ls perfectly fresh and vigorous, and I have been made 
personally aware also that tbe dog was never better, and that he 
has been quite recently getting bis bitches In pup. There Is no 
reason, therefore, why be should not be useful tor this season or 
even next, as his sire, old Blue Dash, got some of his best when 
he was a greater patriarch than his son Jock. It ls what Jock 
has done st the stud which raises him so greatly In my estimation, 
as a great many of his produce have, by circumstances, been 
drawn specially to my attention. Jock’s name was very early be¬ 
fore the public In connection with the field trial Derby, as on tbe 
first anniversary of that event, now five years ago, a daughter of 
his called Belfast made the nearest fight possible with the winner, 
and many of the spectators thought she had the best of It, Mr. 
George Brawls amongst others, and the latter gentleman Imme¬ 
diately purchased ber to shoot over In Scotland, his verdict after 
a season being that she was the best he had ever walked behind. 
There was a brother to Belfast called Brackley, and I have 
worked the latter myself, and I do not believe there Is another In 
England like him as an Intelligent, steady dog to fill a game bag 
over. Belfast and Brackley were out of Judith, a bitch brad 
totally away from tbe Laverocks, and be hit again with a Llewel- 
lln Dan bltcb, as there are many people to prove that both Lady 
Dl and Leven were any amount better than wbat they ap¬ 
peared to be when they ran In public. I obtained another Jock 
for a friend, bred quite differently again, and I have been thanked 
ever since for obtaining a perfect canine treasure that can do 
everything but speak. I could name a dozen more, belonging to 
different people, who all give tbe same sort of characters to these 
Jock setters, namely, that they were natural hunters, possessing 
the best of noses, are untiring, snd of the most Intelligent dis¬ 
positions. There has already been shown, also, that Jock's stock 
will be amongst the most valuable for breeding good setters In 
the future, and fortunate Indeed are Mr. T. B. Bowers snd Mr. 
Van Wart In possessing the only pure Laverock Jock bltcbes to 
be found, I expect, In England, barring a young generation grow¬ 
ing up belonging to Jock’s present owner, Mr. Douglas Duncan. 
The Jock bitches that I know of are not pure Laverocks, and are 
what I should roll moderately bred and moderate looking ani¬ 
mals; but there ls something In them, as tbetr produce have as¬ 
tonished many sportsmen, and 1 have only just beard of one whose 
owner, a very clever breaker, thinks will walk In for all tbe puppy 
stakes st the field trials this Spring. Jock himself 1* not a very 
big one, but his stock are mostly bigger than he Is, and be gives 
them a good deal of Laverock character, bar their coats, In which 
Jock’s progeny fall. Mr. Douglas Duncan, who looks like be¬ 
coming very dangerous amongst setter breeders, snd he has been 
so already In taking a first and * second at Birmingham In two 
years, mated Jock last year with champion Flame, s half Laverock 
bitch by Llewellln’s Prince, and the produce was a beautiful lit¬ 
ter, though still more valuable was another litter Mr. Dun¬ 
can got from Jock, out of a pure Laverock bitch rolled Norah, 
bred by Mr. T. PUkington. This ls the sort of stock to prove 
the keystooe of a setter kennel, sod as Mr. Duncan breed* them 
tor work on his moor* he will find tbe young Jocks a* good as 
any he has when they are old enough to have a gun behind them. 
I am glad to find that several new breeders are beginning to go 
In for setters, and, Uke Mr. Douglas Duncan and others, they 
are sticking to tbe Laverocks In a full belief that tbe purity of 
their blood wlU last longer and wear out all other strain*. Some 
of tbe new aspirant* I feel sure will prove very clever breeders, 
and I strongly Impress upon them at start that they cannot do 
better than gat a good foundation of Jock blood, now that the old 
dog Is available.—ffsO’s Ufe. 
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Hr. Bryson's Reply to Mr. Campbell. 


Memphis, Tenn. 

Edttob Chicago Field: —Mr. Campbell forgets that tbe dogs 
not the men are uoder controversy. I hare heretofore cpnfloed my 
remarks to the doga. aiming and expecting blowa at them, but 
treated tbe man with cour'eay. He In return baa often written 
bile for wit. When his own spleen was exhausted he called In 
others, and no doubt considered me nicely Broun when through. 
Nothing but perversion of facta would Induce me to ask for space 
for what I did write Mr. Campbell; not wishing to Introduce exparfr 
evidence, I send Mr. Campbell’s reply. Mr. Campbell acta as If he 
has a patent right to make statements that he cannot sustain 
with evidence—when the proof Is on the other side. 

After my challenges were declined, through the press I pub¬ 
lished, and wrote Mr. Campbell to same effect, that this season 
closed my connection with private trials. Being assured of that 
fact be ventilates himself In the Chicago Field, and states what 
be will do a year from the time my challenge was sent, taking 
care to exclude that bottom teeter from bis acceptance; but this 
makes little difference, as he would not run what he did acce/it. 
It was as easy for him to back down from all as part of my chal¬ 
lenge. The public can judge If my challenges were puerile 
or nonsensical; If they were, It seems strange a man should claim a 
victory In a race that was run under some condition a excepting that 
I offered two to one and gave him tbe additional advantage of a 
dog In condition to run with. There Is considerable discrepancy 
between dates. Mr. Campbell mentions March 15, and the 
letters the last one bearing on the subject la only March 6, and 
they explain themselves, and I trust are sufficiently lucid to be 
the last from me on the subject. I fall to see In my letter where 
I state he bad to run alt or none of my challenge—although 
written as a whole. 

Memphis, Teem., Feb. 37, 1880. 

“ M. C. Campbell, Esq.— Dear Sir: —I see from the last Chi¬ 
cago Field you state you will accept our proposition In part. 
The challenge was made as a whole; If you will accept It as 
given, we will run you as soon as the judges and referee can be 
gotten together. The last part of our challenge requiring no 
rules, we can run that Drat, and can better agree on rules and 
place In person than we can by correspondence. Will meet you 
at Florence, Ala.. In one week after the agreement Is signed and 
money put up.

I can't see how the last can be judged unless the two 
dogs can be kept on the same track, as the English run their grey¬ 
hounds. If you can arrange something of this kind I will run 
you. 

Tousay owing to the lateness of my accepting your challenge, 
etc, you write me In person.

Hr. Salter’s Pointer Hike and Hr. Douglas Duncan's 
Setter Jock. 

I have always thought Mike one of the most perfect pointers I 
have ever seen, but If I remember, when Mike first came out 
Leatberbead expressed a good deal of surprise thst he should be 
thought a good looking dog. It was only when the dog won 
prises under our beet judges that be began to find favor with 
many people, who had never before seen a pointer without some 
remnant of that thickness of form for which the old Spanish 
pointer was noted. 

Drake, who had been before tbe public some years, was not 
altogether free from tbe thickness I speak of, but his proportions 
were so true, and bis muscle so wonderful, that his pace, when 
In his prime, did not seem to be In tbe least Impeded by It. Tbe 
time I speak of was when Drake was the property of Mr. Qarth, 
before tbe trial with Mike,and before Ueatberbead bad seen him. I 
know It was stated after Mr. Price bought him that Belle was the bet¬ 
ter of the two, and so It might have been then, tor Belle was lu her 
prime, and Drake was past It some years before. Neither Belle 
nor Mike were within many dagreee as fast as Drake; neither had 
they his nose. It was stated, I know, that Drake made morn 
false points than Belle; that also was after Drake had passed hie 
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prime. It might have been that Drake would have failed In his 
young days In this respect, but on the other band be would cer¬ 
tainly have found many more birds and flushed far fewer. Then 
his style, his carriage and dash, together with his quickness to 
obey, have nevor been seen in any other pointer. 

Leatherhead has added another breed of pointers to the short 
text he gave us In bis last, a text I took exception to, and has 
supplied It with the name of the breed I then advocated, that Is 
Lord Sefton’s breed. This Is rather sudden. Is the change to be 
accounted for only because he hears tbe best breeders are trying 
the crossl This change reminds me that Leatherhead used to be 
great on the Lord Henry Bentwtek breed of pointers, of which 
Mr. Price's Belle, mentioned above, was the best aud nearly tbe 
only one left to us. 

I now come to Leatherbead’s article on the setter dog Jock, 
litter brother to Mr. Llewellln's LIU II, spoken of as LIU In 
Leatherbead's article. 1 quite agree with the broad principles 
laid down In this article, but it remains to be seen whether Jock 
can be recommended consistently with them. I deny It. A 
bright example of Jock's get was Belfast. Be It remembered, 
however, Belfast was out of a Held trial winning bitch, named 
Judeth, a bitch which was a very much better Held dog than 
Jock ever was. Now It has been shown very clearly by Leather¬ 
head that Jock hsd plenty of chance to show what he was worth 
as a sire; more chance, we are told, than either of his brothers or 
his famous sister Llll II; yet tbe result Is, that, with the single 
exception of Belfast, Leatherhead Is reduced to private reputa¬ 
tions In support of him; facts of a very doubtful character, as 
Leatherhead himself has pointed out Indeed, Leatherhead him¬ 
self has fallen Into the error bis paper seems to be written to 
caution others against. We are told not to put faith In a dog 
because he Is brother or sister to some noted dog. LIU II seemed 
to absorb all tbe beauty as well as tbe power of transmitting 
goodness which was In the litter. Besides those named by 
Leatherhead there are Leda, Laura and Leicester, to her 
credit, and a lot more. Two generations removed from her 
Count Wlnd’em, at about a year old, gets a litter, out of which 
Countess Rose wins tbe cup for the best setter In the Derby, and 
Count Fred tbe first place In America. 

I fancy Leatherhead shows a bit of prejudice when be telle us 
of Mr. Douglas Duncan’s doings. It la altogether misleading to 
tell “ new aspirants," who are to prove clever breeders, that a 
litter of Laveracks Is of more value than a litter got by a Laver- 
ack dog out of such a bitch as Flame (known aa Mr. Llewellln’s 
champion Flame, until lately). It Is not quite consistent either, 
for Leatherhead goes on to say that Mr. Duncan looks like be¬ 
coming dangerous as a breeder because he has won a first and a 
second at Birmingham Now, this first and second would never 
have been won bnt for Flame, who was the mother of both dogs. 
Tbe countless Laveracks that are bred In England and sold as 
puppies with their long pedigrees, and grow of less Instead of 
more value In the eyes of their owners as the; assume dog’s 
estate will be a long time In supplying Mr. Duncan with a 
winner at Birmingham. The few good Laveracks that have been 
bred do not, In my opinion, and should not In Leatherbead's (If 
he applied his own theory) lend any value to their sisters, cousins 
and aunts, or far less than Is generally supposed. One bad dog 
at the small end of a pedigree will generally ruin It past all recov¬ 
ery In theee days of scientific breeding. The fact Is, Jock was 
sold by Mr. Llewelltn without having been bred from by him, 
and his produce have been beaten always by tbe get of dogs Mr. 
Llewelltn preferred to him.

Editob Chicaoo Field :—I notice In the correspondence be¬ 
tween Messrs. Campbell and Bryson that they have a con¬ 
troversy about which dog was handled the best In their match 
last Fall, and I noticed that Mr. Bryson says he has employed 
Mr. Whltford to “ handle " Gladstone In a proposed match against 
Joe Jr. Now, what I would like to know Is whether the match 
Is to be made between the dogs or tbe " handlers ” of tbe dogs. 
If tbe dogs are only to be used to test the skill of the handlers, 
then we of the Far West have no Interest In the match, because 
It will be a match between the men and not between tbe doge, 
and tbe best handler will win ihe most points. What we want 
out here Is a dog that can handle hinuclf —one that Is as fleet as 
the wind and as staunch as a poet when he finds game. We don’t 
want to be constantly bawling “Take care Drake I “ Down Joel" 
"To-bo!" “HI away I" “Come. In!" “Mind what you are 
about I" etc., etc., etc., to the end of tbe dog handling vocabu¬ 
lary. A dog that requires to be told where the game Is and be 
careful least be flushes It, Is about on a par with a learned pig 
and requires too much atten'lon to be of much service to a 
sportsman. Such a dog Is about on a par with tbe Irishman who 
said “Show me the door and I’ll find the honae." L. W. B.

There In Indeed a grandeur, n euhilarity, so Impreaalve soli¬ 
tude Imparted by the unbroken forenta which line Um sborna of 
Lake Superior, an they ley wrapt In their heavy mantis of snow, 
which It would be vain for me to attempt to draaribe. Tbe scene, 
although In each wide contrast from that Wfcloh tba aama country 
presents In gammer, U none tba loos attractive and bona Ifni. 

I have recently sprat many boun, atone, wandering far Into 
tbe depths of these grand forests that now slumber amid tbe 
•Hence of s still rigid Winter. A alienee unbroken rave by the 
moaning of tbe wind through tbe tope oi tbe tall pine tr ees, lost 
In admiration of tbe teens before me. To moat people tbe 
woods present bat n lonely end dreary aspect In Winter, bat to 
ma tba ternary la sublime. I love tbe very solitude rad lonell 
new which tbe seeaou occasions and enjoy It volte a* much as 
the more ptotaieeqae and musical features presented In tbe Sam- 
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THE CHICAGO FIELD. 


Throughout tbli entire range of country skirting the south 
•hore of Leke Superior, from Marquette to Duluth end extending 
from the leke e hundred mllee to the eontbwerd, the ground It 
now, on the flret dey of April, covered with enow to e depth of 
from two to three feet. The lekee end etrenme ere covered with 
Ice twenty to thirty lnchee thick. Leke Superior tteelf le frosen 
ell elong the ebore end for meny mllee oat towerd It* center. The 
llgbthoaee-keeper et Outer Island, which lie* twenty mile* oat 
Id the leke from Bayfield, report* thet no open water I* visible 
from the tower even with the eld of e powerful telescope, end it 
1 * stated theta short distance west of Beyfield, the lake 1* frosen 
entirely across. 

Teem* ere peeslng between the various town* elong the leke 
•bore on the Ice, end I have myself Just returned from a delight- 
ful sleigh ride to Beyfield, a distance of eighteen mile* from Ash¬ 
land (whence this I* written), the entire trip having been made 
on the Ice, end over water measuring from twenty to one hun¬ 
dred feet In depth. Considering the time of year end the ex¬ 
tremely mild Winter thet be* prevailed sooth of here, the novelty 
of the sensation, as we sped through the keen frosty air, which 
wee rendered musical by the cheerful sound of our sleigh-bells, 
may be more easily Imagined then described. The poet Winter 
has been the most severe In this region since '78 end ’74; even 
now the mercury runs down to sero or very near It every night. 
Id midday It ranges from 80 ° to 40 ° above. The lumbermen 
ere still bnelly engaged cutting end banking log* ready to run 
down on the “ June rise.” The Winter bos been a most favor¬ 
able one for this great Industry, and It Is generally understood 
thet a larger crop of logs has been cat this Winter than daring 
any Winter since that of 1878. Thousands of men and teams 
have been employed ell Winter cutting and banking logs elong 
the streams end railroads, end hundreds of thousands of dollars 
will be put In circulation when these vast forces ere paid off for 
tbelr Winter’s work. Wisconsin merchants anticipate a great 
“ boom” In trade this Spring, and will doubtless have It, tor 
while an unusually large crop of logs has been cut, there Is every 
Indication thet they will bring better prices than for some years 
past. A few camps have completed tbelr work and broken up, 
but the majority of them ere still at work. These lumbermen, or 
more strictly “ loggers,” ere an Interesting species of the genus 
homo. They live principally on pork, beans, corn beef and cof¬ 
fee, the pork forming the leading articles la the bill of fere, by a 
large majority. This dess of food produces so much animal heat 
In their bodies that they can stand cold equal to an Esquimaux, 
end even In this semi-arctic Winter they wear very light dothlng. 
They seldom wear coats or vests, even when not at work. Their 
pants and shirts are made of the thick heavy “ Mackinaw" flan- 
nel, and, If owing to an unusually cold snap or to their not being 
at work, they feel cold, they simply put on another shirt. This 
flannel Is made up in very flashy colors, the most popular being 
blue, crimson and scarlet, though some of the men wear grey. A 
crowd of them together present a most fantastic picture. One 
man wears a red shirt, blue pants, black cap and moccasins; 
another wears a blue shirt, red pant* and red cap; still another 
wears a suit of all red and bis “ pard” one of all blue, and large 
cow-hide boots. Many of them wear red and blue flannel or knit 
caps, a d occasionally some one will heighten the picture by wear¬ 
ing a broad brim, black or drab sombrero, and a red scarf or 
handkerchief tied around bis waist. There are also many Indian* 
and half-breeds In this country with whom tbls taste for gaudy 
colors Is Inherent, and they even out-do their white associates In 
tbelr display of colors. 

As we roll up to a station, many of which co> slat of but a 
few log cabins, In the midst of this wilderness, and this golly at¬ 
tired throng turns out to see the train come In, the traveler need 
draw but slightly on hi* Imagination to fancy himself passing 
over tbe Alps and bis train suddenly surrounded and attacked by 
the Alpine banditti. 

One of these loggers, who bad evidently made up bis mind to 
"settle” here, had been away to the settlements, had married 
and was returning with his bride to his forest home, on the same 
train on which I was a passenger. 

He was a “sandy" complexloned man, with red bushy hair, 
red must*cbe,and bad not shaved for about two weeks. He wore 
a pair of red flannel pants tucked In his boots, a grey flannel 
shirt and (for tbls occasion only) a short heavy black coat. The 
bride was a rather comely but extremely awkward looking girl 
of probably twenty 8ummers (and about tbe same number of 
Winters) attired In a “ home-made ” grey dress, red and white 
plaid shawl, green knit scarf and a black bonnet trimmed with a 
large black ostrich plume. 

The groom patronised tbe train boy liberally and he and tbe 
bride munched pop corn, peanuts, oranges, figs and candy all 
through the journey. They looked and acted as If very happy. 

Fire baa destroyed large tract* of pine and bard wood In this 
portion of the state. Whole townships are frequently laid deso¬ 
late In a single day. After the pine tree I* killed by lire It soon 
decays and falls. It I* truely a sad sight to see thousands of 
acres of valuable timber thus offered a* a sacrifice to the consum¬ 
ing element, and yet there seems to be no means of preventing 
It Notwithstanding tbe frequent ravages of lire and the millions 
of trees that are annually cut off by the lumbermen, there Is still 
but a very alight diminution of tbe supply, so vast is the extent 
of this pine region that on* may travel twenty, thirty, or even 
fifty mile* In many place*, through unbroken forests, without 
seeing a cabin, a footprint or any other sign of a white man. It 
Is estimated by good judges that it will take fifty years to ex¬ 
haust the supply of pine In this state, at the present rate of con¬ 
sumption. 

Next In Importance to tbe lumber Interests In this portion of 
the Lake Superior country are the fisheries. Hundred* of men 
In tbls place and Bayfield, as well as at other points along the 
shore, live by the rich product* of this fertile body of water. It 
Is estimated that nearly three hundred ton* of lake trout and 
white fish have been shipped from these two points within the 
past four months. The greater portion of these are caught In 
net*, set through the Ice, though a great many men are con¬ 
stantly employed In catching with book and line. 

Holes are cut through the Ice where the water Is thirty to 
sixty feet deep, and shook, baited with cat bolt or pork rind, ts 
dropped down to within a few feet of the bottom, and Is then 
kept moving up and down. When the fisherman feels a strike, 
be gives the line a sharp jerk, and when be And* that be baa 
fastened his Ash, be runs with the line until the fish Is brought 
through the bole and landed on the Ice. This Is rendered easy by 
cutting the bole much larger at the bottom than at the top. A 
days’ catch varies from twenty up to on* hundred pounds, 
though occasionally a man has been known to take as high as 
four or five handrail pounds In a day. Only trout are usually 
caught with hook and line, the whit* Ash being nearly all taken 
In net*. The fish bring four cents per pound on the Ice. The 
°>*o protect themselves from the severity of the weather by 
erecting wtnd-braader* near their stands. This Is dona by plant- 
l »g stake* In the lea, and spreading blanket*, or piece* of canvas, 
over them. In Bummer time the hand-fishing la done from boats, 
With equally as good s u cc e ss as In Winter. Tbls I* a very popu¬ 
lar resort for fishermen and sportsmen daring the Bummer. 
Nearly *11 the streams emptying Into Lake Superior teem with 
brook trout, and the small Inland lake*, which are very namer- 
ooa. contain grant numbers of black hem, pike, ptoksrsl, and 


muskalonge. Borne marvelous accounts are given of the great 
catches of brook trout, that hav* been made In this section, and 
were they not sub*Untlated by men of nndoabted veracity, w* 
could scarcely credit them. A gentleman, his wife and daughter, 
who spent several weeks hers loot Bummer, frequently eangbt as 
many a* three hundred trout In a single day, In Fish creak, which 
empties into Cbequamegoo bay, only three mile* from here. An 
old gentleman from Pittsburg, who has visited this locality 
several times, has caught two hundred in less than a day on 
several occulona. Hon. Samuel 8. Flfield, state sec star from this 
district, and editor of the AjMtmd Press, states that he made a 
trip np White river two yean ego, In company with two other 
gentlemen, and that In two days’ fishing they (cored over tlx 
hundred trout. A greet many brook trout ire uken In the lake 
and bays along the rocky shores, and It Is here that the largest 
ones are usually found. They are frequently taken se large as 
three or four pounds In weight. Those In the streams In this 
vicinity ire also large, the average weight being from half a 
pound to a pound An old fisherman who haa lived here 
over twenty-five years, Informs me that, notwltheUndtng tbe 
great number of fish annually Uken from these waters, be can 
see no perceptible decrees* In the supply; that each year’s cstch 
Is u'large s* that of any previous year’s, the only difference being 
that not so many of the very large fish ere now Uken sa In 
former years; still tbe greet slaughter that Is being practiced by 
many who come here from abroad, such as In the Instances men¬ 
tioned above, mast and will eventually depleU the waters, and 
the practice of Uklng such large numbers merely tor the momen- 
Ury pleasure It affords, or for the sake of publishing the score* 
at home, cannot be too severely condemned. A law should be 
enacted making It a misdemeanor, punishable by heavy fine, to 
catch more than a reasonable number of fish In any one day. 

Game Is also abundant In this south-shore country. Deer es¬ 
pecially are vary numerous. Strange as It may seem there Is 
but l ttle hunting done here, either by the Indians or white set¬ 
tlers, though there are s few of the former who live by tbe chase 
end they supply the home market, end ship large quantities of 
game abroad. Tbe majority of the Indians bang around the 
towns and live by fishing, making maple sugar and working at 
each work as they can get to do. The majority of them have 
more or less wblU blood lu their veins, and they, as s rale, care 
less for tbe pleasures of the chase than the fall bloods. I am In¬ 
formed that of those few who are skillful hunters, a single man 
frequently kills tour or five deer In a day. Mr. J. B. Bono, pro¬ 
prietor of the Fountain House, at Bayfield, told me that last Sep¬ 
tember three Indians killed fourteen deer In one day within 
twenty miles of Bayfield. For animals, such as the otter, beaver, 
mink, marten, wild cot end lynx, ore also numerous. 

There are thousands of ducks and geese here In season. Mr. 
Bono tells me that he employed an Indian to go oat and kill, a 
lot for his hotel last fall. They took a boat and went Into some 
marshes st the mouth of Send river, e few miles west of Bayfield, 
and In three hours’ shooting killed 190 ducks. 

Visiting sportsmen have frequently made equally large bags of 
both ducks and geese. Ashland and Bayfield are both popular 
and pleasant Sommer resorts, and daring the pest two Bummer* 
have been crowded to overflowing with pleasure seekers. Aside 
from tbe fishing and shooting which the region affords, It Is a 
delightful place In which to spend the Bummer. Both towns 
are supplied with large, pleasant, and well-kept hotels. The 
climate, even during Jnly and August, Is pleasant, tbe nlgbts es¬ 
pecially being decidedly cool and Invigorating. A good heavy 
blanket Is needed every night In Sommer. The Ghequsmegon 
House, at Ashland, Is an elegant building, and Is handsomely 
furnished. Mr. A. L. Roes, late of the Palmer House, Chicago, 
has taken It for the coming season, and to those who know him 
no further srearance than thl* la needed, that It will be kept In 
princely style. There are always plenty of hosts and galdes to be 
had at reasonable prices, and sailing and rowing on the bey 
afford a most delightful pastime. 

Tbe village of Philips, seventy-six miles south of here, on the 
Wisconsin Central railway, Is also s most charming Bummer 
resort It Is situated on the bank of Elk Lake, a beautiful 
little sheet of water, affording delightful rowing, sailing and 
bathing facilities, and the surrounding country also abounds In 
fish and game. The Fewell House, of which Mr. J. H. Fewell 
Is tbe proprietor, Is as pleasantly situated and as well kept as 
any hotel In Northern Wisconsin. 

A great deal of game la killed in this vicinity by those who 
take the trouble to hunt It. Mr. Fewell shipped over 8,000 
pounds of venison from here a year ago last Winter. Only a 
very Utile has been kUled daring the peat Winter. More trap¬ 
ping bos been done, however, than In previous Winter*. He 
has shipped this post Winter large quantities of fore, mostly 
beaver and otter. I met here Mr. C. R. Patterson, an old Indian 
trader, who hoe a post on the headwaters of the Flambeau river, 
about a hundred miles northeast of here. He described a lake 
that lie* a few miles from hla post,called Trout Lake,which he says 
abounds In a variety of trout closely resembling the brook trout, 
bat which differ from them slightly in some respects, and grow 
mach larger. They often attain a weight of thirty pounds. 
They also differ widely from the lake trout. They are readily 
Uken with either tbe fly or Uve minnow. Beveral Chicago sports¬ 
men have visited tbe lake, and can bear testimony to the superior 
quality, Urge slse end great numbers of the trout It conUlns. 
The lake U eight mUes long, six miles wide, end contains several 
Islands, each of which coven ten acre* or more,and affords beauti¬ 
ful camping grounds. Mr. P. say* all the varieties of game that 
Inhabit thU country are abandant In this locality, 

Taken all In all, thU northern portion of Wisconsin Is probably 
tbe beet fish and game country now to be found In the North¬ 
west. It Is reached by way of the Chicago, Milwaukee and Bt. 
Paul, and the Wisconsin Centra) railroads, the Utter road reach¬ 
ing dear through to the gnat lake. ThU company furnishes 
excellent facilities to sportsmen, transporting dogs, boeU end 
camp equipage free, and stopping trains at any point between 
station*, where they may wtah to get on or off. Sportsmen visit¬ 
ing thU region will find In Mr. Fewell, of Philip*, end Hon. Samuel 
Flfield, of Ashland, pleasant and valuable acquaintances, and 
shonld not fall to consult both as to the best localities In which 
to find particular sport of which they may be In search.

If inch Is 
the case. It It the first time I have ever known of each an occur¬ 
rence, and I have lived In tbls state forty-two years, end have 
seen (hooting right In tbe heart of the nesting. I am Inclined to 
think It Is a mere dodge of the natters to raise the price of birds. 
Barely the natters have everything on their aide, ao far oa law la 
ooneerned, for the law prohibits shooting within five miles of a 
pigeon nesting. Certainly shooting cannot be tbe cause of the 
birds leaving, even If It be trne that there la gunning done within 
one mile even. Wakaxoo. 

Lewiston, III.—I .would like to have the opinion of Mr, 
Joseph W. Long, Mr. Fred Kimble and others in regard to a 
single-barrel muzzle-loader, a* to weight, length and gangs; 
also whether It shonld have a rib on top. All I have spoken to 
of It say It will not kill farther than a No. 10 breech-loader, and 
that such a gun would take too mach powder to load 1L I live 
In tbe vicinity of Thompson’s Lake, and there Is good shooting 
there In the Spring, bat there ere many flocks of canvas back 
ducks, and geese that pass outside of the decoys at from eighty 
to ooe hundred yards. I would like a gun to reach them, and 
to raise the ungeatlemanly sportsmen who will persist In patting 
out their decoys In from fifty to seventy-five yards of me.

Amesbubt, Mass. —Tbe following Is the diagram of my ar¬ 
rangement tor drying the Inside of long robber 
boots. It has proved very useful. It Is sus¬ 
pended from tbe wall la my office directly over, 
and about sixteen lnchee above, the top of tbe 
stove. Tbe legs of the boots shonld be tamed 
outside, and hang apelde down upon tbe Iron, 
sad they will be dry In a very short time. The 
bottom is made of one-inch by one-quarter-lnch 
Iron, fourteen Inches long; the side Irons are 
■ five-sixteenths round Iron, twenty lnchee long, 
J riveted to bottom Iron; the center rod la made of 
five-sixteenths round Iron.

Leavenwohth, Kan., April 18. —In your Issue April 10, you 
esk how rubber hip boots could be dried better than by Ailing 
them with hot sand. Now I have never tried hot sand, and 
woald not, for fear It would be hard to get every particle of the 
sand oat of tbe boote again. I find It an easy matter to thor¬ 
oughly dry my rubber boots la a very short time, merely by turn¬ 
ing the boot-leg down to the knee, and then place them In such 
a position la the yard so that the sun shines directly Into the 
boot, down to tbe sole. When the sun bss moved around, move 
tbe boots to salt. Try this simple method and I can assure yon 
hot sand will never go Into your robber boots again.

THE MOUNTAIN IN LABOR. 

In solemn conclave, a few day* 1 * 0 , hie Honor, the Mayor, 
Carter Harrison, Esq., and the concentrated wisdom of the police 
force. Superintendent O’Donnell and Captains McGargle, Steele 
and Simmons, met to decide what steps should be taken to abate 
the “ doc nuisance.” Large bodies move slowly, and large In¬ 
tellects, It seems, are subject to the same hitch. It was a terrible 
straggle with these giant minds. His Honor, the Mayor, esti¬ 
mating that 15,000 dogs roamed around Chicago, considered fifty 
cents a piece for all brought to the pound too costly a method, 
and preferred shooting them. Superintendent O'Donnell’s 
nerves would not sanction shooting; be considered It danger¬ 
ous, and would rather resort to poison. Captain McOargle be¬ 
lieved that fifty cents each, paid at the pound, would Increase 
the breeding of dogs to sell them at that price! Alas! CapUIn 
snch a financial mind as yours is being turned out to grass by 
remaining on the police force. Resign! and start a savings bank. 
Captain Steele was afraid a vast number of people would be bit¬ 
ten while attempting to Impound the dogs. Most tender hearted 
Captain, although 8 teelc by name, yet not steel by nature. 
Captain 1 leave the force and start a charity Institute, a soup dis¬ 
pensary, a free lemonade stand during the coming Sommer— 
anything! anything! butwhat you are. Such a philanthropic 
nature Is only running to seed on the police force. Captain Sim¬ 
mons, like the Borglas, was to the point—poison, he believed In. 
Captain, remain where you are; you are the right man for the 
Chicago police force. In the event of another riot If you could 
only get the rioters to drink, by treating them you would do what 
the force did not do during the last riot, quell them. 

His Honor, the Mayor, Is said to be a wise man, by his friends. 
We have never had the opportunity of Judging, aa we have not 
the honor of personally knowing him. With public men, as 
with horses, a private record cannot be recognised. We there¬ 
fore must question the Intelligence of the Mayor, when In hts 
proclamation ordering dogs to be mussled be states that “ as the 
warm season Is approaching the danger from hydrophobia In¬ 
creases." We thought every Intelligent boy knew that rabies, 
your Honor, (not hydrophobia) Is not more prevalent In Summer 
than In 8 pring, Fall or Winter; Indeed In Summer It Is less preva¬ 
lent than at any other season; and at any season It Is rare 
enough, for we question whether there has been a genuine case 
of rabies In the city within the last year, excepting It may be the 
Idiots who have been scribbling In the Chicago TVibunt, on a sub¬ 
ject their Ignorance of which their communications practically 
demonstrated. 

We have always advocated the taxing of dogs, and consider 
five dollars for each dog not too much. Every man, who can 
afford to keep a dog, can afford to pay a tax of five dollars an- 
nnally. Such a tax would be a source of large revenue to the 
city, and would lead to the extermination of the worthless curs, 
which do what harm is done. But ronzxllng dogs In hot weather, 
and poisoning and shooting them on the public streets Is a dis¬ 
grace to a civilised community. Poisoning and shooting them Is 
familiarising the youth with the use of the weapons of death, which 
Is objectionable. 

We are In favor of extermination of the curs, but let It be done 
In a sensible and decent manner. If the Mayor would muszle 
the political thieves of the city he would not feel the necessity of 
resorting to the revolver and poison Instead of a pound for rid¬ 
ding the city of the curs, which only In his affrighted Imagination 
number 15,000. Even If so many, at fifty cents each, a 
city like Chicago should be able to stand the expense, and would 
but for the political parasites which infest It, and draw the life’s 
blood out of the tax payers. If the Mayor would also mussle the 
Idiots who report In tbs dally press every dog which has a lit a 
mad dog, he would do more toward allaying the excitement re¬ 
garding rabies than by muzzling the unfortunate dogs, at a very 
time when they most need their mouths free for breathing. 

But the dogs are to be shot sod poisoned anises muzzled, and 
Chicago’s police force Is to do It. Ws never did have a very 
high opinion of Chicago's police force, having too often seen 
them wanting at the moment when needed. With fifty of Pink¬ 
erton's men we would guarantee to bag Superintendent O'Donnell 
and the whole force. Probably poisoning and shooting dogs 
Is about as fitting employment for tbs force sa can be found. 
Out of evil sometimes comes good; shooting the dogs may famil¬ 
iarize the police force with the nse of the revolver, which may 
make them stand fire, when again needed.

IS THE CARP INTRODUCED INTO THE HUDSON 
RIVER, REFERRED TO BY FRANK FOR¬ 
ESTER. THE TRUE CARP? 

We cannot learn that any specimen of the true carp (CyprtoM 
carplo) has ever been found In the Hudson river, or any of Its 
tributaries. The so-called crucian carp (Carssstus tulgarU or 
gibeUo) la, however, an Inhabitant of that river, and It Is proba¬ 
ble that It was that species which was Introduced by Captain 
Robinson Into his ponds near Newburgh. 

The story as told by Frank Forester (p. 186) Is, that 
Captain Robinson, who had a place Immediately on the 
banks of the Hudson river, containing some fine fish 
ponds, between Newburgh and New Windsor, Imported some 
years a quantity of carp at considerable expense, / believe, he 
says, /ram Holland, where the species Is very abundant, and very 
fine In qu ltty. His ponds were soon sdmtrably stocked; but In 
process of time a heavy freshet carried away his dams and flood¬ 
gates, and a very large proportion of hts carp escaped Into the 
Hudson. This fact being represented to the legislature of the 
state, a penal enactment was passed, heavily mulcting any per¬ 
son who should take any one of the Hudson river carp, at any 
season, or under any circumstances, until after the expiration of 
five years from the passage of the act. The provisions of this 
bill have been strictly enforced; several persons have been fined, 
and the fish la now extremely abundant. 

Frank Forester (or rather Wm. Herbert) has given no descrip¬ 
tion of a Hudson river specimen of this fish, but has borrowed 
his diagnosis aa well aa figure from Tamil, and consequently 
has not given us the elements for forming an opinion. It Is 
pretty certain, however, that the species Introduced by Mr. 
Robinson was not tbe true carp, <. Cyprinut carplo, but that it 
was the crucian carp, i. <., Carauiut carplo. Tbe two are 
entirely different, and belong to quite distinct genera, even. Tbe 
true carp or Cyprinut, on the one hand, Is distinguished exter¬ 
nally by four good-sized barbels, two on each side, one at the 
binder end of the upper Jaw, and the other a little In advance, 
while tbe teeth or tbe pharyngeal or throat bones are In three 
rows, and havewlde, flat and furrowed crowns. The crucian carp, 
or Carattiue, on the other hand, Is known at once by the absence 
of barbels of any kind, and the teeth of the pharyngeal bones 
are In but one row, and compressed or spud-shaped. In fact, 
the crucian carp Is very much like the common gold fish— 
Carauiut auratut— belonging to the same genus, and sometimes 
scarcely distinguishable from It. The chief difference Is that 
the scales In the crucian carp are somewhat smaller than those of 
tbe gold fish, the former having generally from thirty-one to 
thirty-five oblique rows, while the latter has usually only twenty- 
five to twenty-seven. 

NEEDS TO BE ENLIGHTENED. 

One who signs himself “ Tax-payer» writes to the Cam¬ 
den (S. C.) Journal complaining that he has “ waited In vain 
to see (he Acta of tbe General Assembly for 1879-80, more than 
three months having elapsed since they were approved." His 
anxiety over this dlrelecllon of duty la that “ he has been In¬ 
formed by some one, who happened to see a newspaper report of 
tbe proceedings, that there Is an act Imposing a severe penalty 
on anyone who sets a trap for partridges at any season, even 
though on bis own land, or who shoots them after a certain sea¬ 
son, even though they may be destroying his crops." And as 
this sage “ could never suspect tbe existence of such mischievous 
and unjustifiable statutes," he wants to see the proceedings, 
which he considers an Infringement on the rights of the lsnd- 
owner, who, he claims, has a right to slaughter the game on his 
land at all times By all means he should see tbe proceedings 
of the legislature, and the legislature should also have voted an 
appropriation for enlightening the individual in question on the 
ract that nearly every state In tbe Union has pas-ed such laws, 
and that partridges being fera nature are not the property of 
tbe Individual on whose land they may be until he has reduced 
them to possession, by shooting them In accordance with the pro¬ 
vision of the statute passed to prevent their extermination, and, 
thereby, in the Interest of the land-owner, whom they repay 
amply for the food they eat by the large number of Insects they 
destroy, which, If not eaten by them, would destroy bis crops. 
"Tax-payer ” evidently does not belong to the class of Intelli¬ 
gent farmers, else he would long since have learned to appreciate 
the Insectivorous characteristics of the partridge, or, aa often 
called, the quail, and would hall with delight rather than con¬ 
demn a law passed to prevent their extermination. Our Camden 
cotemporary should enlighten him on tbe errors of bla ways, and 
bring him to a proper and Intelligent appreciation of tbe ques¬ 
tion. 

Aa he regards tbe law to have been passed at " the suggestion 
of a few sportsmen, who, with 1 My horse, my dog and my gun,’ 
would Imitate the customs of the English gentry of ‘ shooting on 
the wing”'It Is fair to presume that "Tax-payer” "pots” 
them on tbs ground. He is, therefore, tbe worst type of a pot¬ 
hunter, and needs to be suppressed, for a season at least, as It Is 
Just such Individuals who exterminate the partridges by wholesale. 
A single bird on the wing la too small game—nothing abort of a 
covey and on the ground will satisfy such as him.

May 7 has been selected as tbe data for bolding the 
medal shoot, which will take place, as heretofore, at Kletnman 
Park, Grand Crossing. 


A Yankee Laws Jobbeb. —On tbe question of Immigration 
to the Far West, and especially to Minnesota, a correspondent 
writes to the London Field: 

“One word of advice to Intending settlers. Let no man going 
to the Far West to settle enter Into any binding agreements here. 
Let him get all tbe Information he can, but sign nothing; and 
then, whatever hts funds may be, let him spend a part In going 
and seeing with bis own eyes both what be Is advised to buy, and 
what else there Is to sell north and south of the boundary. It 
will prove the best part of his Investment. If a friend of mine 
ten years ago had taken my advice, had gone where I wanted 
him to go, and had escaped the clutches of a Yankee land Jobber, 
who stranded him tn the much-vaunted Minnesota, he would to¬ 
day have been one of tbe richest men north of the Inter-national 
boundary." 

This Is good advice, and holds good not only of Minnesota, but 
of every other'place. Tbe worse victims of a land Jobber we know 
of were not those, however, of a Yankee but of an English land 
Jobber, who Inveigled a large number of bis countrymen Into 
buying lands In Mtnnseota under the most exaggerated misrepre¬ 
sentations, so directly contrary to the facts that maoy of them 
were ruined, and those who were not, owed their good fortune to 
not having Invested all they had. The Yankee land Jobber Is to 
be avoided, but equally great a swindler Is the English land Job¬ 
ber, particularly the one to whom we refer. 


Work at thi Stats Labratort. —We noted last week the 
work relating to the food of birds In the State Labratory at Nor¬ 
mal. Prof. Forbes writes to a friend In Evanston that the work of 
organization, slow and tedious, hindered by many embarrass¬ 
ments, has been gone through with at the State Labratory, and 
that now the material and literature necessary for original work 
In many of the departments Is at hand—ready for use by those 
disposed to take advantage of It. Two bulletins have been Issued 
and another will appear In the Fall. There are also several semi¬ 
annual reports. The Kntomotlraca (water-fleas), Professor Forbes 
has discovered, form almost wholly the food of all our fishes, 
when under an Inch in length, however, various may be tbelr 
food habits when adult Tbe only notable exceptions thus far 
noted are the suckers, Catotlomkhe, which he has found to live 
chiefly when very small on Prolotoa and Alga. An elaborate 
study of the distribution, abundance and conditions of life of the 
Bnlomottraca, referred to Is also In progress. Prof. Forbes and 
his assistant, Mr. German, are now making a tour from Galena 
to Chicago with their Investigations, and will soon visit the lakes 
of Northeastern Illinois. 

Wild Pigeons. —The prospect for wild pigeons being plenty 
early In the season Is not as favorable as when we went to press 
last week. A severe snow storm which visited the nesting, 
caused the birds to leave. Before leaving they laid their eggs, 
and the ground for many miles square Is said to be strewn with 
tbe eggs. Since then the nesting has been again occupied, either 
by the same or other birds, more probably, the latter, but being 
few In numbers and the weather being very bad, alternately snow 
and rain, very few have been captured. Under the circumstances 
It la very probable that maoy of tbe tournaments which occur In 
May will have to postpone to a later date. Those which have 
not decided on a date will do well before doing so to satisfy 
themselves that the birds will be on band. Messrs. Bond & Ells¬ 
worth Inform us that there have not been any live birds In the 
Chicago market for this last week. They anticipate that about 
tbe latter part of May live birds may be expected to be reasonably 
plenty. __ 

Australian Meat.— Ninety tons of fresh beef and mutton 
recently arrived In London, In the steamer Blratbleven from Sid¬ 
ney, In a perfect state of preservation, having been preserved by 
a refrigerating process, tbe temperature of which at no time 
during the voyage rose as high as freezing point, but was usually 
many degrees below It. The London Field thinks that English 
producers have more to fear, and English consumers more to 
hope, from Australian than American competition, since Austra¬ 
lian meat can he put on board at two pence a pound, and tbe 
cost of freight and freezing being about double as much, It can 
be sold In the English markets at six pence a pound, and leave 
a fair profit to the middlemen; while American meat can not be 
put on tbe English market at lest than nine pence a pound. In 
tbs Australian colonies, not to mention New Zealand and Tss- 
mnnla, there are slxty-one millions of sheep, and between seven 
and eight millions of cattle. 

Ov What Benefit! —A special cablegram from Pesth states 
that on April 14, at Raab, a young convict, twenty-three years 
old, named Takaca, who bad murdered two women, was banged. 
After tbe body bad been cut down, and life had been pronounced 
extinct by physicians, the body, as a scientific experiment, was 
subjected to an electro-galvanic current, which after a few hours 
produced perceptible signs of life, and animated In the unfortu¬ 
nate wretch completely recovering his senses. His first act was 
violence to those present. Congestion of the brain ensued and 
he became delirious during the night, made repeated attacks on 
bis keepers, complained of violent pelns and asked frequently 
for milk and water. The next morning death released him from 
suffering that the human mind can form no conception of. Early 
associations prevent us from regarding many scientific experi¬ 
ments, where benefit Is likely to see rue to science, as laymen do. 
but In this Instance, even although an unfortunate convict, 
humanity prompts the pertinent question, eul Asno!

The New Hampshire Game and Fish League. 

The annual meeting of the Game and Flah League of New 
Hampshire waa held at Mirror Hall, Manchester, April 6. The 
prealdent, Jonn B. Clark, called the meeting to order and deliv¬ 
ered a very able addreea, being a review of the work done by the 
League from the date of Its organization. 

At the conclusion of the president’s address, Mr. A. H. Pow¬ 
ers, one of the Fish Commissioners and superintendent of the 
hatching-house at Plymouth, stated that during the year 100,000 
land-locked salmon, 13.000 brook trout, a large number of 
Kangeley lake and bine-backed trout, and a few black baas bad 
been distributed In the principal ponds of the state. The salmon 
nets of the Pemlgewaaaet at the hatching-house were set June 
18, and the next day a large salmon was taken. During the « 
son twenty-two salmon—twelve females, and ten males—were 
taken In these nets. They weighed from eight to twenty pounds 
etch. From the female fish there were taken at different times 
100,000 eggs, of which all but 4,345 hatched, and are now lively 
youDg salmon which will be ready for distribution soon. This 
is a remarkably good showing, and should alienee those who 
are fond of saying that It is In nonsense to attempt to restock 
the Merrimack river with salmon. For thirty-two years no 
salmon are knowD to have gone up the river, but It haa been 
shown that they can go and do go now, and that procuring eggs 
and batching young fish from them Is a comparatively easy mat¬ 
ter. In scarcely any other Industry has there been such marked 
progress, during the past five years, aa In fish-culture. 

During the Fall of 1873 a large number of trout spawn were 
secured, and half of these have been batched, the others being 
sent to Massachusetts. The product of the spawn kept here Is 
about 70,000 trout fry. Not much has been done with black 
baas, the waters of the state being pretty well stocked with them. 
The flsh-waya on the Merrimack are now all right, except that 
there needs to be some blasting at the foot of the one at Amos- 
keag. Ha thought all the salmon that wanted to go up last year 
got over the dams. Besides those taken a number went above 
and some stopped and spawned below the batcblng-house owing 
to the low stage of the water. 

The present soaaon should show a large run of salmon, aa the 
largest plant made waa In 1878, and the fry then put In will be 
dae this Bummer. Mr. Powers explained the peculiarities of the 
blue-backed trout.whlch cornea from Maine, and la Imported In 
the hope that It will famish food for the Rsagely trout, which 
grow to weigh twelve or fifteen pounds. The blue-back never 
grows to weigh over four ounces, and, It haa been said, will not 
bite a hook, though there la a current report that on the 10th of 
October of each year It runs up to spawn, and on that day will 
bite. 

Hon. Joaeph Kidder expressed his gratification at what had 
been accomplished, but doubted whether efforts to restock the 
Merrimack would amount to much until some way was devised 
to prevent Massachusetts fishermen from robbing us of our right. 
He believed that fish were taken constantly between Haverhill 
and Lawrence in defiance of law. and until this Is stopped very 
tew will reach this aide of the Lawrence dam. Thus far only 
salmon have appeared at our falls, and It would seem that shad 
do not make aanccees of climbing fish-ways. 

As to the alewlves seen at Cohaa brook be still believed they 
were carried there. Ex-Gov. Smyth Indorsed Mr. Kidder’s remarks 
about the Massachusetts sinners and said the most Important 
work to be done now Is to secure an enforcement of the law 
below Lawrence dam. Flah are plentler and cheaper In London, 
In France, and even In Egypt, than In Manchester, and yet the 
Merrimack river la the beat one for the propagation of fish on 
God’s footstool. 

The present members of the League may not live to see It, but 
the day will come when all that has been hoped for by Its mem- 
beta will be accomplished. 

George C. Gilmore remarked In reply to Mr. Kidder that he 
waa certain be saw a shad at the foot of Amoakeag Falla last 
Summer, and at the same time tour large salmon. He waa glad 
to state this because he knew there were many persons who ere 
ekeptlcel In regard to a tingle salmon’s ever having come up the 
river. 

Governor Preeeotl then delivered the followlngeddreer,for which 
aa alao tor the report of the proceedings we ere Indebted to the 
Mancbeeter Mirror.

I consider It ee undeserved honor end rnmpllmrnt to here rm-elved 
an Invlutloe 10 deliver tbs eooeel addreM before yoor association I 
ka» ta the past declined, partly fro® the preaeere or other dntlea, and 
partly from tbs ftn-t that I did not consider myeelf qualified to lute reel 
or Instruct aa association of gentlemen who mast possess far greater 
knowledge than I on sock matter* as hy right ought to be dleeneeed 
here, eaqjeeta which shoe Id glv* strength end solidity to yoor organise 
lion. I admit at the on test that I have not given diligent and long-con- 
tinned etady to the anhject of fish end game, which has within the 
past fbw yenie attracted so mnrh attention, noi only In onr own stele. 


but throughout the United States, hat I have given the question enme 

attention,Tor I have always bed so Interest to see the results which 
have already been shown. Here sod now I will not let thle occasion 
pass without thanking those who have thus honored me, sad hope In 
what I may eay this afternoon, crude and ondlgeeted as It may be, to In¬ 
crease the Interest already existing In the stale In the subject In which 
your association was organized to promote and advance. 1 appre¬ 
ciate the opportunity to sneak for the first time in this metropolis of 
onr state, bat I step hesitatingly upon the platform on whlca have 
stood oar most brilliant orators and gifted public instructors, to 
whose eloquence and learning yon have profitably listened. 

1 need not eay that I am an ardent admirer of my native state, for 
that la well known; and whatever Is done to Increase her prominence 
or to enlarge her loflm nee la a source of satisfaction to me, and a 
gratification to my stale prldor- Oar history is rich in the noble daring 
and heroism of oar people from the time they settled along oar seacoast, 
and upon the banka of the Placalaaua In lfife, to tba present moment; 
and in no Instance, in the development and growth of this great 
republic, bare they at home or abroad failed to vlndldate her honor, or 
proved false to the state that reared them. Go wher.* you m*y In onr 
broad domain, yon will find New Hampshire men and women leading 
citizens, taking active part in all basinets entetpnsee, establishing 
schools and filling them with onr young men and women os Instruct¬ 
ors, organizing churches and Sabbsth schools, giving form and direc¬ 
tion to every movement calculated to expand the Intellect and 
strengthen the morals of the people, so clear are they that the success 
of onr government depends entirely upon the intelligence 
and morality of the people, and that a republic can only live 
which is founded In the hearts of those who exerclee the powers 
of its administration. Full credit haa never yet been given to onr men 
and women who have become citizens of other states. I cannot believe 
It can be attributed to jealousy, but rather to carclesau as. How fre- 
qadutly we see In the public prints which uote the deaths of prominent 
persons with more than the ordinary announcement, the i rest number 
who were born and educated In New Hampshire. I allude to this only to 
substantiate what I have already said In reference to the enterprise of 
onr sons and daughters who early go away for want of a proper field of 
expansion here. We deprecate the loss of such, but their presence In 
communities, rapidly increased by foreign Immigrants, Is of Inestima¬ 
ble value In regulating society and bonding up neighborhoods that 
will be patriotic, frugal, industrious and well ordered. I do not claim 
all for New Hampshire, but I do claim our fall share, and the facts will 
bear me out In the assertion, that the natives of our state, born and 
educated among our hills and valleys, are always found In the front 
ranks wherever they go, taking conspicuous positions, with brood and 
liberal views on all questions that affect the welfare of onr common 
country. We cannot and we will not yield this which by right belongs 
to ns. Oar boys and girls, educated to work, taught to honor and not to 
despise honorable occupation, that Industry Is preferable to Idleness, 
that a fortune earned Is more valuable than one Inherited, become the 
best and most trusted citizens, particularly in a democratic government 
which Is secure only In the sober judgment and intelligence of the com¬ 
mon people. Where equal power le given to every citizen, with an un¬ 
restricted ballot, we tec the absolute necessity of the broadest dissemi¬ 
nation of useful and practical knowledge, and we should not allow, 
under any circumstances, onr youth to grow up In Ignorance or Idleness 
when we offer such opportunities for the cultivation of their intellects. 

In my anuaal messages to the legislatures of 1877 and 1878,1 called 
the attention of those nodtee to the importance of fish-cnlturc os a state 
enterprise worthy of their consideration. My convictions w. re strong 
that we should encourage it by systematic, careful legislation, with an 
economical and proper expenditure of the public funds; and, after due 
Investigation and examination, my folth grows stronger and stronger 
that the Importance I then Attached to the work was not oversell 
mated. 

Good judgment should he exercised In the selection and distribution 
offish. The quality aud situation of the water should be studied In¬ 
telligently. The beds of our lakes and ponds should be folly examined 
and Investigated, and their adaptability considered, before the labor 
and expense of Introducing fish are commenced; for, unlike many other 
kinds of enterprises, steps here cannot be retraced. The same judg¬ 
ment shonld be nsed os Is seen among prudent farmers in the selection 
of pastures for different kinds of animals. All kinds of fish may live, 
ana eke • ut a poor existence in almost anv water; but the question to 
be determined, so far as practicable Is, Will they increase and thrive 
where placed? Great care should be taken not to put fish together 
which prey npon each other, or to fill one pond with a variety ill-suited 
to it, when another variety would thrive better As before said, we 
cannot ebauge the stock, for they are oat of our reach. All such ques¬ 
tions have, no doubt, been carefully considered by the commissioners 
and the gentlemen who have, in past years, bad this Important matter 
In charge. 

I willnot attempt to be exact In dates, as the whole history of the 
enterprise In fish culture in this stale, and I may say in the whole 
country, Is within the limit of the past twenty years, and within the 
memory of ns all. 

I well remember the zeal and enthusiasm of that distinguished 
lawyer learned ami upright judge and accomplished gentleman, the 
Hon. Heury A. Bellows" when he was first agitating this subject and 
using bis influence »u Massachusetts before a committee of its legisla¬ 
ture to cause a flsh-way to be constructed over the dam at Lawrence, In 
order that the salmon and other migratory fish wnlch formerly were 
found In abuudancc in the Merrimack river could again find a passage 
over the then Insurmountable barrier He was unremitting In his 
efforts, and bis high standing and Ills Intelligent views of the subject 
gave him audience before any body of men. My conversations with 
him were frequent and profitable to me, and I soon learned that he at¬ 
tached great importance to the enterprise, and confidently believed 
that the time was oot far off when wc shonld again see this, our great 
central river, abounding in a reasonable supply of delicious and palata¬ 
ble fish. The Interest thou exhibited on tne part of a few earnest men 
is still fresh In my mind, and J only regret that all of them could not 
have lived to see the successful work that has been accomplished In so 
short a time. 

Ou July 111, 19M, the following preamble and resolution were approved 
by Gov. Gilmore. They were drafted, no doubt, by Judge Bellows, 
who was then upon the bench: 

“ Wubrkas, The rivers and lakes of this state were wont formerly to 
furnish an Inexhaustible supply of salmon, shad and other migratory 
fish which have now entirely disappeared from onr waters; and 
Whkrkab, There is nothing to prevent the retnrn of such fish but the 
want of suitable fish w ays over tne dams across the Connecticut, Mer¬ 
rimack, Saco and other rivers, and In such numbers as to contribute 
very largely to the supply of wholesome and agreeable food for the 
inhabitants of this state; therefore 
Resolred, >tc.. That the attention of the states of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Maine be invited to this subject, that they be eames ly 
requested to take early measures to cause such fish-ways to be con¬ 
structed, either by requiring It to be done hy the proprietors of the 
dame which canse such obstructions, or by the exercise of the right of 
eminent domain, as due alike to the relations of comity bet* een those 
stales and our own, to the obligations of International law, and to the 
Interests of those states themselves.'’ 

The governor was requested In this resolution to forward the same to 
the above-named states, with a request to have It laid before their re¬ 
spective legislatures. 

The above Is our first legislative action toward systematic work. 

On the 80th of June, 18M. Governor Smyth approved the following 
resolutions, which shews the Interest felt in the subject:- 
" Jttiolreil , etc, That hts Excellency the Governor, by and with the 
advice of the Council, be authorized to appoint two commissioners to 
consider the subject of the restoration or sea fish to our waters, and the 
Introduction of new varieties of fresh water flsb, and to make a report 
of such facts aud suggestions as may be material, to the next session 
of the legislators, ana also to the governor If they judge an earlier 
report to he expedient, and that such commissioners communicate with 
commlsaloners that aie or may be appointed by the State* of Massa 
cbnsells, Vermont and Connecticut upon the subject of restoration of 
sea fish, and that his Excellency the Governor be request*! to foruleh 
the governors of thoe«* state# with a copy of this rviofuttoti. 

Resolved, That such commissioners be authorized to Introduce Into 
inch of our waters as they may deem beet suited therefor, the spawn 
of the black baas, hnd-lockerf salmon, and other varieties, If tbevdeem 
it Is expedient, provided the expense does not exceed the earn of $100." 

On the same day another resolution was approved, which was as fol¬ 
lows: “ That the attention of the State of Connecticut be respectfully 
Invited to the subject of the Improvident destruction of the shad In 
the Connecticut river, and eapectally near It* mouth, by means of gill 
nets and otherwise, and that the state he urgently requested, as a mat¬ 
ter of comity batween slater states, to so regulate the fishing In thst 
river as to allow the free and unobstructed passage of all kinds of aea 
flah Into it, daring such portion of the time aa will be sufficient to 
■lock the upper watart of that river and Its tributaries, with a reason 
ble supply or such Ash. 

Remofped, That his Excellency the Governor be requested to transmit 
to the Governor of the State of Connecticut, and also of the elates of 
Massachusetts end Vermont, copies of thee* resolutions, with reqnest 
that they be laid before their respective legislatures M 
The State of Connecticut has never passed a law allowing the free 
passage of flah Into the Connecticut river, and onr state and the state 
of Massachusetts have oever attempted to stock the river with salmon, 
for, without ffroper protection, the effort would prove fruitless, and tha 
labor thrown away. 

On the 7th of July, 1888, Governor Smyth approved the following res¬ 
olution: “That hfs Excellency, the Governor, by and with the advice 
of the oouncll, be authorized to appoint two com mlsaloners to consider 
the subject of the restoration of sea flah to onr waters, and the tnlrodnc 
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tloo of new vsrioliss of froobwstor flab; to consider and act upon any 
plan or plans for flab-ways In Masaachaaetu, submitted to them for 
approval by the com mi-•loners of that state: to Inquire Into and ascer¬ 
tain ttie beat mode of constructing flab- ways in onr own a lata, and to 
make public the results; to take measures to aloe* with soluble sea 
flab tb • headwaters of the Connecticut. PlacaUqua and Merrimack 
rivers and tbelr tributaries In ibis sUte; to Introduce such varieties of 
fresh water flsb into all our waters that cannot olherwlae be provided 
for, as such commissioners may deem expedient, and generally to take 
suitable measures to promote the objects of this resolution. 

Re$ol**d, That a sum of mouey uot exceeding three thousand dollars 
be, and the same Is hereby appropriated to defray the expenses that 
may be Incurred In performing the duties contemplated lu the fore¬ 
going resolution, Including the expenses already Incurred by the co u- 
mlssToners ol the last year appointed under a resolution upon the same 
subject, and that the Governor be authorised irom time to time to draw 
upon the treasury for so much and no more of aald sum aa tbs occasion, 
In bis judgment, may require." 

Thoa we see the early steps that were taken In this matter I will 
not recite the appointment of commissioners, the reports made by 
them of tbelr work to the legislatures, of the subsequent legislation to 
the pre-eut lima, for It is within the reach of every one. J udge Bellows 
was appointed on the first board of commissioners, and associated with 
him was Captain Wlnborn A. Sauborn, then and now of Gilford. Tbelr 
first report wss to the legislature of 19M. Since then there has been 
rapid and successful progress, und the stale has commenced to reap the 
fruit of Us labors. 

I well remember, as though bnl yesterday, still U was back In the 
Winter and Spring of 1M6 and 1807,when Dr.william W. Fletcher, after¬ 
wards and for considerable time a commissioner, but then in the 
employ of the board, had fouud a good soring of water, and near It In 
a wooden box a few (cotta length aud quite narrow.with three compart¬ 
ments, bad placed upon the sandy bottom about 3,000 salmon eggs from a 
quantity the commissioners bad obtained. The larger number were 
placed, It may be, at Meredith and Charlestown, some of which hatched 
and were turned into the Pemlgewasaet in Woodstock, In the Summer 
of 1847. The spring to which 1 allude was at the foot of the bluff, east of 
Concord, near the “ tree bridge road" leading to Loudon. Dr. Fletcher 
waa very constant In his aitcudance upon, and examination of, these 
eggs while they were hatching. Ue picked out those which were not 
Impregnated, so that they might not injure those that were, by the 
creation of fungus, and also removed the crippled fish as soou as they 
appeared after batching. In order that they might not Interfere with the 
growth of those which were perfectly developed. 

I frequently accompanied him to this place of small beginnings, 
until the young salmon had grown >i fllclently large to place In the 
river, and i.me fow were retained until they were two and oqe-bslt 
Inches In lengiu. Ills trough had a heavy cover locked with one or two 
padlocks to keep the boys out, or anythlnjg else which might disturb 
the eggs. 1 have thought, but It may be the result of later hatching, 
that the large salmon which In 1878 aud 1879 were caught at Plymouth, 
and secured In the pound or receiving pond there, were the same salmon 
hatched In this rude trough, In Concord, aud in the establishment of 
Robinson & Hoyt at Meredith. But that is Immaterial. All great and 
Boccessfhl enterprises have small beginnings, still it la gratifying to 
see such satisfactory results in so short a time, both in the Introduction 
of migratory flsh, and also the other varieties in our inland waters. 
The advance has been rapid. Thu States of Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire have worked In harmony together from the commencement 
of this Important slate enterprise. Massachusetts, through her board 
of Intelligent and accompllsued commissioners, has done grcal work in 
stocking Ua waters with many varieties of choice flsh It became neces¬ 
sary for both states. In order to hasten the desired results, to have more 
spacious accommodations, with facilities adequate to the work to be 
done. A place with an abundant supply of pure water was indispensa¬ 
ble. The commissioners of both slates fortunately found what they 
deemed a proper place, aud which has proved to be such, near Liver¬ 
more Falls to Plymouth, and there, with an appropriation Id 
equal amounts from the treasuries of both states, the pres¬ 
ent model hatching establishment was erectev. with all Its 
conveniences foi the prosecutiou of the great work. The commission 
ers of both states secure the eggs of the salmon, and trout In the differ¬ 
ent varieties, from the Culled state* Commission on Fisheries, from 
their ownsoarcos of supply, and such other places as they can obtain 
them, by gift or by purchase, and here successfully hatch*them In 
countless oombers, aher they have been artificially fecundated. When 
ready to leave they are safely transported to such localities as have 
been selected for their reception in both slates. One of our own com¬ 
missioners has been selected, and Is jointly supported to give his whole 
time to the management of this establishment during the entire year. 
From my own observation I judge hiiu to be csrctal and painstaking, 
exhibiting In his labors an intelligent understanding of the work under 
his supervision. The gratlfylqgresults sufficiently establish hla watch¬ 
fulness and constant attention.. A receiving pon d of many square rods 
In size, for the reception of salmon, as they may be caacht when 
ascending the river, has been excavated In the Immediate locality of the 
hatching-house, with an abundant anpply of *ster from the springs, 
and through an Iron pipe fromihe Peuiigowassel river. In 187H, before 
the new flab-way at tne Atnoskeag f ills in Manchester was constructed, 
three salmon were successfully taken and kept In this pound during the 
Mummer. Last year more than twenty were secured and Summered Id the 
same pound,aua they flourished well In their confinement. After securing 
the spawn from the females, and the sperm from the males, they 
were ittrued again Into the river to find their way back to the ocean. 1 
will not here trespass upon yonr time In reciting the work of the com¬ 
missioners during the past year In detail, for up to May, 1879, the time 
wbeo the operations ol hatching and dls ributiog had been completed, 
a fill and Interesting account is given lu their annual report to the 
legislature. Since May and up to the present time I will say a word. 
On tho 15th of last month 1 visited onr hatching establishment at 
Plymouth. 1 gave no notification of my proposed visit, and did not 
And Mr. Powers, the commissioner, in charge, at he was absent for tbs 
day; but S. B. Hodge. Esq , of Plymouth, a member of thla league and 
a genii' man heartily Interested in, aud thoroughly acquainted with, 
this subject in ail Its detail, politely accompanied me to the establish- 
ineuL and tally explained and Intelligently answer d all questions 
which occurred to me to ask. Last Fall lOO.OUOegg were secured from 
the salmon which were capture-i In tbelr passage up the river In the 
Sommer, and Impregnated with the sperm taken from the males, also 
captured aud Impounded at the same time. Both males and females, 
after they were stripped,were pnt back into the river. These eggs.afler 
they ware artificially Impregnated, were placed In the hatching trough, 
ana the best judgment is, that not two per cent, of the whole amount 
were lost from all causes combined. These eggs have all hatched, and 
the young sultnon are in a vigorous, healthy condition, and an Interest¬ 
ing family to see. There are also 45.000 Penobscot salmon In an equally 
thrifty condition, 71,000 land locked salmon In the same state of ad¬ 
vancement, and presenting almost a like appearance to the 
larger salmon. From our breeders of the common brook 
trout 100,000 eggs were taken last Fall and Impregnated 
in like manner as the ealrooo, and they have low, with 
slight percent, loss, hatched and are literally awarmtng In the troughs. 
Here, then, are 875,000 fish in those three varieties to bo deposited In 
May and June In the waters In our own state and In Massachusetts. 
Our building has capacity for more than 1,000,000, and 1 hope another 
year, by the united efforts of both states, to see as many flsh batched as 
can be done In this hullding, for the time and money now spent will 
soon be realized In tho early appearance of the trout all over the state. 
The sooner the people see and realize the results the better. The en- 
terpr.se shoald not Tag or be half done, and the commissioners should 
not be compelled to work at a rate of compensation too meager for 
their support. The resalts thus far have been marvelous, and should 
be continued willingly and unhesitatingly by the people. 

Tbs labors of the commissioners should be seconded and supported 
by the people, for It la useless lo spend time and money to stock onr 
waters with choice flsh and then permit the wanton and Indiscriminate 
catching In and out of season. The laws bearing upon this subject 
should be as rigidly and Impartially enforced as any others; and the 
people, In order to reap the benefits designed by the enterprise, mast 
Interest themselves In the protection, otherwise failure will follow.

Kditoe Chicago Field: —Haring lately had my attention 
called to the Chigaoo Field trial of shot guna, 'fcartteularty la re¬ 
ference to the use of “large shot,” In which we hare always been 
told that the smeU hors gum had no show in comparison of either 
pattern or penetration with the large bores at limg dlrieesss; I 
can only say that I am somewhat surprised to find that the small 
gauges of 12 and 16 seem positively lo hare pushed the large 
gauge 10 to the wall, In thla trial, unless I fall to understand the 
report. Without further comment I will gtm a few tablet which 
I hare carefully copied from the Chicago Field report, which 
telle Its own story.

In the “ penetration ”—the 16 gauge beat* the big 10 gauge 
In the aggregate of If pellets at the long distance of 60 yards, 
and that too utth 1{ drums leu ponder in the charge/ The 19 
gauge went behind only 4 cards In the three trials or shots, 
averaging 1{ card less than gange 10, with one dram lets ponder 
per charge. The 20 gauge went short 24 cards only In the three 
shot* of each else of shot at 60 yard* distance, or an average of 
{ of a card, short at each trial, which la splendid when we com¬ 
pare the charge ot powder used of 2{ drame against 4{ drums In 
the large 10 bore. 

I read with much Interest the review of the gnn trial by yonr 
correspondent Curlew, under the head of “A Word for the 
Small Bore.,’’ lo your Issue of November 93d, last, and I think 
that he established the fact fairly and clearly, that even at long 
distances of 00 and 80 yarde, that the 19 and 16 ganges showed 
aa good average penetration at did gange 10; especially so, when 
we pnt Into the account the extra quantity ot powder used In the 
latter gun. 

Should It be stated for the benefit of the 10 gange that the 
falling behind In so many cases named, was In consequence of 
the coarse powder No. 2 being need with thla gun, while the 
smaller gauges used No. 1 powder, I would reply, 11 that w* 
find one Instance where the No. 3 powder was need with the 
smaller gauge gun, and that was gauge 18, with No. 8 shot at 
60 yards distance, and at this time the big 10 gange only came 
In ahead {th of a card in penetraUo n.” 

This, therefore, cannot I think be the true reason, especially 
aa lo this case the large gm had one dram or 98 per cent, more 
of the same size powder. In order to give a fair statement of 
the merits due to each gauge, I will give a copy taken from the 
Chicago Tiild trial of the

The above table I think pnt* the whole matter at rest, for 
there we have a “ fair trial aide by side ” with gnn* of different 
gaoges—and with exactly the tame grain of powder used la 
each, with quite a percentage of extra powder given for the bene¬ 
fit of the large gange 10. 

We find as the result of the trial the following: Gauge 10, 
using No. 1 powder la beaten by the 18 gauge—and only ahead 
of gauge 10 In this size, 49-100 of a card. Gange 10, using No. 
9 powder, Is beaten by both the 19 and 16 gange*. Gange 10, 
using No. 8 powder, la beaten by both 19 and 16 ganges decidedly. 

It would seem, therefore, from all the evidence obtained from 
the gun Mai, that we mnst allow that the balance of the testi¬ 
mony I* sufficient to establish the right at least of putting gauge* 
19 sod 16 on e line mm with the laig* bora 10 gauge gun; espe¬ 
cially In the matter ot "penetration.” Even In the amount ot 
“ pattern,” with extra quantity of shot used In the large gun, 
the balance In Its favor la too small to give It the high position 
compared with some of the smaller gauges, la which It was 
formerly bald by the majority of the sportsmen ot this country. 
I want here to give a few more figure* which should have gone In 
with the other tables In this article—and say a word also In 
reference to Ibe performance of the largest gang* gun that was 
need at the trial, the • bore. This gun made a wonderful "pat¬ 
tern,” but was the penetration as good aa should be expected 
for the large amount of powder and shot used la the charge I 
vnn ot mrraiasT sums or .HOT—no tabs*.

The association have already ordered a number of bushels of 
wild rice seed, which they propose to sow In the waters and 
marshy ground upon the prenerve. There Is n running stream 
passing through the grounds, which at time* overflows Its banks 
and fills the lake* and oovera the marshes with water. The 
■lream and lakes abound with black bass, pike, percb, and other 
flab, and the association propose to stock these waters thla sea¬ 
son with carp. Thla move on the part of the sportsmen of Coun¬ 
cil Blnfls, I think Is one In the right direction, and If made a 
success will be the meant of affording them sport and pleasure 
which oonld be obtained In no other way at so small an ontlay.

The Ojitori I to Ways and Meant of Living. 

Very few of the thousand* who da; after da; regale them¬ 
selves on oar moot delicious Ural Tee hare an; Idea of the struct¬ 
ure or habits of that molluak (some details respecting these 
points me; therefore be welcomed). Dr. Brooks, the talented 
chief of the morphological section of the biological department of 
the "Johns Hopkins University,” has Just published an excellent 
monograph on the “ Development of the American o;ster <Oilrta 
virginka)'' and as an introduction to It, has given a popular ac¬ 
count of the organisation of the adult. From this we extract the 
following particulars, which can be verified b; an; person with 
the aid of a magutf;log glass and a little care In dissection. 

"The thorough stud; of the anatom; of the adult oyster,” 
says Dr. Brooks, " Is rather difficult, but there Is no difficult; In 
galnlDg all the knowledge which Is needed for procuring and 
fertilising the eggs. It Is hard); possible to write a descrip¬ 
tion without using a few technical terms, such as anterior snd 
posterior, dorsal and ventral. As the end of the bod; where the 
mouth Is placed Is not marked b; a bead, It must be spoken of 
as the anterior aid, not as the head, and the opposite end as the 
posterior. As the oyster lies on one side, the top and bottom of 
Its bod; do not correspond to the regions which occupy these 
positions In an upright mussel or clam, and It 
is most convenient to speak of that part of 
the oyster's bod; which answers to the upper 
surface of a clam as dorsal, and the opposite 
as ventral. 

“ The general structure ofj an* oyster may 
be roughly represented by a long, narrow 
memorandum book, with the back at one of 
the narrow ends Instead of at one of the long 
ones. The covers of such a book represent 
the two shells of the oyster, and the back rep¬ 
resents the hinge, or the area where the two 
valves of the shell are fastened together b; 
the hinge ligament. This ligament Is an elas¬ 
tic, dark brown structure, which Is placed In 
such a relation to the valves of the shell that 
It tends to throw their free ends a little apart. 

In order to understand Its manner of work- 
tog, open the memorandum book and place 
between Its leaves, close to the back, a small 
piece of rubber to represent tbe ligament. If 
the free ends or the cover are pulled together 
the rubber will be compressed and will throw 
the covers apart as soon as they are loosened. 

The ligament of the oyster-shell tends b; Its 
elasticity to keep tbe shell open at all times, 
and while the oyster is lying undisturbed upon 
tbe bottom, or when Its muscle Is cut, or 
when the animal Is dying or dead, tbe edges 
of the shell are separated a little. 

" The shell la lined by a thin membrane, 
the mantle, which folds down on each side, 
and may be compared to the leaf next the 
cover on each side of the book. Tbe -next 
two leaves of each side roughly represent tbe 
four gills, tbe so-called “ beard ” of the oyster, 
which hang down like leaves Into the space 
Inside the two lobes of the mantle. The re¬ 
maining leaves may be compared to the body .__ 

or visceral mast of the oyster. 

"Although tbe oyster lies upon the bottom, 
with one shell above and one below, the shdls 
are oot upon the top and bottom of the body, 
but upon the right snd the left sides. The 
two shells are symmetrical In the young 
oyster, but after It becomes attached the 
lower or attached side grows faster than tbe 
other, and becomes deep and spoon-shaped, 
while the free valve remains nearly flat. In 
nearly eve'y case, the lower or deep valve Is 
tbe left As the binge marks the anterior 
end of the body, an oyster which Is held on 
edge with the binge away from the observer 
and the flat valve on tbe right side, will be 
placed with Its dorsal surface uppermost Its 
ventral surface below, Its anterior end away 
from tbe observer, and its posterior end 
toward him, and Its right and left sides on hla 
right and left hands respectively. 

"In order to examine the soft parts, the 
oyster should be opened by gently working a 
thin, flat knife blade under tbe posterior end 
of the right valve of tbe shell, and pushing 
the blade forward until It strikes and cuts the 
strong abductor muscle, which passes from 
one shell to another and pulls them together. 

As soon as this muscle Is cut tbe valves sep¬ 
arate a little, and tbe right valve may be 
raised up and broken off from tbe left, thus 
exposing the right side of the body. The ^ 

surface of tbe body to covered by the mantle, * 

a thin membrane which Is attached to the 
body over a great part of Its surface, but 
bangs free like a curtain around nearly tbe 
whole circumference. By raising Its edge, or gently tearing the 
whole right half away from tbe body, the gills will be exposed. 
These are four parallel plates which occupy the ventral half of 
the mantle cavity, and extend from the posterior nearly to tbe 
anterior end of the body. Tbelr ventral edges are free, bnt their 
dorsal edges are united to each other, to the mantle and to the 
body. Tbe spaoe above or dorsal to the posterior ends of

called heart,' For some time I was at a loss to know how the 
muscle came to be called the heart, but a friend told me that be 
had always supposed that this was tbe heart, since the oyster 
dies when It Is Injured. Tbe supposed * death * la simply tbe

“ Tl>« visceral mass to prolonged backward over the pericardium 
and tbe adductor muscles, and here contains the rectum sur¬ 
rounded by prolongations of the white reproductive organs. Still 
farther back, on the middle of the posterior face of the edductor 
muecle, to the anus, a long vertical allt, opening Into the apace 
between tbe lobes of the mantle and above tbe posterior ends of 
tbs gills. 

"In front of the gills, that to between them and the binge, 
there are four fleshy flaps—the lips— two on each aide of the 
body. They ere much like the gills In appearance, and they are 
connected with each other by two ridges which run across tbe 
middle of the body dose to the anterior end, and between these 
folds to the Urge oval mouth, which to thus seen to be situated, 
not at the open eud of tbe shell, but as far away from It as pos¬ 
sible.

swinging beck and forth, with a motion something like that of 
an oar In rowing. The motion to quick end strong In one direc¬ 
tion, and alower In the other. As all the cilia of a row awing to¬ 
gether, they act like a line of oars, only they are fastened to the 
gill, and as this to Immovable, they do not move forward through 
tbe water, but produce a current of water In the opposite direc¬ 
tion This action Is not directed by the animal, for It can be ob¬ 
served for hours In a fragment out out of the gill, and If such a 
fragment be supplied with fresh aea water, tbe motion w ill con¬ 
tinue until It begins to decay. While tbe oyster lies undisturbed 
on tbe bottom, »Ith lu muscle relaxed and Its shell open, tbe 
tea water to draws oa to the gills by tbe action of the cilia, for 
although each dllum to too small to be seen without a micro 
scope, they cover the gllto In such great numbers that their 
united action produce* quite a vigorous stream of water, which 
to drawn through the shell and to then forced through very small 
opening* on tbe surfaces of tbe gllto teto tbe teller tube,, Inside 
tbe gills, and through these tubes Into the mantle cavity, and ao 
ont of the shell egsln.

Ordinary sea 
water eontalne an abundance of Ibis sort of food, which to drawn 
Into the (till with the water, hot as the water ttrains through thr 
porta Into tha water tubas, the food particles are caught on tha 
surface of the gills bv a layer of adhesive allroe which oovera all 
the soft part* of tha body. As soon aa they are entangled tbe 
«Ufa atrfke against them in such a way aa to roll or elide them 


r along tbe goto toward the month. When they reach the anterior 
, end* of the gill* they are pushed off and fall between the lips, 
- and these again are covered with cilia, which carry tbe particles 
i forward until they slide Into tbe mouth, which to always wide 
, open aud dilated, ao aa to draw the food through the maophagu* 
■ Into the stomach. Whenever the shell to open these dlla are In 
acUon, and a* long aa the oyster to breathing a current of food to 
i sliding Into Its mouth.

P v* C * d 1 * h * Uow <U*h of see water, careful observation 
f will show that m soon u tbe colored pertlclet touch tbe gill* 
they begin to tilde along with a motion which to quite unl- 
form, but not much faster than that of tbe mloute baud of a 
watch. 

"This slow, steady, gliding motion, without any visible cause. 
Is a very striking sight, and with a little care tbe partldee may 
be followed up to and Into tbe mouth. 

“ In order to trace the course of the digestive organs, the vis¬ 
ceral mass may be split with a sharp knife or reaor. If tbe split 
to pretty near the middle of the body, each half will show sec¬ 
tions of tbs short, folded (esophagus, running upward from the' 
mouth, and the Irregular stomach, with thick semi-transparent 
walls, surrounded by the compsct, dark greenish liver. Back of 
the liver and stomach the convoluted Intestine will be seen, cut 
Irregularly at several points by the section. 

“ The colto of the Intestine ere Imbedded In 
a light-colored mass of tissue—tbe reproduc¬ 
tive organ—which forme the greater part of 
tbe visceral mass. The reproductive organ 
varies greatly according to the season, and 
forma most of what 1s known as tbe ‘ fat ’ of 
the oyster. 

" There are no accessory organs of repro¬ 
duction, and tbe position, form and general 
appearance of tbe reproductive ore an la the 
same In both sexes. There Is no character¬ 
istic by which a male oyster can be distin¬ 
guished from a female without microscopic 
examination. As tbe reproductive organ has 
an opening on each side of tbe body. It to 
usually spoken of as double, but In the adult 
oyster It forms one continuous mass, with no 
trace of a division Into halves, and extends 
entirely serose tbe body and into all the bends 
snd folds of tbe digestive tract. 

“ As my observations only extend over one 
Summer, I cannot make any general state¬ 
ments as to tbe breeding season, except that 
tbe oysters In shallow water spawn drat, and 
those In deeper water later, as tbe water be¬ 
comes warmer. Nearly all the oysters In 
shallow water spawn at about the same time, 
but there Is more difference lu the oy.ters 
taken from tbe same bed in deep water. 
Oysters In from one to six feet of water in tbe 
vicinity of Crisfleld, probably spawn between 
tbe middle and end of May, but oysters with 
ripe eggs were found In water from flve to 
six fathoms deep from tbe 1st to the 80th 
of July, although most of them spawn late 
In Jane.

• The Klnglo and the Tong-Tglng Yo. 

Tbe klnglo, one of tbe moat beautiful varie¬ 
ties of the golden carp probably ever bred, 
was Imported from Japan by Mr. GUI, of Bal¬ 
timore, a few years ago. After much persua¬ 
sion and an offer of $500, one of the most 
beautiful of the few that reached this country 
alive was secured for tbe aquarium. 

Too much can hardly be said of tbe won¬ 
derful beauty and grace of thl> fleh. Its 
sides were resplendent with delicate pearly 
and golden tint*, which, as It moved through 
tbe water with great dignity, are constantly 
changed In degrees of color under the various 
angles of light. It Is said that this single 
specimen yielded to the establishment not 
less than $3,000 profit. Had It been fed on 
vegetable food Instead of animal (raw liver) 
it might still be alive. The caudal aud anal 
flns of this fish were united, and were of a 
pearly white color and of a delicate texture, 
which, as tbe klnglo passed through the 
water, floated gracefully behind the flab as If 
composed of some delicate fabric. Several 
attempts have been made to establish this 
variety In this country, but all tbe specimens 
I bave seen thus fsr seem to have gone back 
to tbe original starting point, which un¬ 
doubtedly Is the golden carp, or our common 
gold flsh. 

Tbe tong-tslng-yo, or telescople-eyed flsh 
(also known as the dragon-eyed flsb), to a 
native of China. A few specimens of It 
were Imported to this country a few years 
ago. This, like the klnglo, to undoubtedly 
another monstrosity of tbe golden carp, and 
a very remarkable one, wblcb has been established by continuous 
selection by the Chinese with the wonderful art they display lu

Esthetic Trout ia|lli(. 

The rut superiority of American fishing Ucklc 1* a matter 
about which there bee been no dispute for yean. It le only la 
hooka, la the manufacture of which England still holds the palm, 
and In basket-creels, wherein France excels, that we are behind. 
English rod, reel, and line makers withdrew their sgents from 
this oountry yeers ago, and we hare long been furnishing these 
articles to the aethetic engine of the world. Bat no practical 
trout fisherman of middle age needs to be reminded of the rest 
and rapid strides that hare been made by the skilled mechanics 
In this department of Industry In this country. To most persons 
familiar with the delicate split-bam boo rod, the tapered water¬ 
proof silk line, the weightless and exquisitely-balanced rubber 
reel, the line-span leader, and the reyersed-wlng fly of American 
tackle-shops, these teem well-nigh Incapable of further Improve¬ 
ment, and anything In that nature will be accepted as a revela¬ 
tion. There Is a gentleman In this city, a veteran fly-flaberman, 
whose superior success has passed Into a proverb, and who, aside 
from this, Is widely known to followers of the gentle art as an 
authority upon any question relating to angling. Hs Is too 
modest to have his name published, but as It becomes necessary 
to refer to him as the Inventor of the now universally used full- 
length fly-books, whose simple little “dip ” of tin hss been pro¬ 
ductive of such Incalculable comfort to Impatient anglers, It will 
not be difficult to guess at his Identity. He Is a man of wealth 
and leisure, with an absorbing passion for angling, and a natural 
mechanical and Inventive genius. These, and an experience both 
here and abroad probably greater than that of any other man In 
the community, he has devoted during a long llfe-tlme to the 
Improvement of fishing Implements, with such results ss aston¬ 
ished and delighted the writer. He cheerfully consented to 
permit the public, through The Tima, to share In the benefits of 
bis numerous Improvements, upon none of which he has ever 
dreamed of taking out a patent. He laughingly expressed a 
doubt, however, as to the utility of the publication, asserting that 
his experience had been that the general run of anglers are so full 
of the conceit of their art that they cannot oonceive It possible 
for any one to teach them anything. "They say,” be added, 
“ that tbey scarcely ever miss a flab, which la not true, but they 
believe It all the same. The great trouble Is that most men have 
not the ttmebr patience to bother with little details which are 
yearly becoming more necessary to success, as the American 
trout grow warier with experience, and the tackle-makers-do not 
find It profitable to Introduce Improvements which the public do 
not demand.” 

“In the first place, he continued, “spilt bamboo Is not the 
proper material for a trout-rod. When made light enough for 
nae It has too much spring, and, when sufficiently stiff, it Is too 
heavy to handle all day. I have ransacked the entire world, and 
have carefully tested nearly every sort of wood that grows, for 
elasticity, which Is the first requirement of a good rod, and I 
found but one that, no matter bow bent, or bow long kept so, 
would Invariably straighten again. That la red cedar.” So sav¬ 
ing, he drew from Its case a beautifully proportioned rod, the 
two lower joints of which were made out of this wood, with 
narrow perpendicular Insertions of split bamboo, and the tip 
entirely of bamboo, and, putting It together, placed It In the 
writer’s hand. The effect was convincingly corroborative. The 
rod was twelve feet long, and weighed six and one-half ounces. 
Its spring was tempered with just that amount of stiffness which 
revealed the hitherto undiscovered something that had always 
seemed lacking In a fine split-bamboo rod of the same length 
and weight. “ With this rod,” said the owner. “ It would prob¬ 
ably be Impossible to make so long a cast as with one of split 
bamboo, but what Is lost In that regard Is more than made up 
In accuracy, which no light spilt bamboo possesses. With a 
steady breese blowing, I can drop a fly Into a tumbler of water 
every time at a distance of sixty feet, and I have never yet seen 
the occasion when a longer cast was necessary. It is an advant¬ 
age of a split-bamboo rod that It Is almost impossible to break It, 
but an experienced angler should be ashamed to value such a 
consideration. With ordinary use, a cedar rod should last for 
many years. The Insertions of bamboo are to give it additional 
strength. They were fitted by a machine which I specially In¬ 
vented for the purpose.” “ In this connection,” he added, “ I 
will give you a valuable wrinkle. Whenever, hereafter, you get 
a rise, strike your split-bamboo rod downward This will throw 
the tip upward and your fish will be booked. Owing to the over¬ 
great spring of the wood, the tip Is Invariably thrown downward 
by the usual method of striking, and the result Is many a lost 
fish. Ton will find this Instruction difficult to follow at first, 
but It Is worth trying. With this cedar rod no such necessity 
arises.” The writer was shown another rod constructed of a 
wood used In Cuba for the same purposes that ash Is u ed for 
here, and known there as blue msjsgua (pronounced blue ma- 
hoa.) It Is light and extremely elastic, and the owner said that 
bs had found It superior to everything but red cedar. Atten¬ 
tion was next called 10 a simple device, by which the joints are 
so securely locked together that no amount of swinging of the 
rod can possibly shake them apart. Just under the rim of the 
top ferule, In the proper position, Is cut a small triangular slot. 
Bee Fig. 3. 

Nearly where the bottoa) ferules of the higher joint joins the 
wood, In a corresponding position Is Inserted a small pin, the 
head of which projects the least bit The Joints are put together 
In the ordinary way, the pin-head passing down a groove cut on 
the inside of the female ferule at the acute point of the triangu¬ 
lar slot A short twist then runs the pin-head downward and 
backward Into the widest part of the slot, where It fits exactly, 
and the locking Is complete. This does away with the necessity 
of extended male ferules and strengthens the rod correspondingly. 
An Improved method of fastening tbs reel to the rod was next 
shown. Upon the butt of the rod was fastened a plain oval plate 
of Herman silver having two low pins with broad heads perma¬ 
nently welded upon Its surface. At the lower end of the plate 
projected the head of a strong spring, long at the top and decreas¬ 
ing In stae by a series of stalr-Uke nicks toward the bottom oo^the 
side toward the plate. In the reel-plate were cut two slots cor¬ 
responding with the pins on the rod-plate. Each slot consisted 
of a bole large enough tor the Insertion of the pln-beed and 
another fitting the ptn-ehank. The following diagrams will give 
an Idea of the device:

The writer’s Informant next opened his fly-book and produced 
a number of exqulsltely-flne leaders of a beautiful “ mist-color.” 
He mentioned in parentheses that the best method of tinting 
gut known to him was to simply soak It in ink and water a suf¬ 
ficient length of time. A leader on being unwound was seen to 
be gradually tapered from top to bottom, each link used being 
finer than the one above it. The top one was quite coarse, and the 
bottom one extremely fine. This, the maker claimed, Is abso¬ 
lutely necessary tor making a perfectly-clean cast. “In trying 
my leaders,” he continued, “after crossing the ends, I place 
along with them a bit of very coarse gut, thus: as In Fig. I."

-while the ends In a single knot always stick out and catch, no 
matter bow closely clipped. I use loops at both ends of the 
leader. I tried tying on the stretcher-fly, but I found the bother 
too great In changing, aud gave it up. It makes the tackle finer, 
but when one Is at the side of a brook with a large trout In 
front which his cast will not tempt, and la In a hurry to try 
another set of files, his sentiments are that a degree of coarse¬ 
ness, If speed be Its consequence, Is not to be despised.” The 
writer having admiringly suggested that no further Improvement 
abort of a nine-foot silk-worm seemed possible, the gentleman 
added: “ I tried that too, and with considerable success. After 
many experiments I found that the gut would dissolve In acetate 
of copper, and that it was possible to weld the ends together, 
but tbe dissolution was so rapid that I could seldom time my 
movements with It, and more gut was spoiled than the process 
seemed to me to be worth.” 

Tbe fly-book, whose loner beauties were then unfolded, was of 
the ordinary “clip” sort, with a capacity for 100 dozen, and It 
was completely filled, each Individual fly being the handiwork of 
the owner. The only way of describing the exquisite perfection 
of their construction Is to express the Idea that the sight of them 
suggested. They looked as though tbe juice might be squeezed 
out of their bodies, and as though the slightest touch would 
brush the color from their wings. “ I do believe,” said their 
maker, In answer to a question, ‘ that tbe natural Insect should 
be Imitated as closely as possible, both In form and hues. Tbe 
trout and tbe grayling undoubtedly take the feathered hook for 
an Insect, and believe It to be food. With the black bass and the 
salmon It does not make so much difference, for I am convinced 
that neither Jumps at tbe artificial fly through hunger, but merely 
In sport. Consequently, the gaudier the feathers the better. 
But It you have fished much for trout, you must know that It Is 
necessary to use Imitations of the Insects that happen to be But¬ 
tering over tbe stream, to be successful. I grant you that the 
coachman Is a very killing fly, and that It has no living represen¬ 
tative, but tts body being made of peacock whorl, evidently 
looks plump and attractive upon the water. Other strictly fancy 
files are killing at certain times according to eertaln conditions 
Of tbe sky and water, which aid In deceiving the fish’s vision. 
Tbey can all be dispensed with without detriment. This neces¬ 
sity of close Imitation Is not so vital at present as it will be In 
the future, when the trout of this oountry become better edu¬ 
cated ; but It Is more necessary now than It was formerly, and 
the more it is practiced the greater, unquestionably, will be tbe 
success of the angler. I am also a believer in an extensive vari¬ 
ety of files, there are so many different and constantly changing 
conditions of the atmosphere, tbe sky, tbe clouds, tbs water, 
and the surroundings, requiring frequent changes of files. Those 
which are moat killing to-day may be without attraction to-mor¬ 
row, or even within halt an hour. This fact seems to be so well 
recognized In theory that I have often been astonished to find 
men with a reputation as trout-anglers completely Ignoring It In 
practice. They have Invariably suffered by doing so, but some 
of them appear to be Incapable of being enlightened. Tbe num¬ 
ber of Insects that tarnish food for trout, too, would surprise 

I started some years ago to 


you, as I assure you It surprised me. I started some yean ago to 
writs a book on entomology as applied to scientific angling, hav¬ 
ing, as I thought, given tbe subject some study, and the field be¬ 
fit unoccupied. After I had got well Into It, however, I dis¬ 
covered that, Instead of several hundred flies, I would be com¬ 
pelled to deal with thousands, and that It would take a llfe-tlme 
to accomplish the week. I had, therefore, to give it up-” 

“ Coming down to books the ‘ sproat • Is Immeasurably the best 
shape yet Invented. Tbe curve of its shank makes It more diffi¬ 
cult to tie a fly neatly upon It than if tbe thank were straight, 
but this has Its compensation In the fact that, owing to that 
curve and to the direction at the paint, which le slightly inward, 
the line of draft of the book la the one that ceases the point to 
enter the fish's flesh most easily. This can be proved by draw¬ 
ings line from the top of the shank aud another from the point. 
It will bs teen that tbey quickly come together. Another excel

lent fhatarn la lb* —a lln aw of (ha beard. It often the 
■latanoa Id entering, and doea not nuke a large hole to the flih’s 
fleah, and thoa fire him an opportunity to work hlmaeli 
The Limerick haa too much barb altogether, and thoae hooka 
whoaa polnta are directed outward, manly scratch the flah’i 
month half the time. The barbleaa hooka, recently Inrentad, era 
worthless, because It la oeoeaaary to band them too deeply to make 
them hold. The emallneae of the band of the aproet la one of lta 
greateat advantages, becanae the trout, no matter how lightly he 
bites, la bound to get the point tnalde bis month every time. 
And let ma Impress upon yon to alwayi strike with the flaeh on 
the water. This talk about waiting to teal the bite—of giving 
the trout plenty of time—la tbe veriest nonsense, and will Invaria¬ 
bly result In tbe loan of many good Bah. Ae to concealing the 
point of tha hook, I do not believe In lta utility, because the 
trout, owing to tha direction In which they rise, do not see tbe 
hook, and the effect of turning the point of the hook upward la 
to destroy the balance of the fly and cause It to lie on its back 
upon the water. In the matter of lines, I do not see bow those 
on sale In the chops can be Improved.” 

Before quitting this piscatorial treasure-house the writer was 
shown an Immense fly-book, the leaves of which are decorated 
throughout In tbe most artistic manner with a pen In colored 
Inks. The smooth leaves contain oll-palntlnga or pen and colored 
Ink aketebee of tbe game fish that take the fly, each having Its 
separate page, and of Ashing scenes on celebrated waters. Some 
of these are the work of famous artists, but the majority are the 
offspring of the skill of tbe gentleman the results of whose ex¬ 
perience are above set forth. These picturee are all gems, and 
the book Is, as may be Imagined, absolutely unique.—New York 
Tima. 


The Largest Trout. 


Nbwark, N. J. 

Editor Chicago Field :—Having seen the article entitled 
“ Newark’s Noted Anglers” In the Chicago Firld several weeks 
ago, and also the communication questioning Dr. Simpson’s claim 
to having taken the largest brook trout, and not seeing any reply 
from him, I sent the Doctor a note requesting him to send me an 
account of his exploit. And here It la. Tbe Doctor certainly 
will have to lower his pretension somewhat, as several larger 
trout have been captured. His account la very Interesting, how¬ 
ever, and I send It to you Just as I received It. T. 8. M. 

“ T. 8 . Mornbll, Esq.— Dear Sir: —In answer to your note of 
the 7th Inst, asking me for particulars concerning the landing of 
a trout of unusual size, I will state that although a lover of 
piscatorial sport, I never called myself a scientific fisherman, 
nor did I ever keep any record of my failures or successes. Tbe 
following Incidents I can locate positively, and without a doubt 
In my own mind of their truthfulness; but I fear distance and 
lapse of time would render It hard for me to find proof. 

In the month of July, 1808, I captured In the bead waters of 
the Gualuptta river, lu the Taos Mountains, New Mexico, In one 
morning’s fishing, using a sixteen-ounce trout rod, made in 8t. 
Louis, fourteen speckled trout, the smallest of which weighed 
three pounds and two ounces, the largest, four pounds and four¬ 
teen ounces. I took these trout within a space of one half a 
mile, and the most of them from under an old beaver dam, using 
both fly and graeeKapper. 

In June, I860, I took from the Rio Colorado Chlcita, In the 
same mountains, a large number of trout from one to four 
pounds, where I do not believe any white man ever fished before. 
And dow, if you will allow me, I will describe as well as I can 
the taking of the largest trout I ever saw; It was a true trout, 
and the few natives and miners who saw It so declared It. I waa 
on a gold-hunting expedition In tbe Cimarron valley, and had 
crossed the mountains for a bunt and fish with two companions. 
I had been fishing for some two hours with but poor success,when 
I reached a spot on tbe stream that promised to be a perfect El¬ 
dorado, for my first cast gave me a flne fish at least three pounds, 
as I recollect. For about one hundred yards tbe stream had 
narrowed and deepened, and waa well covered by tall grass; my 
second cast gave me a chance of fastening to something that 
upset me, mentally and physically, for I lost him In about two 
minutes as I did my fly and snell. “ He’s a whopper,” said I to 
myself, “and I’ll get him before I go home.” 8o I marked the 
spot, and making a detour I fished the stream for a mile or 
more, and took a turn at prospecting until afternoon. 

Oo returning to this, now, to me, Interesting little canyon, I 
commenced trying to find my lost hook, of course, not the flsh 
that took It. Fly after fly, grasshopper after grasshopper, moth, 
worm, everything I could think of did I bait with, but nothing 
but small flsh. At last a happy thought struck me. I sat down 
and opened one of my largest fish; In his stomach I found pieces 
of a kind of root that I did not recognize as ever having seen 
before; they were about one-half Inch In length, white, soft, and 
on tasting I found them sweet and aromatic. I concluded to try 
one of these pieces as a bait I did so snd It was a success, for 
I struck a flsh that took all my nerve and experience to take care 
of. For nearly one hour I did all I could to conquer him, and at 
last suoceeded. And when I landed him by wading Into a shal¬ 
low place that I had coaxed him Into, and laid him on the grass 
I thought that It w«a a very whale In size. I took him to camp 
and weighed him. Now for the big part of It; be actually 
weighed nine pounds and fourteen ounces, and It waa a trout— 
the biggest flab that bad ever been seen In Aim Mexico. The 
natives and people who saw the flsh pronounced It a true speckled 
trout, or, as they call It, trochee, and I believe It as much an I 
believe that I caught him. * 

Tbe stream la at least 1,500 miles from sea water, 8,000 feet 
above the sea level, and 350 miles from any large stream, and la not 
more than fifteen feet wide, snd varies from one to five feet deep. 
This flsh mystery you can use as you please. If Captain E. R. 
Shoemaker, U. 8. A., were here he would aay: * Dr. Simpson can 
catch and bring borne larger and better flsh than any man that 
ever lived In New Mexico.' 0. F. Sihfsoh.”

Trenton True American, has been successfully completed under 
the direction of the state flsh commissioners of New Jersey. 
There were 500,000 California and 80,000 Atlantic salmon 
placed In the river. These were furnished gratis by U cited States 
Fish Commissioner Baird, and the only expense to the state was 
that of hatching and dlatribotloo. They were all healthy, and 
averaged an Inch and a half In length. Abont 90,000 land-locked 
salmon are hatched and ready for distribution In tbe sold lakes In 
tha northern portion of the state. The flsh commissioners eon- 
template, daring the present shad season, by means of artificial 
propagation, adding largely to this species of food flsh Past 
experience folly warrants this step, as It has been highly en¬ 
couraging, not only as to supply, but ss to the else and quality of 
tha flsh. Tbs work of the flsh commissioners of Naw Jersey has 
bean very sooceaafnl and tha results highly encouraging and sat¬ 
isfactory.

Trajectories of Sporting Rifles. 

Borne time since we wrote you that we Intended curving ont a series 
of experiments at carefully levelled screens to see how far the trajec¬ 
tories worked ont by yonr valued correspondent T., Horn the data given 
ip our rifle experiment* published in yonr columns, corresponds with 
the result obtained practically. 

The trajectories, ae shown through the screens, confirm the correct- 
nese of the figures worked ont byT„ and published In yonr columns 
of the 3d of January, 1880, thus showing, not only tnat T.'a calcula¬ 
tions are correct (which lew probably would question), bnt only show¬ 
ing the accuracy of the velocities and other particulars given by na In 
the experiments already published, and upon which TV founded hie 
calculations. 

Take as an example, the special 18-bore, with Its proper chugs of 
7dre. of powder. The height of the trajectory given by T. stood thus- 

M- “S'*- 

With same bullet and charge of powder fired from same rlfic screens 
showed thus; 

35 yds. 50 yds. 75 yds. 100 yds. 

0*7In. high. l.3 1o. high. 0.7 In high. 1.5 In. low. 

The ballets In both cases were well within a Sin. bull's-eye at ail four 
ranges. It will be noticed that the ballet struck the ecreen a little 
lower at *6 yards, consequently It comee ant lower at 100 yards, bnt the 
height of the trajectory is very nearly thcsAOau. 

We took onr measurements from the central line upon the screen! to 
the center of the bullet hole aa nearly as we could measure; we do not 
think the error conld be more than a quarter of an Inch. If anything, 
we think that the trajectories obtained by us come out somewhat the 
flatter of the two. 

Again, with the tdre. charge, T. showed that, if the rifle were sighted 
foHOOyards, the ball would rieetatn. at 50 yards; the screens gave

It will be eeen that a S-ln bull's-eye would have caught the ballet at 
every range up to and Including 150 yards. We regret that the chrono¬ 
graph which we have need does not register sneb high velocities, other¬ 
wise we would have given the velocity In feet per second. 

We are having the whole of the experiments worked ont to scale, and 
arranged in a convenient form. Any gentleman feeling Interested in 
the matter can see them at our place of business. The aeries will give 
tbe trajectories of rifles, from the miniature Express 360 up to the 
4-bore with lidra of powder, and will doubtless be of value to gentle¬ 
men desiring to see at a glance the curve formed by the ballets from 
sporting rifles when fired with different chargee of powder — Bollard 
and Holland, In London Field.

Perhapa no Indigenous animal ot tbla country has attracted 
more attention or met with a greater number of biographers than 
the bison or buffalo. Its history has been a tale of extermina¬ 
tion, and a very few yean are likely to see the last of these 
noble beasts roaming oyer the plains. For hundreds of years 
the few that remain of the herds of aurochs, the European bison, 
have been kept In the parks of the nobility; but. In tills “free” 
country, not even this means of safety seems left to our perse¬ 
cuted buffalo. 

To the 8penlsh colonists the American bison was commonly 
known under the name of eibola, while the French usually called 
It U bauf, buffle, vachr tauvage, or biton d'Amrriqut. Peter Kalm, 
who traveled through America In 1749, spoke of them as wilde 
ocAsm and kuhe. But the word buffalo —at first spelled buffdo — 
soon replaced the earlier names. Scientific men claim that our 
species (Bison amtricanut, Smith) should be called bison, as 
buffalo Is applicable only to the East Indian genus Bubalut. 

It appears that our bison has already outlived at least two 
other races, which exceeded It In size—the Bison lattfront and 
the Bison antiquut. The former was contemporary with the 
mastodon, and was an ox of gigantic bulk, the tips ot whose 
horns were eleven or twelve fret apart, and which probably 
stood as high as an elephant. Of the latter species more abun¬ 
dant remains have been dug up, particularly from the Ice-cliffs at 
Escholtx Bay, oh the Arctic coast north of Alsska. This fossil 
ox was of smaller size than the Biton lattfront, but much larger 
than the existing buffalo, although not greatly different from It 
In form. It seems to have been spread over the Northwestern 
half of the continent from the Ohio valley to Alaska, and every¬ 
where Its remains occur with those of the larger extinct mam¬ 
malia, yet It may have survived to a comparatively recent date. 

With the appearance of the buffalo, which only a few decades 
ago swarmed In prodigious herds over nearly a third of North 
America, all are familiar. The male measures about nine feet 
from the muzzle to the Insertion of the tall; the female about 
six and a half feet. The height to the top of the hump of the 
male Is five and a half to six feet, and of the female about five 
feet, eloping In each case to a height at the hips of four and a 
half to four feet. The weight of the old males Is nearly two 
thousand pounds, while the cows weigh one thousand to twelve 
hundred pounds. The horns are short, thick at the base, 
curved, and sharply pointed; the hoofs are short and broad; 
the short tall ends In a tuft of long hairs. In Win¬ 
ter the head and whole under parte are blacklsb-brown; 
the upper surface lighter, fading as Spring advances. 
Young solmals are of a darker, richer brown than the old ones, 
age bleaching the thick masses of long, woolly hair, which falls 
so abundantly over the shoulders and face, to a light yellowish- 
brown. In the Spring the hinder parts are almost naked through 
the molting of the hair, while that upon the shaggy fore parts 
remains permanently. Pled coats are occasionally met, and ex¬ 
amination and measurements of skulls and skeletons show much 
Individual variation In form and proportions. 

In Mr. J. A. Allen’s recent book* upon “The Bison, Past and 
Present, In this Country,” which Is one of the most complete 
and admirable monographs ever written on any subject, and 
from which I derive my facts, an extended account of the ani¬ 
mal's history and habits Is given. 

As Is well known, the buffalo Is pre-eminently gregarious— 
herds numbering millions of Individuals and blackening the 
whole landscape having formerly been met with constantly on the 
plains. Emigrant trains used to be delayed by the passing 
of dense herds, and during the first years of the 
Kansas Pacific railway Its trains were frequently stopped 
by the same cause. The masses seem to have some sort 
of organization, consisting of small bands which unite In migra¬ 
tion, or when pursued, but separate when feeding. The cows 
with tbetr calves and the younger animals are generally toward 
the middle of the small herd, while the older bulla are found on 
the outside, and the patriarchs of the herd bring up the rear. 
Much romancing has been wssted on this simple and natural 
grouping by writers who have described the supposed regularity 
and almost military precision of their movements. The sluggish, 
partly disabled old males constitute the " lordly sentinels ” of 
such tales, who are supposed to watch with fatherly care over the 
welfare ot their “harems.” The truth Is that these protectors, 
fancied so alert, are the most easily approached of any of the 
flock, and the real guardians are the vigilant oows themselves, 
who usually lead the movements of the herd. 

The rnttlng-eeason Is July and August. The period of preg- 
nacy la nine months, and rarely more than a single calf Is born, 
which follows the mother for a year or more. During the rutting- 
season the bulla wage fierce battles, but they rarely result fatally. 
The short horns are not very dangerous weapons, and the masses 
of bslr on the forehead break the force of the stunning collis¬ 
ions. At this season the bulls become lean, regaining their flesh 
In Autnmn, while the oows are fattest In June. During Us 
molting In midsummer the animal possesses a very ragged and 
unoonth appearance, the hair hanging here and there In matted, 
loosened patches, with Intervening naked spaces; and It endeav¬ 
ors to free Itself from this loosened hair, by rubbing against 
rocks and trees, or rolling on the ground. Their coats are In 
prime condition for robes In December. 

The buffalo Is nomadic In Its habits, roaming In the course of 
the year over vast areas In search of food or safety. The fires 
that annually sweep across thousands of square miles of the 
grassy plains, the ravages of grasshoppers, often destroying 
squally extensive tracts of vegetation, end the habit of 
keeping In compact herds, which soon exhaust the herbage of a 
single regtoo, all oompel constant movement. There Is a popular 
belief that the buffaloes used to migrate from the northern 
plain* to Texas In Fall and back again In Spring, but this seems 
erroneous. Before the Intersection of the West by railroads and

emigrant trails their movements were more regular, no doubt, 
than at present, and alight northward and southward migrations 
are well attested as occurring In Texas and also on the Saskatch¬ 
ewan plains; bnt the herds constantly winter as far north as the 
latter region, and for twenty-five years have not passed south¬ 
ward even to the Platte. In the extreme North they leave the 
exposed plains In Winter and take shelter among the wooded 
hills. Such local movements as these were formerly very regu¬ 
lar, and hunters knew Just where to look for their game at any 
season of the year. 

The behavior of the buffaloes Is very much like that of domes¬ 
tic cattle, but their speed and endurance seem to be far greater. 
When well under way It takes a fleet horse to overtake them, and 
they raise a column of dust which marks their progress when 
miles away. They swim rivers with ease, even amid floating Ice, 
and show a surprising agility and expertness In making their 
way down precipitous cliffs and baokaof streams, plunging head¬ 
long where a man would pick his way with hesitation. Ordi¬ 
narily, however, the buffalo exhibits commendable sagacity In 
his choice of routes, usually taking the easiest grades and the 
most direct course, so that a buffalo-trail—often worn deep Into 
the ground—can be depended on as affording the most feasible 
road through the region It traverses. 

When belligerent, the old bulls make the most blustering 
demonstrations, but are really cowardly. Facing the approach¬ 
ing huoter with a boastful and defiant air, they will pace to and 
fro, threateningly pawing the earth, only to take to their heels 
the next moment. The bulls greatly enjoy pawing the earth and 
throwing It up with their horns, digging Into banks or getting 
down upon one knee to etrike Into the level surface, so that the 
sheaths of their horns are always badly splintered. They are 
very fond, too, of rubbing themselves, and evidently regard the 
telegraph poles along the railroads as set there for their especial 
convenience In this respect Bnt their chief delight Is In " wal¬ 
lowing.” Finding In the low parts of the prairie a little stagnant 
water among the grass, ar at least the surface soft and moist, an 
old bull plunges his horns luto the ground, tearing up the earth 
and soon making an excavation Into which the water trickles, 
forming for a short time a cool and comfortable bath, tu which he 
wallows like a hog In the mire, swinging himself round and round 
on his side, and thus enlarging the pool until he Is nearly Im¬ 
mersed. At length he rises besmeared with a coating of mud, 
which, dry ng. Insures him Immunity from Insect pests for many 
hours. Others follow, each enlarging the “ wallow” until It be¬ 
comes twenty feet In diameter, remains a prominent feature In 
the landscape, and forms a cistern where a grateful supply of 
water Is often long retained for the thirsty denizens of that dry 
region. 

Like the other species of the bovine group the bison Is of a slug¬ 
gish disposition, aud mild and timid, ferocious as his shaggy head 
and vicious eye make him look. He rarely attacks, except In the 
last hopeless effort of self-defense. “ Endowed with the smallest 
possible amount of Instinct,” says Colonel R. I. Dodge, “ the lit¬ 
tle he has seems adapted rather for getting him Into difficulties 
than out of them. If not alarmed at sight or smell of foe, he will 
stand stupidly gazing at his companions in their death-throes 
until the whole herd Is shot down. He will walk unconsciously 
Into a quicksand or quagmire already choked with struggling, 
dying victims.” Having made up hts mind to go a certain way, 
It Is almost Impossible to swerve him from his purpose, and be 
will rush heedless into sure destruction. Two trains were 
“ditched" In one week on the Atchison, Topeka A Santa Fe 
railroad by herds of buffaloes rushing blindly against and In front 
of them. Finally the conductors “got the Idea,” and gave the 
original occupants of the soil the right ot way whenever they 
asked It. During a voyage down the upper Missouri In 1877, our 
steamer more than once had to stop to allow swimming herds to 
get out of the way, and once we completely keel-hauled a sorry 
old bull. Yet, as Mr. Allen suggests, their Inertness may be ex¬ 
aggerated by writers, as their sagacity certainly has been. This 
stupidity, unwariness, or liability to demoralizing panic, places 
them at the mercy of the hunter, who Is their only enemy besides 
the wolves. In former times, young or weak animals straying 
from the herds, and all the wounded and aged that could be sep¬ 
arated from their fellows, were quickly set upon and worried to 
death by wolves; but now these brutes have become so reduced a* 
not to form a serious check upon their Increase. 

The early explorers of the Mississippi Valley believed that the 
buffalo might be made to take the place of the domestic ox In 
agricultural pursuits, and at the tame time yield a fleece of wool 
equal In quality to that of the sheep; but no persistent attempts 
have yet been made to utilize It by domestication. That the 
buffalo-calf may be easily reared and thoroughly tamed has been 
conclusively proved, but little attention has been paid to their re¬ 
production In confinement, or to training them to labor. During 
the last century they were domesticated In various parts of the 
colonies, and Interbred with domestic cows, producing a half- 
breed race which Is fertile, and which readily amalgamates with 
the domestic catlls. The half-breeds are large, fine animals, pos¬ 
sessing most of the characteristics of their wild parentage. Tbev 
can be broken to the yoke, but are not so sober and manageable 
In their work as the tarns breed—sometimes, for Instance, making 
a dash for the nearest water, with disastrous results to the load 
they are drawing. It Is somewhat difficult also, to make a fence 
which shall resist the destructive strength of tbelr head and 
horns. Bnt the efforts at taming buffaloes have not been many 
or seriously carried on, and no attempt appears to have been 
made to perpetuate an unmixed domestic race. Probably after a 
few generations they would lose their natural untractablenee*. 
and when castrated would doubtless form superior working cat¬ 
tle, from tbelr greater size, strength, and natural agility. 

“ The fate of extermination so surely awaits, sooner or later, 
the buffalo tn its wild state, that Its domestication becomes a 
matter of great Interest, and la well worthy the attention of In¬ 
telligent stock growers, some of whom should be willing to take 
a little trouble to perpetuate the pure race In a domestic state. 
The attempt oen be hardly regarded otherwise than as an enter 
prise that would eventually yield a satisfactory and profitable re¬ 
sult, with the possibility of adding another valuable domestic 
animal to those we now possess ” 


The precise limit of the range of the buffalo when the first 
Europeans visited America Is still a matter of uncertainty, yet Its 
boundaries at that time can be established with tolerable exact¬ 
ness. It wss beyond doubt almost exclusively an animal of the 
prairies and the woodless plains, ranging only to a limited extent 
Into the forested districts east of the Mississippi river. The re¬ 
sults ot the present exhaustive Inquiries seem to show that its ex¬ 
tension to the northward, east of the Mississippi, was limited by 
the Great Lakes. Contrary to the supposition of several recent 
writers, Mr. Allen has not been .able to find a single mention of 
Its occurrence within the present limits of Canada, New England, 
or New York state, although the name of the city of Buffalo and 
the neighboring “ Buffalo creek" probably Imply that this animal 
once extended Tta travels to that point. All the supposed ref¬ 
erences to Its being seen on the St. Lawrence, or In Canada West, 
turn out to mean the elk—the same Indefinite terms being often 
uted for both by early writers—or else to apply to some part of 
the broad territory then called Canada, but not now included 
within Its limits. Changes In political boundaries have constantly 
to be borne In mind In studying ancient narratives. 

Furthermore, no remains of the bison have been found among 
the bones In the shell-heaps along the Atlantic coast, and there 
is no unquestionable evidence, among all the early lists of the 
natural products of the country, of Its occurrence anywhere on 
the seaboard north of the Potomac for a long period antedating 
the discovery of the continent by Europeans. The only 
well-authenticated Instances of Its being found east of 
the Blue Ridge are the apparently casual passage ot 
small herds through the mountains from West Virginia Into 
the upper parts of North and South Carolina by way of the New, 
Hols ton, and French Broad rivers. They seem to have been com¬ 
mon on the savannas about the heads of the rivers In the western 
parts ot those states; but it Is well attested that they never came 
down to the sea-coast. Nor can good evidence be shown that 
they ever reached any part of Georgia, Florida, or Alabama 
(although possibly Mississippi), as at present bounded, not ap¬ 
pearing babltu dly to have pene rated south of the Tennessee 
river—unless Just along the bank of the Father of Waters—on 
account of the thickness of the forest 

The records In general then show, that at the beginning of the 
seventeenth century the range of the buffalo east of the Missis¬ 
sippi, with the exception of Its occasional appearance on the 
eastern slope of the Alleghenies In the Carolines and Virginia, 
was restricted to the area drained by the Ohio river—except 
over the lowlands at Its mouth—and to the eastern tributaries of 
the Mississippi In northern Wisconsin and Minnesota; also that 
It was very numerous and uniformly distributed over the prairies 
of Illinois and Indiana, and also about the upper tributaries of 
the Ohio, but lees numerously and uniformly over Ohio, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, western Pennsylvania, and the northern por¬ 
tion of Tennessee, being everywhere restricted to the prairies and 
scantily wooded land along the streams. 

In the appendix Professor Sbaler offers a short discussion of 
the probable age ot the bison la the Ohio Valley. In the swamps 
surrounding the “salt-licks” of Kentucky buffalo bones are 
found packed In great quantities In the mucky soli, but only about 
the latest vents of the saline waters, which have from time to 
time changed their points of escape from the ground. The cav¬ 
erns of Kentucky and Tennessee, which were the homes of the 
aboriginal people of the region, and receptacles for their dead, 
and where have been found skeletons of the beaver, deer, wolf, 
bear, and many other mammals, have never yielded any bones of 
the bison. Moreover, among all the many figures of animals 
and birds found ou the pottery and ornaments of the prehistoric 
races of the West, the marked form of the buffalo does not ap¬ 
pear, making It presumable that this animal was unknown to the 
people who built the mounds. Professor Whaler Is of the opinion, 
held by many ethnologists, that the “ mound-builders ” were es¬ 
sentially related to the Natchez group of Indians, and were 
driven southward by ruder tribes of red-men from the north and 
northwest. The Indians north of the Ohio are known to have 
been much In the habit of burning the forests, and no doubt the 
Invaders alluded to above signalized their advance by such con¬ 
flagrations. This making of plains by the repeated burning of 
forests, aided by “ the continued decrease of the rainfall,” which 
was a “ concomitant of the disappearance of the glacial period,” 
permitted the buffalo to advance rapidly eastward as far as the 
Alleghenies, and, colncldently, as far as the mound-bulldlng peo¬ 
ple appear to have settled the country. Its advent thus seems 
to have been singularly recent. 

The question of the origin of the buffalo and Its relation to the 
earliest tribes of people tn the Ohio Valley, Is made still more 
complicated by the fact that an earlier and closely related species 
of buffalo, probably coeval with the mammoth and musk-ox, and 
poealbly with the caribou and elk, was living at the time Just fol¬ 
lowing the close of the glacial epoch. “ I am strongly disposed 
to think,” write* Professor Sbaler, “thatIn the Biton americanut 
we have the descendant of the Biton lattfront, modified by exis¬ 
tence In the new conditions of soil and climate to which It was 
driven by the great changes closing tbe last Ice age.” But he 
adds that future explorations will probably show that there was 
an Interval ot some thousands of years between tbe two species 
along the Ohio. 

Although the main chain of tbe Rocky Mountains has been 
supposed commonly to form the western limit of the range of tbe 
buffalo, there Is abundant proof of Its former existence over a 
vast area west of It, Including a large part of tbe Utah basin, the 
Green river plateau, and the plains of the Columbia, westward to 
the Blue Mountains of Oregon, and tbe8lerr* Nevada Evidence 
of this Is found In the bleached skulls, In accounts of early ex¬ 
plorers, and In traditions of tbe Indians. During the very severe 
and soowy Winter of 1886-'87, large herds were lost through 
starvation; by 1840 they bad retreated eastward to the forks of 
the Yellowstone and been extirpated In tbe Utah Valley and 
about the head-waters of the Colorado; and ten years later were 
never to be found west of tbe Rocky Mountains, between tbe 
British possessions and tbe Rio Grande del Norte. Westward 
of this greet river It does not seem, within the past two centuries, 
to have extended Itself at all Into tbe highlands of New Mexico; 
but, farther south, there Is proof ot Its former range over th*

In a short 
lime the eruption returned with renewed severity and he became a mass 
ofi orruptlou outaldd and lu, apparently, aa he would throw off great 
quantities of corruption He grew very weak, would stagger and drop 
In the hind parts, and finally grew ao weak he could not fisc, and died. 
Ana.—Did he not have distemper at thla lime? It lookq like It to ue; 
the disease ran on until It exhausted the system, and theee sores were 
the gangrenous eruptions that we frequently find In tbe last stages of 
distempei, and they usually Indicate a lalal termination. No mange 
remedy would be of any avail In such a case. What Is required are 
tonics, stimulants and nourishing food tuternally, and antiseptic dreas- 
tuga, externally, and long-continued good nursing. 

Subscbxbkr, Greenwood, Wis.— My liver colored pointer Chum, four 
years old. seems to have a sort or chronic diarrhoea, he Is always 
loose In bowels, and generally the passages contain some blood. Appe 
tile la good. I feed him moatly ou bread'crackers, and potatoes; meats 
make him worse every lime. Have tried ordinary dlarrbtea medicines 
with only temporary benefit; he feels good. Is proud and lively, but thla 
has hung on lor over a month: at times his bowels rumble quite loud, 
though even then he doe* not appear to be In pain. What shall I do 
for him? Ana—Give him a foil doee of castor oil—two tableapoonfuls 
—and follow that with a mixture of tincture catechu, lime water and 
Jamaica ginger, of each one ounce, and water to make four ouncea; 
mix, and give a teaspoonful three tlmee a day till the bowels are 
regulated. If thla does not anawer let us know, and we will try again. 
Feed on mutton soup and rice In addition to what you have been reed¬ 
ing. If great prostration should set In, or follow a: y of the discharges, 
give brandy In teaspoonfol doses every two or three hours till better; 
dilute It with a little water.

The sense of smell In a dog la 
something marvelous—marvelous not only for Its delicacy, but 
for the fact that Its discrimination of what was agreeable and dis¬ 
agreeable was exactly the reverse of onra. They never heard of 
a dog being Infatuated with lavender water, or patchouli, or Eau 
de Cologne; he rather reveled In the amelia which to men were a 
source of unfeigned horror and disgust. 

He once possessed a dog which he frequently left amongst the 
thousands frequenting Regent’s Park, to secrete himself behind 
a tree. So soon as the animal found that he had lost bis master 
he laid bis noee to the ground, and In that manner very soon 
tracked him to hla hiding place. That showed that the dog had 
the power of distinguishing the particular modification of the 
leather of the boots caused by the wearing ot hla master In con¬ 
tradistinction to the modifications produced by hundreds of 
thousands of other people present at the moment As to the 
ability of dogs to find tbelr way from place to place, he believed 
there was an unconscious registration In their minds of the 
visual? pictures presented to It In the various tracks through 
which they passed, and that the memory worked backward until 
the animal reached Its destination. 

No one could doubt the moral disposition of dogs. Some 
were trustworthy, others more or leas thieves; some were 
amiable, others vicious, and so on. Neither was there any 
doubt that a dog bad Ideas of equality and inequality. They 
could easily settle that point by offering a dog a large and a 
small piece of meat on the same dish, and by observing which he 
took drat Indeed, there was no fundamental faculty connected 
with the reasoning powers that might not be demonstrated to 
exist In dogs. Now, whilst there was this unity between dog and 
■nan, be did not mean to say that the difference between them 
was not very great, but the difference was strictly a measurable 
one. In the one case, the intellectual product of the Individual 
was limited to the Individual. It could not get any further, and 
the individual had no power of acquiring sensation or experience 
except for himself. In the other case, where there was speech 
>\nd the experience implied by speech, together with the capital¬ 
ization, so to speak, of the co-operative senses, there was no 
reason why the progress of man In the direction of divergence 
from the dog should not be Infinite—and that was exactly what 
had happened. Man had left the dog behind, as their poor 
fiftieth cousin, ever faithful, ever intelligent, and with great 
mental gifts and capacity, but sadly Ignorant of the three R's and 
all the learning that followed thereon. 

After Illustrating by means of diagrams the variations of the 
dog as now extant, in tbe wolf, jackal, and other animals, Pro¬ 
fessor Huxley concluded bis lecture amid hearty applause. 

Aconite In Distemper. 

The demand for copies of our Issues containing the two following 
articles regarding the nse of aconite In distemper having exhausted 
the supply, and numerous requests having been made that we re¬ 
publish them, we do so now, observing that we have had better 
success In the use of the remedy In cases of distemper than any 
other we have used.

I have no recommendations for setona or any¬ 
thing of that nature, but will say I have never lost a pup or dog 
with that so-called fatal disease. My treatment la very simple, 
and one in which I am well aware there will be much prejudice, 
but Ibtnktng there may be a few who might be benefited by It, I 
give it for publication. 

Pleura Pneumonia, especially In pups from a few months to a 
year or more old, Is indeed no Indifferent matter, and requires 
prompt attention. I said there would be prejudice against my 
treatment, not that there Is any just cause for It, but to the con¬ 
trary, because of the assumption of the old school, who claim the 
apostolic succession of the right and power to heal. Now for the 
homeopathic dose, which Is my treatment, and could all who 
have that fell disease to contend with but have teen the result 
upon my Laver <ck pup Don, eight months old, and my Irish pup 
Rod, they could not but exclaim, give tbe treatment that will 
produce such results, whatever be Its name. I recognize Its 
merits If It even be “ Little Pills." I have treated many dogs 
and as I have said, have never lost one, or even had them In any way 
Injured by the effects of tbe disease, and In several, and es- 
peclally the two cases mentioned above, they were very virulent 
attacks.

I don’t suppose there will be msny who will have 
faith (that necessary article so beloved by many) to give this a 
trial, but If they will, I fee) satisfied that they will be highly pleased 
with the result.

Editor Chicago Field:— Now that dog shows are all the 
rage I wish to bring before the public a danger that Is run by 
owners of valuable dogs at these shows. I dare say my experi¬ 
ence may not be singular, but ss It hss not been brought out In 
any of tbe journals devoted to the kennel, I take the liberty of 
writing to you on the subject. 

I sent my Gordon ee'ter Blossom to the Montreal show by ex¬ 
press, as I was unable to be there myself, and was awarded first 
and special In the daze. I waa flattered, as all exhibitors are 
who take prizes, but my joy was of short duration, as a month 
afterward I am Informed from several reliable sources that my 
dog's services were used without my consent by a Montreal 
gentleman (1) also an exhibitor and prize taker, and that he la 
now trying to sell pups by my dog. 

It seems strange that a gentleman would do such a thing, but 
that he should openly advertise that he had done so Is stranger 
still. As It stands now It Is Impossible to bring him to justice 
for the theft of the service, yet I wish to caution the managers 
of bench shows that If such things happen their shows will not 
be attended by breeders at a distance whoee stock Is valuable. 

Managers of shows ought to be most careful In the selection 
of tbelr employee and take none but those on whom they can 
rely for honesty both to themselves and exhibitors whose prop¬ 
erty they guard. That brother sportsmen and breeders should 
take such advantages Is to be condemned by all right-minded 
persons and brings dog breeding Into disgrace.

int, Watsoii Burnt 
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THE MADISON 8QUARE CARDEN ACCIDENT— 
THE NEW YORK SHOW POSTPONED. 

A few minutes after nine o’clock, p.m., a week ago laet Wed¬ 
nesday a serious disaster occurred at the Madison Square Garden, 
New Tork, killing and wounding several persons. 

At the time of the accident the Hahnemann Hospital fair was 
In progress, and some three thousand persons were present. 
Fortunately the wall fell oat, otherwise the lose of life would 
have been far greater than It was. Three persons were killed 
and two have since died of their Injnrtes. 

Among those Injured and who subsequently died from the In¬ 
juries received wa* Mr. William M. Ttleston. With bis wife 
and Mr. Waller Webb he attended the fair, where, leaving Mrs. 
Tlleston, he and Mr. Webb left the Garden to go to the Univer¬ 
sity Club,and reached tbe street juat as the wall fell, burying both 
beneath It. Both of Mr. Tlleston'a legs were broken as well a* 
his rleht hip and left arm, besides which he received Injuries on 
his face and on other parts of his body. He was taken to St. 
I.uke's Hospital,where, from the first, little hope was entertained 
of his recovery, and after much suffering be died the next 
morning at fonr o’clock. Mr. Walter Webb's left leg was 
broken snd bis head was cnt In two places, besides which he re¬ 
ceived several bruises about the body, none of which, fortunately, 
are considered likely to lead to fatal results. 

Mr. Tlleston was well known to sportsmen, and hla death will 
be regretted by many, especially that he shonld have met so 
melancholy an end. He had been for two years connected with the 
Forat and Stream as kennel editor, when he retired from tbe po¬ 
sition, In June, or thereabouts, 1877. In the Fall of the same 
year he started a paper, called the Country, which, falling to re¬ 
ceive a patronage sufficient to warrant Its publication to be con- 
tinned, waa abandoned tbe following Fall, 1878. With the ces¬ 
sation of the publication of the Country Mr. Tlleston returned 
to his former position of kennel editor of the Forett and Stream, 
which he held nnttl a short time since, when he retired from 
journalism to become a member of the firm of Nixon, Tlleston 
A Co., mining stock brokers, and In wblcb firm he was a partner 
at the time of his death. Mr. Tlleston from Its Inauguration 
was sn active member of the Westminster Kennel Clnb, and al¬ 
ways took a deep Interest In the shows of the clnb, for the suc¬ 
cess of which he worked lndefatlgably. He was bat yet only In 
the prime of life, being Just forty-two years old. He leaves a 
widow and four children, the eldest not yet twelve years old. 
A loss such as his to a wife and children will be too readily ap¬ 
preciated by our readers without our dilating upon It. 

The dead we cannot bring back to life, but a solemn obligation 
has been left the living to reqnlte their wrongs. The anguish of 
a bereaved wife and the cries of four fatherless children, as also 
tbe sufferings of the others bereaved and wounded by this catas¬ 
trophe, demand that the responsibility of this wholesale murder 
be placed where It belongs, and that tbe guilty be punished. 
Excuses as puerile as futile cannot be accepted In the face of the 
hard facts In the case. We have too many buildings properly 
built, standing, evidence sufficient to controvert'’the Impotent 
reasons given by those Interested for this wall falling. It Is an 
undeniable fact that had the wall been properly' built, It would 
not have fallen. 

The blame rests with the Buperintendent of Buildings and the 
owners of the Garden. Had the superintendent attended to his 
business he would have Been that the addition to the Garden 
waa rate. But admitting that he la unfit for hla position, as la 
claimed, does that fact palliate the offense of tbe proprietors! 
Knowing that the building waa used for varioue public gather- 
Ings, waa It not their duty to see that every poeslblllty of juat 
such an occurrence be guarded against! Negligence In this and 
lu all such Instances Is criminal, and deaervea to be punished com- 
mensnrately with the enormity of the consequences. 

Such catastrophe# are too frequent. We have learned to call 
them accidents. They are not accidents; they are outran l-out 
wholesale murder. Tbe word Is not euphonious to the owners of 
such mantraps; It jars on their sensitive ears, but we think It la 
about time consideration for their feelings be sacrificed for the 
public good, and that they be taught a lesson such as to prevent 
future similar occurrences. Tbe Harlem railroad company own 
tbe building, and Mr. Vanderbilt being the responsible officer of 
the company, should be made to understand that slna of omis¬ 
sion are aa great as those of commission. Had be done hie duty 
this catastrophe would not have occurred, the dead wo ild be 
living, and the wonnded would not have suffered—aye I would 
not suffer, perhaps, through the years to come. Why, then,should 
Nr. Vanderbilt and the Superintendent of Buildings escape the 
consequences of tbelr acts! # 


In consequence of the dlssster at tbe Madison 8quare Garden 
and the death of Mr. Tlleaton, the Westminster Kennel Club 
postponed tbelr show until May 11, 13 and 18. The space which 
will be occupied by stalls for tbe doga Is wltblu tbe main building 
and entirely removed from the new addition where the accident 
occurred. 

Tbe following description of the main feature! of the catas¬ 
trophe we take from the New Tork Harold ; 

The salubrity of tbe weather attracted an exceptionally large 
assemblage to tbe Hahnemann Fair, then In progress. The 
vast edifice waa ablaze with lights reflected from Innumerable 
gas Jets and a forest of chandelier*. The fair proper waa 
located In tbe auditorium, or main hall, where the craprd waa 
the denseet, and up stairs, on the Madison avenue side of tbe 
building, there waa a merry crowd of revelers. This portion of 
the edifice Is a recent addition, and was built last February. It 
couslstcd of a cafe on the Twenty-sixth street side of Madison 
avenue, a dancing room over the main central entrance and an 
art gallery extending from the north aide of the daoclng room to 
the corner of Twenty-seventh street Originally tbit end of the 
building had been but one story In height, hot tbe growing pop¬ 
ularity of the Garden for large social aud sporting entertainments 
rendered the addition necessary. Tbe builder and carpenter, It 
Is said, la Thomas O'Connor, of East Seventeenth street, who 
constructed tbe fallen portion of the structure according to plans 
and specifications supplied by Mr. Vanderbilt. At an early hour 
lu the evening there were over sixty couples In tbe dancing ball, 
many of whom were enjoying themselves on the Door to the 
strains of a piano when the wall fell In on them. 

Shortly before nine o'clock these pleasure seekers were startled 
by a cracking noise, as If the surrounding walla were being torn 
to pieces by some Invisible agency. The sounds of revelry 
ceased suddenly, and the faces which a second before were 
wreathed In smiles and flushed with the pleasurable excitement 
of the daoce became bleached "with sudden terror. Then the 
walls were observed to bulge outward, tbe chandeliers swayed, 
and there waa a general appearance of collapae. In this awful 
moment panic seized the assembled throng. A rush was made 
for the doors, which open Into a long and narrow corridor over¬ 
looking tbe oblong amphitheatre. The scene thst followed beg¬ 
gar* description. General confusion reigned supreme. Fortu¬ 
nately, however, tbe walla seemed to cling together by some 
mysterious adhesion and remain sufficiently long Intact to allow 
the great majority of those who were confined within to seek 
safety In flight. All, however, were not equally fortunate. It 
was reported by the police that two persons lost their lives In the 
dancing hall and several others were more or less Injured by 
tbe falling debris. Before the final catastrophe took place, and 
ere tbe spectators could depart, tbe large, heavy chandelier 
In tbe dance hall fell to the ground with a crash, extin¬ 
guishing the lights. This contributed to Increase tbe confu¬ 
sion and consternation. In the stampede for the doors many 
people were severely Injured by bring trampled upon, and the 
groans of the wounded, mingled with the shrieks of the women, 
Intensified the terror and alarm occasioned by the noise of tbe 
falling walls and roof. Tbe audience In the body of tbe house 
and In the adjoining galleries swelled the general shout of horror 
which was given utterance to at the first Intimation of danger. 
The Impression prevailed for the time being that the entire build¬ 
ing, roof and all, was toppling about their ears, and that In tbe 
general crash bnt few would escape with their lives. Crowd-llke, 
they did not wait to reason about tbe possible extent of tbe 
danger, but at once, anff without reflection, a thousand people 
rushed pell-mell for the means of egress by the Fourth-avenue 
entrance. Others stood still, apparently dazed and too much 
panic-stricken to put any of their confused schemes for flight 
Into practice. Women fainted, strong men blanched with fear, 
while hysterical screams echoed oo every side. Fortunately the 
bulk of the audience found a safe exit by the Fourth-avenue side 
of the building. Others rushed for the main entrance on Madi¬ 
son avenue, bnt that passage-way was barred by tbe fallen debris 
outside tbe door. Such a passage was too perilous, and the few 
policemen and ushers that were present succeeded In turning tbit 
portion of the crowd back that sought flight westward. In an 
Incredibly short space of time tbe entire building, with the ex¬ 
ception of the killed and Injured, bad reached the open air. 

It should be remarked In justice to Mr. Mackey that that gen¬ 
tleman states he took measures to have the art gallery cleared 
shortly after being warned of tbe danger by officer Lynch. An 
architect, he said, had that morning examined the place and saw 
no cause of alarm. Notwithstanding this assurance. Mr. Mackay 
was not satisfied. He went Into the art gallery himself at about 
a quarter to nine, and there convinced himself that the sooner the 
room was cleared of the visitors the better It would be. He 
ordered them from the art gallery, but did not specify the cause 
of his apprehensions. They refused to go, stating that they bud 
paid twenty-five cents admission and wanted to see tbe pictures. 
At this time pieces of mortar were falling from the celling, and 
the action of the dancers In the adjoining room caused the floor¬ 
ing to vibrate and tbe walla to shake ominously. Finding that 
he could not dislodge tbe art connole<eurs he ordered the janitor 
to turn off the gas. This waa done by Mr. Brazier, who has 
charge of the art rooms. Owing to this timely precaution, the 
people In the picture gallery bad departed at tbe time of 
the crash, but were loitering lu the adjoining gallery. Gad 
they remained a few minutes longer there Is no calculat¬ 
ing the numbers who would have lost their lives. When a 
quarter of an hour later, the firemen and police forced their 
way Into this section of the demolished edifice, they tonnd 
the pianist, Mr. Stokes, wedged In by the side of the piano, 
near tbe wall. He was extricated, snd his Injuries are not con¬ 
sidered severe. It la reported that two men Jumped from tbe 
gallery to the floor below, but were not Injured. Outside, on 
Madlaon avenue, close to tbe sidewalk, two cabs were stationed 
near the main entrance. When the wall fell to the street the 
cabs and horses were canght beneath the debris. The horses at¬ 
tached to the coach nearest tbe entrance were crushed by the 
falling bricks and one waa killed outright. The other animal 
waa so seriously Injured that a policeman's revolver mercifully 
put so end to Its sufferings. The driver, It appears, waa stand¬ 
ing at a safe distance, and thereby escaped tbe fate of hla horses. 
The coach was smashed Into fragments. Tbe horse attached to 
the cab nearer Twenty-aeventb street waa also killed and tbe 
vehicle demolished. 

Mr. James H. Hocking, who waa ticket taker In the art gallery, 
waa tbe last man to leave the room when the crash occurred. 
To a reporter he told the following story: " It waa Jnat about 

a quarler to nine o'clock when the celling of the art gallery 
began to tremble and crack. When It waa noticed word was 
sent to Mr. Mackay, the superintendent, who came to me and 
said, • Hocking, get the people out of here aa soon aa you can. 
Do It aa quietly as you can, for God’s sake.’ There were then 
fifty-four persona In the room, nearly one-half of whom were 
ladle*. I went In and began to get them out, although I hardly 
knew oo what excuse to do so to avoid a panic. Finally frag¬ 
ment* of the celling began to drop, and the first thing w* knew 
great rent* began to appear In the aide wall. The gaa pipes 
are suspended from the root by copper wires and war* swaying 
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to and fro. Suddenly they all fell to the floor, leaving ua In 
darkness. Just before the lights wsnt out I could see tbe west 
wall bulging oat toward Fourth avenue, snd a group of about 
halt a doien people huddling about my desk. I put my arms 
around them, aud exerting all my strength, I pushed them 
through the door toward the main ball. I then felt a puff of 
fresh air as tbe wall fell with a crash. A portion of the beams 
fell upon my back, crashing my hat and tearing my coat. Then 
I saw from the bead of the stair* one of the moat terrific scenes 
I ever witnessed. The people rnahed from tbe dancing hall 
with pale faces and garments torn. 

Mr. Brasler, who helped to get tbe people out of tbe threat¬ 
ened rooms, said:—“I am employed to take care of tbe srt gal¬ 
lery In the day time, and waa In thst room to-night when the 
bulging of tbe wall was noticed. Tbe superintendent asked me 
to help tbe ticket taker to get the people ont, as he thoug ht sh ip. 
thing waa going to happen. I rushed down through thi Punch 
and Judy show, which was on tbe Door beneath, to where the 
gas meter was, and began to tarn off tbe gas slowly. Then I 
went up stairs and found that there was still plenty of light to 
enable tbe people to see the paintings. I went down again and 
turned tbe gas almost out, and while doing so the crash came 
My Idea waa to get tbe ladles out without creating a panic. 
When I heard the wall falling I rnahed out to the main hall and 
saw everybody rushing down the stairs from (be floor above, 
while the air was rent with the screams of terrified women ami 
tbe groans of the wonnded. In a short time all hands turned to 
the work of reacnlng the people who were Imprisoned under the 
fallen beams and heaps of plaster. I am certain that folly a 
hundred lives would have been loat If It bad not been for the 
coolness and bravery shown by two or three young men whose 
names I do not know. They did not seem to have any thought 
for themselves and acted like heroes." 

A gentleman In the employ of tbe fair maoagement told the 
reporter that for three days past he noticed that the west wall of 
the art gallery was bulglog out toward Fourth Avenue. Tester- 
day he brought a plumb Hue to the Garden and tested the wall. 
He found It just four Inches “ out of plumb." He did not care 
to say anything about that, aa the managers bad ordered an ex¬ 
amination and were satisfied that the wall was safe. This gen¬ 
tleman said that tbe bulging of the wall was well known to every 
one connected with the fair, and was so evident that almost all 
the employee spoke about It. 

A gentleman of some experience In tbe building line said that 
the accident waa due to the flimsy structure of the extension, 
which was mainly supported by an eight-inch brick wall. This 
wall, he represented, bad settled and drageed the roof from Its 
original fastenings. The weight of the pictures, the number of 
people that crowded tbe rooms snd the vibration occasioned by 
the dancing caused tbe walla to collapae. That the management 
had some Intimation of the Impending danger may be learned 
from the fact that the services of an architect bad been called 
Into requisition to pass upon the trustworthiness of the building. 
According to all accounts he pronounced It safe. Later In the 
day, however, unmistakable evidence of the Insecurity of tbe 
place was manifest to none-professlonal eyes. Captain Berghold 
reports that Officer Lynch, of hla command, had Ills attention 
attracted to the Insecure condition of this portion of tbe build¬ 
ing. A gentleman who had been In the art gallery Informed 
Officer Lynch about au hour previous to the crash that lumps of 
tbe celling had fallen In and narrowly escaped Injuring some of 
the spectators. This gentleman, It appears, beesme alarmed for 
the security of tbe place and took a hasty departure. In leav¬ 
ing he told the officer of the cause of bis uneasiness, and that 
official Immediately took a general survey of the concern and sat¬ 
isfied himself that there were just grounds for the gentleman’s 
apprehensions. Officer Lynch thereupon sought out Mr. Mackay 
sod tried to Impress upon that official that the new extension of 
tbe Madlsoo-avenue wall waa Insecure, and that the people as¬ 
sembled In that section were running a risk by remaining up 
stairs. 

Madison Square Garden has been tbe scene of mauy catas¬ 
trophes since Its erection, accidents of a serious nature having 
frequently occurred there. Id May, 1875, a fire broke out and 
threatened to assume gigantic proportions, but owing to the 
presence of mind dlsplayod by the officials It waa extinguished 
after slight damage had been done. On March 18, last year, 
while the International walking match was In progress a gallery 
gave way, precipitating a hnndred people to the ground, lufllct- 
Ing Injuries more or less serious on many of Its occupants, and 
cauelug great excitement In the city. While In the hands of Mr. 
Barnum, who used It as a hippodrome, many alarming accidents 
happened In tbe ring. Circus riders were thrown from their 
horses, performers on tbe trapeze fell headlong to the round, 
and broken limbs and cracked beads were the rule and not tbe 
exception among the employee of the show. Tbe present lament¬ 
able calamity, however, exceeds any that have yet occurred In tbe 
building, disastrous aa the record of previous misfortunes un¬ 
mistakably Is. 

Ton Mayor and thz Doos.—A short time since the City 
Council passed a law requiring the owners of dogs to psy two 
dollars each for them, with tbe understanding that all dogs 
found at large not licensed should be taken to a pound, and If 
not claimed within a certain number of days, should be killed. 
Instead of carrying out these provisions tbe Mayor has ordered all 
dogs found at large not muzzled shall be killed A more out¬ 
rageous Injustice was never perpetrated. Tha owner of a dog Is 
required to pay a tax of two dollars for It, and yet Is not given 
any value In return for hie money, for M tbe dog is found at 
large, notwithstanding the tax has been paid, It la killed. Of 
what protection Is tbe payment of a tax to the owner of a dog I 
Why should a tax be demanded and tbe dog not protected by tbe 
payment of It! As It stands now, the licensed dog his no ad- 
vantsge over tbe unlicensed dog, for so long as a dog la muazled 
It la safe, while the one for which two dollars has been paid, If 
not mutated, la killed. Tbe Mayor by falling to comprehend the 
■abject la defeating the provisions of the law, and breaking faith 
with those owners of dogs who have compiled with the city ordi¬ 
nance. Tbe disgusting spectacle la dally witnessed of dogs 
slaughtered on the streets by a police force vhleh should be em¬ 
ployed sgalnat the hordes of thieve* which Infest the city, snd 
for which taxpayers are supposed to pay them. No other city 
In the world tresis the owners of dogs to such a dishonorable 
manner, and no other el'y In tbe world dealt with tbe question 
In such an Inhuman and unintelligent way aa Chicago, and for 
It tbe Mayor la directly responsible.

We have the finest and roost attractive scenery to 
be found ou the conliueui, and it is all easily accessible. In the must 
delightful spots our enterprising citlsens h tve erected hotels and board¬ 
ing Louses, with accommodations and appointments In every way as 
comfortable aud convenient as can be found in our largest cities. The 
Interestof our people Is shown in tbe constrnction of well-made high- 
wavs, by the introduction of railroads and telegraphs at all frequented 
points, and even locomotives and cars heavily freighted with passen¬ 
gers uow eo to the top of our highest mountain, ana pass the night fre¬ 
quently above the clouds. ftuch are the facilities now give i tourists 
who seek from early Bummer to late in Autumn Ihe pure water and air 
aiuoug our mountain*, and tbe picturesque scenery that surrounds them 
on all sides. It in for our advantage to have t. ese people here—ladies 
ana gentlemen of cultivation atid refinement as well as of pecuniary 
means. Their presence, with their cultivated manners, is a benefit, 
especially to our boys aud girls who do uot have the means or the op- 

E ortunlty to leave their country homes. How snail we attract aud 
eep such people with us* It 1- an important question, but lr is easily 
answered: By offering every Inducement in our power. There are 
other attractions which Invite strangers to our state; there are 
sports which are eoioycd by the guuoer as well as the angler. 
These sports are both healthful aud exciting, and have been en¬ 
joyed by certain classes in all ages of the world of which we have 
authentic history. Wherever they cau find game and fish they will 
certainly go. and rarely reckon tbe costa attending their excur¬ 
sion*, reeling sufficiently paid If they succeed in bogging a 
reasonable amount of anything of which they are in pursuit. A great 
mauy parents living in the thickly settled perilous of the countrv have 
children whom they are anxious to remove from the epidemics and dls- 
tempos which frequently rage In such places in the heated seasons. 
Such people seek cool and healthful resorts, and are willing to pay lib¬ 
erally for their board and the attentions ^hown them. Men of large 
means who have children at school desire that their vacations shall be I 
parsed in localities removed from corrupting influences, and it will be I 
found that large uumbers pass their vacations with us. As a rule, all 
such lads like the sports of flshiugand guuuing, and not unfrequently 
the father joins heartily in the sports with the son. Now If we can get 
ihiB class of visitors, we should, in my jiidgmcui, offer every Induce¬ 
ment to lu vile them here. There are lu almost all the towns in the 
state, more or less brooks which have an abundant supply of never 
Tailing water,and excellent feed for trout, which huve never hceu con¬ 
taminated by sawdust from mills, or any other substance deleterious to 
the growth of fish. My view has always been that a reasonable effort 
of our commissioners should be made to stock and restock such »treams 
with trout, a fish which stands at the head of all others In h autv, game 
quality, aud deliciousuess, and within the reach of every one, antinot de¬ 
vote so much time and expense to tbe introduction of the salmon, which 
can, under the most favorable circumstances^ Introduced luto but few 
streams in the state. I would do all for the salmon that Is reasonable, 
but not at the expense of other varieties, from which ihe great bulk of 
our people derive pleasure and profit. The trout is the standard among 
fl"h. as the Baldwlu apple la among fruit, and la universally acknowl¬ 
edged such. 

The more we have the better, and the wider spread the greater the 
satisfaction. The number of brooders should be increased tcn-folu at 
the hatching establishment, at Plymouth, as there is ample room for 
the liouds, and the facilities for hatching the spawn should be Increased 
In like manner, if necessary. The outlay would be trifling, when com¬ 
pared with the results It is estimated on good authority that 1. 000,000 
trout cau be hatched for a sum not exceeding $200 When It Is under¬ 
stood that this choice variety offish with which we all feel acquainted 
is Introduced all over our stnto. in the small brooks and streams, as 
well aa In the large bodies of water, and properly protected for ouly a 
short time, the people will willingly give this enterprise a cordial and 
hearty support. We want the introduction of fish that can come within 
easy reach of onr citizens, with as little expense to them as possible, 
and not those varieties which are shy of the hook and difficult to cap¬ 
ture. Most people cannot afford to purchase costly fishing gear or 
bear the expense of visiting ponds aud lakes at a dlslauco. in Wluter nr 
bummer, to catch the game fish taken only with ••kill by expert and 
professional fishermen. Wc want every variety as widely distributed 
as possible. Within my owu knowledge, brooks in the vlcluity of my 
home, several in number, thirty or forty yearn ago, and even at a more 
recent period, used to abound lu trout aud some of them grew to a re¬ 
markable size. N w it Is difficult to catch any, owing to a variety or 
causes l>nt more p irtlcularly to indiscriminate Ashing during the whole 
time tue br .oka are free of Ice. The same is true, no doubt, In all the 
towns in the state. 1 hope special effort will be made by tbe commis¬ 
sioners to obtain the spawu of the trout, while they are enlarging 
their number of breeders, by purchase, if necessary, and expcudiess 
money for Ihe salmon family. 

Owing to the uneveness or our entire territory, the lakes, ponds and 
streams, large and small, are conveniently located aud easy of access. 
For that reason our visitors arc not compelled to crowd Into one 
locality as they are in some of the other states, where the points of 
Interest are circumscribed by narrow geographical lines. 

It matters not how high the position men occupy lu statesmanship, 
literature or art. If they have tbe taste for hunting and fishing they will 
seek the localities which afford such recreation, and especially if it cau 
be obtalued In the locality of their birthplace. We can Instaneu our 
own great son, Mr. Webster, who found bis greatest delight, when re¬ 
lieved from the cares of state, iu roaming over the places «.f his boy¬ 
hood, In bunting aud fishing. 

The subject or fish early attracted the attention of our people. Dr. 
Belknap In his excellent history of New Hampshire, lu speaking of 
our different varieties of fish, says: •*The bass was formerly taken In 
great plenty. In the river Plscataqua, but by the injudicious use of nets, 
in the Wluter, this fishing was almost destroyed. After the ml-cutef 
was done a law was made agnlmt it. but the bass have never resorted 
to this river lu great numbers. It la aald by some that fish which are 
spawned in rivers, and descend to the sea, return to those rivers only 
where they are spawned. If this principle be true, the breod might be 
renewed by bringing some of the bass which ore caught In the Mcrrl 

mack river, alive, over the land to the uoar* st part of the waters of the 

PIscBtaqna, a distance of uot more than twelve miles. This must be 
done before the spawning season, and might very easily be accom¬ 
plished H 

Thus we sae that Dr Belknap had a clear aud Intelligent notion about 
the propagation of fish, which has since been practically demonstrated. 
The same variety of bass are now takou lu considerable quantities In 
the Exeter river between South Newmarket and Exeter, aud so India 
criminate has been the capture of this delicious variety of fish, by 
those eager to Mil them for the high price they command in our large 
cities, 1 understand our own commissioners have been obliged to inter¬ 
fere aod Impose restrictions. From 1830 to I8M l distinctly remember 
of seeing these fish caught through the Ico In thu narrow places lu tbe 
river, aa they drifted along with thcrlslug tide. 

In speaking of salmon, the same author says: “ The salmon formerly 
frequented tbe river Placatanua, but the numerous dams built across 
Its branches have obstructed tlin course of this valuable flsh, and it baa 
for many year* totally forsaken tbe river. It still asceuda the Saco, 
Merrimack, and Connecticut the two last to their farthest head. In ths 
former, a projecting rock la tbo great foil, near ttuuday a rock, forma 
an Insurmountable obstruction, but there Is a free course for ihla fish 
up the branch called theOsalpcc." The asms historian also apeak*of 
the trout aa belug In all onr streams; of tbe regulations imposed upon 
all In refcruucu 16 HUBIOB fishing. Only three days were allowed per 
week for catching tbmu, leaving an unobat. acted passage for four days 
From the above we get a good Idea of Dr. Belknap's views, showing 
that be poeeeaaed sensible notions on the subject, and carefoliy ob 
•erved the abates then practiced which soon led to bed results. 1 
hope we shall remedy the evil when ths subject la fully understood, 
and Its Importance appreciated br our people. 

I bardly expect tbe salmon end shad win ever again be found In our 
stream* to tbe extent they were before their passage was Interrupted 


by the orectlon of ihe high dams of oar extensive manufacturing cor¬ 
porations; but l do expect to see them In reasonable abundance,to snp- 
ply the demands of each articles of food, at a reasonable rate. 1 do 
how ?l e !i oar br °obs sanplled with trout, and our pond* 
and lakes with black land locked saltnou, and the other varieties 
which our commissioners aud those of Massachusetts are from time to 
time placing In our waters. Mr. Hayes, of our own board, has done a 
successful work In placiug In many sheets of water large numbers of 
the black baas, which are a hardy and desirable fish. Our commission¬ 
ers cannot watch and protect all the streams and sheets of water 
they slock with fish, and I again urge the people to protect (heir work, 
and bring to punishment the offenders against the law, and It la not an 
unreasonable request. 

Thus far 1 have spoken of fish, but the name of your organlsal^o 
suggests another departmeut in which you are interested—the game In 
our state. 

We may entertain different views, but It is well to get at an honest 
expression of them. We have some fur-bearing animals which need 
protection and encouragement. We have others which are a nuisance 
anil a pest. To the great variety of birds, wllb rare exceptions, the 
fullest protection should be given. Iu our state, at the present time, 
there are mauy more acres covered with growth of some sort, than there 
were forty or fifty years ago. This growth Is small, hut particularly 
adapted to the partridge, woodcock, snipe, quail, pigeon, grouse, and 
many other smaller birds. Most of these birds are Inoffensive, and we 
hear but little complalut about them. I have, however, heard many 
formers complalu that tbe partridges bud tbelr apple trees in the late 
Fall and in toe Wluter ana Spring, and consequently they have a re¬ 
duced crop of apples. 1 do not readily fall Into this belief. I rely In 
part on my own observation, which strengthens me in maintaining a 
contrary view. I ask pardon and indulgence if I make an allusion to 
myself. 1 have au orchard away from my duelling house on a road uot 
much traveled, located within a short distance or a growth where part 
ridges frequent, though not in large numbers. I have often been to 
this orchard when several partridges have flown from the trees and 
from the ground under them. They were there for the purpose of bud¬ 
ding or getting something to eat, but the fact of their being In the 
orchard has not been prejudicial to abouutifu) crop of apples, as some 
of the trees, and ibose where 1 discovered the partridges, produce from 
forty to fifty bushels each. A large story to tell, but 1 venture it. The 
amount is certuinly more lhau an\ ordinary tree ought to bear. We 
often hear frnit-growers say their trees bear too abundantly aud they 
ought to have picked off the bio soma or the fruit when it was small, 
in order to allow ihe remaining fruit to develop larger, fairer and bet¬ 
ter. If the partridges destroy a few buds out of the innumerable num¬ 
ber, and thereby diminish the number of apples, we can see no particu¬ 
lar damage done to the orchards by these birds, and 1 am strongly of 
tbe opinion that Ihe partridge doea not injure the apple crop as fs gen¬ 
erally understood by tbe farmers. I suppose it is true that orchards 
will not flourish when too near forest growth, and in many instances tbe 
truecanseof tbe barrenness is attributable to other causes than part¬ 
ridge-. 

I notice that several flab aud game associations in Maine have ordered 
8,800 Messina or migratory quails for .hat state, to be liberated In the 
Spring at such places as the association* may determine upon. Penn¬ 
sylvania is also doing an immense work to this direction. This League, 

I am luformed, have also taken steps In the sumo direction for our own 
stale. When this work of introducing tbe different varieties of birds, 
fit for the table, shall be systematically undertaken, we may expect as 
good results as we do from the introduction of fl«h into onr waters. We 
make rigid and proper laws for the protection of these valuable birds, 
but we foil In the moet important part of tbe work, as I look upon the 
question. I would go for the complete extermination or the hawk, 
which is a deadly foe to all other birds, and of no conceivable advant¬ 
age, as far as I have been able to discover. They are a pest to the 
fanner who attempts to raise poultry, a destroyer of the young of useful 
birds, and the parent birds themselves while lncnbaling and rearing 
their young. Pigeons cannot flourish where these destroyers exist. 

The fox T regard in the same light amoug the fur-bearing animals. 
The for is of almost the lowest grade. The damage done to tne farmers 
alone in this stale by these sly. cunning, light-footed animals has never 
been properly estimated. They destroy the young lambs in the past¬ 
ures and tbe fowls about our farms, by day and by night; they prey upon 
the rabbits and hares,and upon the woodcocks,suipes,qualls, pannages 
aud all other birds that lay their eggs upon the ground. 

The hawks and foxes destroy an hundred fold more than gunners #r 
mischievous boys, for whom we make our rigid laws. 

I would show these pests no quarter nor give them protection, for the 
time aud money will b • wasted lu attempting to introduce birds of 
value, while we shield In any way their worst* enemies aud worthless 
destroyers. A few trappers and buutsmen like to catch and chase the 
fox, aud ord narily 1 would be os liberal as auy one In gratifying the 
tasies and pleasures of evoiy class of our citizens; but I can see no 
reason why a fox whose hide is not worth $2, should be In any manner 
protected when he destroys, it may be, hundreds of dollars’ worth of 
poultry annually, besides the other damage to which I have alluded. 

Our stale, and especially the older sect on*, I* fast c <tnlng Into 
growth favorable to the partridge family, and. with just protection and 
proper care, there is no reason why ihe game birds may not be speedily 
found in abuudaucc. 

If tbe same view, aa above expressed In reference to tb'* destroyers 
of game is entertaiued by the members of this league, and all others 
interested to have a supply within the reach of all, I nope there will be 
united action to secure a bounty sufficiently large to Induce hunters 
and trspp rs to catch every one they arc able. Thu formers of the 
state, as a class, arc very much intere-ted in this subject. 

This enterprise of fish-culture, of such paramount Importance, Is not 
sufficiently understood by our people. They have not given it the con¬ 
sideration it deserves. 

I urn iilad to see the liberality of the public journals in tbe state, and 
the williugness of the editor* and proprietors to publish such facts and 
Info mallon in reference to this Important work as come to them In in¬ 
telligent and tangible form. Tbe newspapers are the ouly medium 
through which valuable information cau be communicated to the great 
mass of the people. 

The commissioners should prepare in coudse form tbe result of their 
labors from time to time, in addition to their auoual report, in order 
that the public may know what waters have bceu stocked, with what 
varieties, aud such other information us will create au iuiorcst and 
secure co-operation in the work. 

If, hs Ills said, one-sixth part of the surface of our state Is water, or 
nearly one million of acres, and that the water wIII produce, or is capa¬ 
ble or producing. a< much food supply to the acre as the soil, certainly 
the subject should engross the attention and eulist the spmpatbic* of 
every well-wMier of his stale, for more than one half of Ihe state Is 
covered with undergrowth au<l forest, which is non productive, os far 
as yielding support to our population la concerned: Hut allow U>ai the 
water docs oot aud cannot produce one-quarter the amount of tbe land 
per acre, then it is a matter worthy of our encouragement, for the 
growth of the fish dec# uot require any labor, nud the crop I* more cer¬ 
tain than that upon the land, and less liable to failure. Wo need no 
chemical fertilisers, aud the purer we keep the water the more satis¬ 
factory the results. Iu any aspect wc may view it, we should not pass 
It by carelessly or inconsiderate'y It la destined to effect our material 
growth aud prosperity. More ^han three-fourths of the states are uow 
devoting their aticnilou to this subject, and as tbe couutry Increases iu 
population the supply offish will be an Important element In their 
support. Other nations have loug giveu attention to this matter, fully 
comprehending its Importance. The Dominion of < anuda la giving 
special attention to fish-culture, and nre hatching millions or salmon 
and other varieties yearly, and have already realized favorable results, 
for silmou are uow filling the rivers from which they had almost dis¬ 
appeared. 

Our own Interest requires us to keep pace with the rest, and onr 
known enterprise Is a sufficient guaranty that all proper action will be 
taken. 

Following ex-Gov. Prescott’s address, there was some dlecus- 
slou as to tbe boat method of Inducing an enforcement of the 
law lu Massachusetts, which was terminated by tbe adoption of 
a motion made by Dr. Spalding to commit tbe matter to the 
board of Fish Commissioners. The Doctor endorsee) heartily the 
address, particularly that portion of It which recommended more 
attention to the propagation and protection of trout, this being a 
flab which coaid occupy the streams In every section of tbe state, 
and the best of all the fluuy tribes. He did uot want to see any 
cessation of the efforts to restock the Merrimack with salmon, 
the possibility of which had been dearly demonstrated, bat be 
hoped to see more attentfoo giveu to trout. The salmon, trout 
and land-locked salmon are our three beet varieties, and our 
waters are adapted to these. A land-locked salmon requires a 
large pood with a rocky bottom and a large Inlet 
William W. Colburn, Eaq., of 8prlngfidd, Mass., the former 
secretary of the League, was glad to bear the Governor defend the 
much-abused partridge, and he concurred with him in thinking 
foxes need no protection. One fox, be said, was sufficient to 
afford amusement to quite a number of men for several days. In 
regard to the Messina quail, be waa oot very hopeful. 8ome 
sportsmen put out 800 in the vicinity of Springfield, two years 
ago, and they remained and bred In the vicinity but went away 
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in the Fell, end, as fer as 1* known, none of them returned. 
Their Inetlnct leede them to migrate loug distance* to the Sooth, 
end the probability Is that In doing this from New England they 
strike the ocean and are lost In an attempt to cross It. In the 
West they may perhaps be acclimated as they could go from there 
to the Qulf to Winter. The cause of the scarcity of partridges 
this year, Mr. Colburn ascribed It to several causes: Exhaustive 
shooting in Ihe Fall of 187S; the wood-tick or partridge-fly, 
which is fatal to the birds; the cold and stormy season when 
they were hatching last May and June; and the Increase In the 
number of skunks and foxes,w hlcb have multiplied largely owing 
to the small price paid for their fur. 

Hon. Joseph Kidder suggested that one reason for the 
decrease In fish In our streams 'is that the supply of fish food 
has diminished, and declared his belief that we must not only 
restock the waters with fish, but with Ash food. 

Governor Head Inquired whether black base destroyed trout 
and salmon. Mr. Powers replied that he didn’t know, but hla 
notion was that the rabbits were just as likely to destroy the 
bears in the mountains as the black bass to eat up salmon. 

Rev. Mr. Sears said the day had gone by when anybody need 
apologise for belonging to a fish league, or being a fisherman; 
and the clergymen especially had no such need, for the clerical 
record In that regard was an excellent one. The apostle* were 
fishermen, and deep-sea fishermen st that, which la the stupidest 
kind; and eminent divines In all ages have been leaving their 
books to go a-flshtng. Fishing furnishes sport to some and 
money to others, and as profit and pleasure are the chief of human 
alms, It ought to be good business. It Is estimated that every 
pound of trout costa the catchers s dollar, and somebody gets the 
money. It Is divided among railroads, farmers, the owners of 
teams, landlords and many others, and all these make money out 
of It whether the fisherman does or not, and he generally doesn’t 
care. So, too, of all game taken In the state. But the money 
motive Is really the lowest one In the esse. Fishing brings better 
returns than those which are apparent to all.

Duck Shooting at Honroe, Mich. 

Painbsvillb, Ohio, April 17, 1880. 

Editor Chicago Fibld: —Breathes there a man with soul so 
dead who never to htineelf bath said, where can I go to find some 
good shooting I 

Ergo, as I have just returned from a duck-bunting trip to 
Michigan, I will relate in this article what I saw and did there In 
hopes it will be the means of enlightening some fellow sports¬ 
man who may be in doubts where to go on his next shooting 
or fishing trip. In so doing I do what I think all true sports¬ 
men should endeavor to do who write for any sporting journal, 
that Is to say, If be finds a good locality where game Is in abun¬ 
dance, to inform his fellow sportsmen of the fact and never to 
forget the golden, rule. 

To begin with, I did all my bunting at Monroe, Michigan. I 
left Cleveland at seven o’clock, a. m., on the morning of the 6th 
Inst., reaching Monroe on or about noon of the same day, where 
I was met at the depot by that most genial of sportsmen, Mr. John 
Davidson. Through his advice I went to what Is now called the 
Park Hotel, formerly Strong’s Hotel, of which, more anon. Mr. 
Davidson bad a punter already engaged for me, who proved to be 
a first-class man In every respect. After taking dinner at. the 
hotel I repaired to my room to don my shooting rig, my punter 
loading my shells in the meantime, after which we started for the 
boat-houses, about ooe-balf mile distant. Reaching there, we 
shoved out a boat, and placing therein about fifty decoys, com¬ 
posed of blue-bills, red-heads and canvas backs, started for w bat 
Is called the North Marsh, where we found the blue-bills very 
plenty. My punter selected a very desirable location for a blind, 
and after placing me in It and putting out the decoys, shoved off, 
and the fun commenced. 

I bad hardly time to get the Bhells in my gun before the ducks 
began to come in to my decoys. In about as many minutes I had 
ten ducks down. Not thinking of having such royal sport I had 
only forty shells; as a consequence I was out of them In an hour 
and a half, but with thirty-two ducks to show for them, which 
was not bad by any means. Think of It, Mohawk, a man coming 
one hundred and fifty-seven miles, going to a hotel, eating his 
dinner, loading his shells, rowing three miles and having thirty- 
two ducks to show for It before four o’clock. Had I hsd 
plenty of shells on that afternoon I think I could have killed at 
least seventy-five ducks, as they were, you might say, “ just a com¬ 
ing In” as we picked up our decoys and started for town. 

On Wednesday morning we turned out early and reached the 
grounds by daylight, but it was very cold to sit In a blind, and 
after shooting about two hours, killing flfteeo,we took up onr de¬ 
coys and returned to the hotel. 

On Thursday noon I made all arrangements to go down again 
when my punter came to the hotel and informed me, much to my 
disappointment, that there were no ducks around, ss they were 
all sitting over on the lake which was very smooth. Upon receipt 
of this bit of bad news, Mr. Davidson, who bad just taken dinner 
with me, kindly invited me to go ont to bis place and spend the 
afternoon, which Invitation 1 esgerly accepted. Upon reaching 
there I could hardly wait to be Introduced to the members of his 
family before expressing a wish to visit his kennels, at which 
Mr. Davidson was not surprised, knowing my passion for sport¬ 
ing dogs. 

The first dogs shown me were a brace of bitch pups, both 
white, black and tan. and although one Is a blue and the other a 
native, they resemble each other very much. The pup* were 
Abbess, thirteen months old out of native Fanny by Afton, and 
Glengyle, seventeen months, out of Doll by Rob Roy. These 
bitches for young dogs are not only perfect beauties, bnt are re¬ 
markably fast and quarter the fields very finely. The next brace 
brought out are, Mr Davidson thinks, two a* fine dogs a* this 
country affords. They were Johnny Fsa, whit*, black and ticked, 
ont of Doll by Rob Roy, and Douglas by Dash II, out of Doll. 
The former seventeen months, the latter nearly three yean of 
age. 

This brace of dog* are, one might say, perfectly broken and 
very fast. I understand their owner values them at $1,000. I 
was next shown the red Irish setter Byron by Bob out of Friend 
sod Alls*, a black and white ticked imported bitch three years 
old. These two are to be exhibited at the New Tork bench show, 
and I opine will stand a good chance of winning, for two hand¬ 
somer animals of tbelr kind I never looked at. After turning this 
brace Into their kennels, Mr. Davidson released a beautiful pair 
of bltcbee, Lauderdale and Lldderdale, the former a blue and the 
other a white, black and tan. This brtoe, although not as fast 
as tome others shown, trt beautiful workers; In fact, I don’t know 
M I would want a batter bitch tor woodoock* and ruffed grooa* 


than Lldderdale Mr. Davidson then brought out a powerful 
orange belton bitch by Chester oat of Flora. Bald bitch I have for¬ 
gotten the name of, but she It a clipper, her owner having re¬ 
fused $250 for her several times. We took her to a back lot, 
and In less time than It takes to writ* It, she had pointed a snipe 
In grand style at thirty yards distent. Mr. D. sent back to hla 
boose for s gun, and placing It In the writer’s hands, told him to 
flush sod kill the snipe, which was done. But probably as fine a 
dog or bitch ss Mr. Davidson owns, la blue blooded Doll. I did 
not aak him what value he placed on her, but I surmise It would 
take s good sum of mousy to buy her. I was shown many flue 
dogs and pups other than these, but cannot recall their name*. 

Tbs entire kennel were In perfect ooudUlou, and showed their 
care sod flue breeding In every action. The rest of the afternoon 
was spent in talking over the event* of the season, dogs, guns, 
and kindred topics. After Ukiog tea with the family and bid¬ 
ding them adieu, Mr. Davldeoo brought me Into town. I shall 
alwaya recall this afternoon ss being one of the pleesanteet I ever 
spent. It could not fall to be otherwlae, for Mr. Davidson has 
Ibe faculty of making bis friends feel perfectly at home, and does 
all In bis power to make It pleeaant for them. But to resume: 
To tboee who care more for the duck hunting than the dogs, I say, 
beg perdon, bnt liking dogt ai I do, I could not very well help 
bat sey a few words abont them. 

On Friday morning, abont tour o’clock might have been seen a 
man clad In the reguletton suit of dead great color, with a box 
and gun walking rapidly through the streets of Monroe, In the 
direction of the boat-bonsee ” That man wm me.” Btartlng 
with my pnnter, we went over Into the south marsh and across 
the bay. It was very cold on this* morning, and the ducke did 
not fly ” worth a cent," and what I did shoot were shot ” wild." 
However, I succeeded In killing twenty-nine with sixty shells, 
after which I told Louie, the punter, to ‘'pick up" and we would 
go back. On Saturday afternoon, Mr. Sink, the owner and pro¬ 
prietor of the Park Hotel, a commercial traveler of Buffalo, and 
the writer, each took a punter and went out to slaughter the 
blue bills. While out on the marsh we encountered a difficulty 
which all sportsmen who ever shoot at Monroe sooner or later 
meet with. A strong southwest wind arose and drove the water 
out of the marsh, so much so that while shooting I had to move 
my blind nearer to the water’s edge several times. I mentioned 
the fact of the water lowering to my punter several times, end 
expressed my fears as to oar being able to get out, but as he was 
In no ways alarmed I kept on shooting. We all shot till near 
dark, and then “picking up” started for home. But, alas! 
where large ponds lay when we went down were now beautiful 
green Islands, and after going but a short distance we fonad our¬ 
selves fast In the mud. There was no alternative but to get out 
In the mud and water and drag and shove the hosts through. 

Mr. Sink and the writer and also one of the punters bad on 
long boota,bnt the rest of the party were not so fortunate. Was 
It hard work wading over one’s knees In the mudt Deliver me 
from ever again getting caught in such a scrape. The water had 
lowered two and a half feet In lees than two hours. In the fast 
gathering darkness could now and then be seen a pickerel trying 
to escape to deeper water, which many of them failed to do after 
receiving a terrible stroke from a paddle or oar In the hands of 
some one of the party. Mr. Sink appeared more bent on killing 
fish than on reaching home. We were ebout two hours In going 
eighty rods, but finally reached deep water and went on our way 
rejoicing, reaching the hotel about nine o’clock tired and with 
appetites to frighten any one unaccustomed to seeing hunters 
eat. 

After doing justice to an ample supper and smoking our clgsrs 
we felt little worse for the afternoon’s experience. We brought 
In shout forty ducks, and had I not had trouble with my shells 
mleelog fire would have killed more than that number myself, ss 
I had a most sdvantageous location. 

On Monday morning I arose at three o’clock and with toy 
punter started fora mornlDg’a shoot. We took with us a porta¬ 
ble blind made of rushes and about seventy-five decoys. Upon 
reaching the shooting grounds we found the ducks very plenty. 
They would hardly allow na to get the blind and decoys In posi¬ 
tion before proceeding to come into them. I killed thirteen when 
I bad the misfortune to break one of the plungers of my gun, 
after which I could use only one btrrel, but I succeeded In knock¬ 
ing down thirty more, making forty-three In all. By having 
the nse of only one barrel I lost many opportunities of making 
double shots. On Tueedsy morning I again went to the same 
location, bat the ducki had become acqnalnted with me and my 
business and would not "come to.” 

I only shot twenty and they were all shot “ wild." Thus 
coded my duck shooting, as I had to return home the next day. 
In all 173 docks In seven half days’ shooting, or three and one- 
half days In all. A pretty good showing I should think. 

If this should be the means of leading any one to go to Monroe 
I will say they can either stop at Guyer’s, a sportsman's boarding 
house on the river, or do ss I did, go Into the city and stop at 
a good hotel like the Park, where can be found the beet of ac¬ 
commodations. 

Mr. Sink, the proprietor of this hotel, Is from Chtcavo, snd a 
sportsman of the first water, and doea all In bis power to mske 
It pleasant for hit guests. He Intends to mske the hotel a head¬ 
quarters for sportsmen stopping at Monroe. 

Strangers will be directed by blm where to find game at any 
season of the year, and If they to desire he will furnish them with 
pnnter* at a moment’s notice. Tbit hotel has lately been over¬ 
hauled, refitted snd refurnished, making It very attractive and 
homelike. 

Among the many attractlona of Monroe Is its bass fishing, 
wblcb, I understand, Is unsurpassed. In the near future I trust 
I shall have the pleasure of casting my line In the waters of the 
Rmlsln, end If I kill ss many fish ss I have docks, shall be more 
than satisfied. Nanit. 

Another Word for the Small Bore*. 

Tbbnton, Mo. 

Editob Chicaoo Field :—Boston having come to my assist¬ 
ance, I feel encouraged to add another word for the smell bores. 
It la my experience that an excuse Is usually found for being 
beaten; sometime* the shot I* too large, the next time It It too 
smell; then the powder It too coarse or too fine. It Is the same 
old story. Tbs big gnna used In your trial fall back behind the 
powder when every man knows, who knows enongh to talk gnn 
st all, that the smaller the bore the finer the powder should be. In 
the monster Krnpp rifle guns the powder used la a hexagonal prism 
an Ineh In length and diameter. 

It Is also wall known that greater Initial velocity can be ob¬ 
tained In any given gnn with coefte then with fine powder, the 
powder not being too ooane for the gnn. It ta true that the 
fnore rapid the Ignition of a given quantity of powder the more 
violent the rxploslon, and It I* also trna that fine powder of the 
tame density Ignite* more rapidly than eon na powder. But It l( 
not necessary to make powder very fine In grain to secure rapid 
Ignition; that reaalt can be reached equally wall by making the 
powder porous. Bnt notwithstanding the feet that rapid burning 
powder, other things being eqnal, generates more foro*, It does 
not necessarily follow that better result* -can b* obtained with 
fine powder. 


The converse Is true. The splendid advancement In the re¬ 
sult* of modern artillery practice has been seconded In no email 
degree by Increasing the slse of the grain of powder used. The 
explosion of very rapid burning powder It a violent, rending 
force. By using more ooane powder the tame force ta obtained 
bnt more gradually. An smonnt of force can that be obtained 
with ooane powder In a given gnn that could not be obtained 
with finer powder without seriously endangering It. The larger 
the bore of a gnn the morn rapidly powder will born In It; hence, 

If the powder need In the gun trial was too coarse for the large 
boras, was It not alto too ooane for the pop-guns I 

I am now subjecting an E. C- Green, 16-bore, weighing ty lbs. 
to the best of actual work In the field against a 9$ lbs., 12-bore 
Parker, and to far I find that the little gnn hold* It* own on any. 
thing, from a Canada gooae down to a snipe. The Parker ta an 
excellent gnn, bnt I think the little Green, gnn will bring tbe 
most game to beg In the ooane of an all-day hunt.

For the last two weeks geeee of all kinds 
have been more plenty along tbe Mleeonri river, and In the grain 
and corn fields on the Missouri river bottom, than for several 
years, and a great many have been brought to bag. Mr. J. W. 
Cook and hts father killed, on last Friday morning, near Cal. 
Junction, six miles west of here, over decoys, sixteen geese, In s 
little while. Nearly every party going ont brings In from one to 
tlx geese, besides the ducks killed. There has been glorious 
sport here tor tboee havlug the time to enjoy It. By the way, 1 
must give the sportsmen reading the Chioaoo Field s new snd 
easy method of dividing game between parties, where there Is 
only one goose between the two, ss stated by an eye-witness. 
This week a party consisting of one man and two young 
boys, took positions In a grain-field near town to lay for 
the geese. Soon a large flock came In over the old man, when he 
let go both barrels of hla No. 16 gnn, but nary a goose came to 
dust; the flock kept on sod swung around near one of the tads, 
who let go tbe old musket snd down came a gooae, when tbe old 
man started on the run for tbe boy, and grabbing bold of the 
gooae claimed It ss his; but the boy hung on, claiming that It was 
hla old musket that sent blm to grass. The old man finding be 
couldn't mske the boy believe be killed the goose, said to Ibe 
boy: " Well, I don't care to be amall or hoggish about this thing 
—let's divide,” so out came the old msn’s jack knife, and the 
goose was laid In halves from neck to tall, tbe old man walking 
off with one half and the boy contenting hlmaelt with the other 
half.

Salmon and Trout Afigllng. 


The angling season for both salmon and trout has commenced. 
The acta of parliament passed In 1868 for the better preservation 
of Inland fisheries curtailed the " close season,” and added to 
the “open eeaaon ” a part of the month of February, a part of 
the month of September, and the whole of October, during which 
latter period some good sport may be bad both In rivers and 
lakes. The demolition of the far too numerous fixed engines 
which had overspread the tidal portions of rivers has been the 
means of opening them up, and removing many serious and 
fatal obstructions which presented themselves to the fish on their 
return from the sea. 

During the Spring months the early or Spring salmon fishing, 
as It Ig termed, la In Its prime. About the middle of May It has 
declined, as we approach the peal or grilse season, when the 
second or 8ummer run of fish takes place. The peal or grilse, 
though lees In else and weight than the 8prlng fish, are by no 
means less vigorous, and in most rivers present themselves In a 
formidable array, and afford excellent sport. The heavy Spring 
fish may bold out for a harder and more protracted contest with 
the angler, but the wiry and active peal does not less test pisca¬ 
torial skill and Judgment. The best time for the Spring salmon 
fishing Is during the wanner hours of the day. It Is quite time 
eDougb to commence angling about ten o’clock In tbe forenoon, 
and to close about four in tbe afternoon. As tbe days become 
longer and the evenings milder, fish will take well up to sunset. 
In the pesl sesson the very earliest and latest hours prove the 
most successful; and in Summer and Autumn mornings the 
angler may be seen at hts work as early as four o’clock, from 
which time he continues to ply his art until nine or ten In tbe 
forenoon, when ha retiree until the later afternoon hours Invite 
him again to try his skill. It not unfrequently happens that a 
fish, which had risen falsely and refused to take the fly in tbe 
early part of the day, has been captured In tbe evening. It Is 
not advisable to continue to fish over a salmon that hts refused 
to take upon being presented with a change of files; far better 
to let him rest for a little, and having marked the spot where he 
rose, try him again when the sun hss declined. Another plan 
which has been suggested In the case of a false-rising fish Is to 
cross to tbe opposite bank, and bring the fly over him from the 
contrary direction. However, the real “tug of war ’’ takes plsce 
during tbe afternoon fishing, more particularly If a salmon should 
happen to be hooked about dusk; success will then altogether 
depend upon tbe coolness and steadiness of the angler. 

In Scotland the natives never think of angling for salmon 
when tbe days are bright and the water clear and low. The hours 
they select there are from eleven o'clock, or midnight, to day¬ 
break, when they are almost certain to be compensated by a 
good bag, filled with the heaviest fish from tbe pools. Unless the 
night happens to be comparatively a bright one, It Is both difficult 
and perplexing work to secure aud safely land tbe prey. The 
angler receives no previous Intimation of the enemy's Intention 
to make au attack. Slowly, silently, but deadly is his advance; 
there le no splash or tumble, no break of the water as In the 
day—his work is altogether carried on beneath the surface. A 
hard tug at the wheel, accompanied with a rapid revolution of Its 
axle, alone announces that the battle has begun; but the angler 
has one satisfaction—he knows that hts prey has been well and 
firmly hooked, as all fish are that take deeply; therefore he may 
press upon him tbe more confidently. Tet this will be far from 
compensating for the disadvantage of not being able to watch 
and anticipate bis movements as In the broad daylight Tbe 
dick wheel has been recommended for night fishing, for the 
alarm which It gives, and because tbe click prevents the line 
from runnli g out more freely than It should, thereby serving to 
obviate a " slack” being given to the fish. Besides, If the angler 
. should become Inattentive to his work, or permit hts thoughts to 
stray away to distant fields of contemplation, he becomes In¬ 
stantly aroused to a sense of duty and to the perils of bis sit¬ 
uation. The best description of salmon files for night angling la 
the following; A black or dark blue fur body, closely overlaid 
with broad silver tlosel, and a white Jib, and wings from tbe 
feather of a goose or swan quill. A bright grey body has merit, 
or ooe composed of equal parts of grey donkey’s hair and fox-cub 
fur of an ashy hue, well mixed together, with brownish wings 
from tbe tall feather of the golden pheasant. June and July are 
tbe best months for night angling, and there Is then much better 
hope of success, on account of the twilight, which continues 
throughout the night. 

When the water It low and tbe days bright, the fish conceal 
themselves In tbe deeps during the daytime; but at nightfall 
they move up to the shallows and heads of streams In search 
of food. A great deal depends upon the sort of night which has 
been selected; If there should he tbe least dew falling, not a fish 
will stir or look at a fly, such It tbe drowsy and deterrent effect 
produced on them by tbe dew tall. There must also be a good 
brisk wind, with a blue, overcast, and cloudy sky. On such a 
night as this there Is a certainty of good sport and the capture of 
tbe heaviest fish. In trout fishing after sunset, the “feed,” salt 
Is ter i.ed by anglers, Is also regulated by the dewfall. Some 
nights It lasts for a considerable Mine; but the moment the dew 
begins to fall, tbe hitherto active and busy trout, which ware 
splashing and tumbling about In all directions throughout the 
stream, become, as If by magic, silent, and for the remainder of 
the night not another move Is heard. Mr. Dunbar, In writing 
about tbe river Spey, remarks that “ many gentlemen angle all 
day, wheu tbe river Is low and the weather bright and sunshiny, 
without taking a single fish. After they return home Is the Uma 
tbs natives go lo work. I recollect a notorious poaching character 
showing me on one mnrn'nc im frwir then right salmon, 'wo of 
whlah aould weigh upwards of twenty pounds apiece, which be 
told me he had caught with toe ly after eleven o’eloek the night 


before." It la to be apprehended that, however fair .as regards 
sport tbe Inducements held out by night angling tor salmon may 
be, few save tbe poachers know much of Its results practically, 
or can testify much In its favor b The “ gentler brothers of the 
angle " much prefer at the midnight hour being buried In the 
depths of balmy slumber to wandering along tbe banks of a 
romantic stream, with Its beauties faintly shadowed forth In the 
dim grey twilight of a soft Summer's eight. 

Among tbe many artificial trolls which have been so Ingen¬ 
iously Invented for salmon and trout angling, tbe silk phantom 
minnow stands deservedly high In estimation, and If used In 
Spring, when salmon take a troll, will be found as effective as 
any of tbe ordinary natural baits, and will save much of the 
dlssgreeablenees arising from baiting the book with the salmon 
fry, trout fly, or loach, and, moreover, obviate the payment of 
the penalty attached to the possession of salmon and trout fry. 

The phantom minnow, wherever It has been used, has proved 
tobe a most decided success In trout-fishing, and during Spring 
and Autumn may be thoroughly relied on; and particularly In 
large lakes, where there Is a heavy run of fish, Its killing quali¬ 
ties cannot be over-estimated. On no other troll, natural or 
artificial, may a good day's angling be more surely staked In the 
commencement and end of the season. Of the phantom minnow 
there are two kinds—the one light-colored, and the other some¬ 
what deeper In shade. Tbe angler should always be provided 
with both kinds, and If fishing from a boat where trolling with 
two rods can be conveniently carried on, by letting each of them 
rest against a pin fixed for tbe purpose In the after-part of the 
boat, be should alternately change the minnows from the light to 
the deep water. Sometimes the dark ooe answers well dose to 
the shore, and vice verta the light one Is preferred by the fish. 
As regards trolling In salmon courses, It Is desirable to avoid It 
as much as po slble, as It has the effect of rendering the fish 
Indifferent to tbe fly. In some rivers It Is considered unsports¬ 
manlike to exhibit a troll, and lo general good fly-fishers much 
prefer not making use of It. But where fish prove sulky, or have 
been wounded by the fly book, It may perhaps be advantageously 
called Into requisition. Tbe shrimp has of late years been much 
employed as a bait for salmon, and should be mounted with 
swivels, and the bait-line leaded; but a similar objection to It 
holds good, and wherever It has been used there has been an 
end to tbe fly. In some rivers Its use has been Interdicted, and 
In general It should be dispensed with. In fact, It would be no 
loss to the angling fraternity If It should become the object of 
legislative prohibition, and find a place lo the same category as 
the other. Run the otter over a trout lake a few times, and you 
destroy the fiy-flshlng of It for a considerable period—even, per¬ 
haps, for the remainder of tbe season—and similarly does tbe 
shrimp damage tbe salmon course. They may do well for tbe 
greedy, selfish, and unscientific, but they should never find a 
place among tbe paraphernalia of tbe true and genuine sports¬ 
man. 

Salmon will not rise to the fly when the water Is above Its 
average height, nor when It Is too deeply colored. At tbe clearing 
of a flood, tbe angler may look forward to a good bag of both sal¬ 
mon and trout. In Spring, when frosty nights are succeeded by 
soft and mild days, salmon take freely. When the wind has 
cbtnged from a favorable point, as from south or west to north 
or east fishing Is most uncertain until the wind baa been fixed 
for so re time. The most propitious days for salmon-angling are 
those with rattling showers and light well-defined clouds, which 
Impart a healthy tinge to the water. Haxy days, or those ac¬ 
companied with a “ Scotch mist," are favorable. Salmon also 
take readily at tbe tall of a hall shower. The changes of new and 
full moon are supposed to exercise a lethargic Influence over fish; 
however, doctors differ on this point. With a low barometer 
fishing Is Invariably bad. And though “old Isaak ” says that 
“ he who waits for tbe wind will never sow," yet doubtless there 
are signs and Indications in the weather, which the angler should 
deem worthy of his attentive observation, and he who acts 
wisely will carefully note them. 

The best length of line for ordinary salmon angling Is about 
17ft., which will be found on trial as effective, and more con¬ 
venient, tban one of greater length. A fault common to novices 
In salmon fishing, and sometimes uuwlttlngly Indulged In by 
veterans In the art. Is the practice of striking a fish toy, hastily 
after be has risen to the fly. At least a couple of seconds should 
be permitted to elapse before striking the fish, so that he may 
have had time to fairly turn away from the angler. Tbe salmon, 
In descending with the fly to his place of rest, gives a sort of 
" roll,” which causes a break In the water. When the disturb¬ 
ance so caused has closed over him, then is the time to strike 
him. This should be done with the point of the rod lowered 
slantwise towards the water. In striking high, the fly Is apt to 
be dragged out of his mouth; but, though this delinquency may 
be accounted for and excused on tbe plea of nervousness, there Is 
an offense which Is totally unpardonable—that of giving a 
“slack ” to a fish after he has been hooked. This Is the gravest 
crime that an angler can be guilty of. Many a good fish has 
been lost by this imprudence after considerable play and when 
almost tired out. Though It Is, of courte.sheer madness to dream 
of stopping a fish on the run, yet t-e linn should never be per¬ 
mitted to pass so freely from the wheel that It may not be fairly 
taut during tbe entire time be Is furiously rushing along. When 
a fish comes to the surface splashing and tumbling, and spring¬ 
ing out of tbe water, acting the part of an acrobat, he should be 
held tightly, to prevent him throwing himself across the line, 
which be will decidedly accomplish If he Is Indulged with tbe 
least “slack." 

A wide difference of opinion seems to be prevalent among 
“ the brothers of the craft” as to the mode lo which a salmon 
river should be fished. 8ome are In favor of commencing at the 
head of each course, and fishing onwards and downwards to Its 
tall; others assert that the contrary plan Is far better—to begin 
at the foot and fleb backwards and upwards to tbe top, and so to 
proceed from pool to pool, passing on to the head of the river, 
alleging as a reason that, If a fish should be hooked near tbe 
middle or tall of the pool, he will not disturb the fish In the 
upper part, but will confine his play to tbe lower part of It. A 
salmon, after being booked, will, lo nine cases out of ten, run 
across and against the current, rather than go downwards and 
along with It. If tbe angler should prefer fishing upwards and 
backwards, he will place himself at a disadvantage. The reflec¬ 
tion of hts body, and tbe movements of bis rod, will be seen by 
each fish In tho pool long before he has bad an opportunity of 
bringing his fly ovar them, thereby tending to scare and render 
the fish timid and wary. In fishing from the bead of the stream, 
onwards and downwards, tbe first object that will attract the 
undisturbed Ash will be the fly, and that long before tbe angler 
has come near where he lies In the stream. Tbs natural course 
Of tbe river Itself Is onwards and downwards, and all objects 
upon and beneath Its surface are carried along In tbe same direc¬ 
tion. It may be held, therefore, that the angler should not pur- 
sue a coarse contrary to that which the analogy of nature 
suggests, nor, at his own personal Inconvenience, become retro¬ 
grade In hts movements. 

Salmon filas differ much from trout files, and particularly In 
having no counterpart In nature. They are, for the nxrt part, 
bat creations of tbe angler's fancy, and are tied more or lers 
gaudily, according to the streams that they are Intended for, as 


salmon are fond of whatever la attractive and showy. Salmon 
will sometimes take the trout fly In rivers where they have been 
for some time from tbe sea, and where they congregate In large 
numbers, but more by accident than as a fixed rule. A good 
angler must be provided with files of all kinds and sixes. Some¬ 
times nothing will be looked st but gaudy files; at others none 
but very plain ones. As tbe season advances there must be a 
corresponding change In the else and dressing of tbe salmon fly; 
both must be sensibly decreased. Though the various works on 
angling furnish lists of general salmon-files which will be suita¬ 
ble to any and every water, yet each river has Its own peculiar 
class of files, varying more or less In color, gaudiness, and alse. 
One who Is unacquainted with the proper files for a river which 
be may Ash for the first time will find It prudent to try the gen¬ 
eral files In the first Instance, and cow and agalu substitute for 
them other patterns which he found to be “ killers ” elsewhere. 
In this he must be guided by the state and appearance of the 
water which he fishes. 

It appears to be a grave mistake on the part of salmon fly tiers 
not to remember that salmon and trout feed on tbe same Insects, 
and that the salmon becomes accustomed to the appearance of 
the natural fly after he has been for some time resident In tbe 
fresh water, and that, therefore, they should select, for some of 
their patterns at least, the happy “ golden mean ” between the 
salmon and trout fly. It Is pretty certain that If they do they 
will produce a very killing class of salmon fly. 

There are two descriptions of trout files to which we may 
briefly call attention. They are Irish patterns, and are known 
as the Droraore and Inchlquln files. They have been found ex¬ 
cellent on both rivers and lakes for trout, and are first-class drop¬ 
pers for peal. In Ireland, on the continent of Europe, in Scot¬ 
land, and America, they have been tried, and have proved them¬ 
selves to be the right sort. As thev happen not to be very 
generally known, and are rather difficult to tie well, we append 
the following directions for tying them: “The general slxe la 
that of tbe peal or small salmon fly,” bat they are also tied some 
sizes less for light river fishing. “ Bite your link, and tie up to 
nearly opposite the beard of the book; put on yellow or silver 
tinsel for a tall; If silver, let your mohair tall be green and rough, 
but not too large; then put on three fibers of brown mallard as 
a Jib; next add a deep red hackle, proportioned to the size of the 
fly, after which your yellow tinsel; then break your fur to tbe 
consistency and quality you require, taking care to'twtst It well 
on the silk, and put It on carefully and rather thinly toward tbe 
tall part, but a little fuller toward the bead. Leave a portion of 
tbe shaDk bare for the wing and head ; then clip away the super¬ 
fluous fur that may Impair tbe lie of the hackle, which then put 
on—each turn before every row of tinsel, and two turns at the 
finish. Next take as much peacock-breast feather as you may 
deem sufficient for the body of the wing, and tie It fast; after 
which take a sufficient quantity of the brown mallard feather to 
form each side wing, which you must take care to keep distinct 
from each other, fasten well and clip properly; take some black 
ostrich feather or break some blue mohair for the bead, which 
twist well on the silk, and put on, taking care not to have It too 
full; then take a pin, separate, and double down the mallard 
feathers from the peacock breast feather, and knot twice between 
them." The colors used for this fly are cinnamons, clarets, 
browns of all kinds, olives, and tbe various bare'a-ear shades 
and mixtures. Widgeon feather may be substituted for the 
brown mallard. Tbe body may also consist of more than one 
color, as gray or hare’s-ear plain next the tall, and brown on the 
upper half of the body, or one-half of the body may be cinnamon 
and the remainder claret, fiery brown, or ollVe. The Inchlquln 
pattern Is similar, consisting of the same style of body, but lighter 
In form, and tbe smaller sixes untlnseled, with yellow or green 
Bilk tails, and having for wing plain rail's wing feather for the 
center, and strips of green peacock for the aide feathers. These 
are very pretty patterns, and form a handsome bunch of files, 
the deep brown mallard or widgeon backing and landrail wing 
‘contrasting most favorably with the 'rich green peacock-breast 
feather. As to their killing qualities, they need but a trial to es¬ 
tablish their excellence In this respect. 

The acquisition of the art of fly-tying is essentially requisite 
to constitute tbe accomplished angler, and no one unpossessed 
of It, however well provided be may be with files procured from 
tbe shops or from local professional fly-tiers. Is equal to tbe many 
and constant demands which will be made upon blm In his pisca¬ 
torial excursions, for dainty tlt-blts for both salmon and trout 
To become a first-class fly-tier tbe angler must become a student 
of nature, and In the case of trout-fishing be must carefully and 
accurately Imitate tbe natural files. No matter what may be 
affirmed to the contrary, a neat and precisely shaped fly, »ltb a 
body of the proper hue and appropriate wings, will prove suc¬ 
cessful, when the clumsier and less exact Imitations must prove a 
failure. Trout are exceedingly sharp-sighted, and will at once 
detect the leaat difference between the real and tbe counterfeit 
fly. A change of a hackle from light to dark, or the reverse, will 
not pass unnoticed, and will destroy the killing properties of the 

It Is this art of fly-tying, and consequent Imitation of the nat¬ 
ural files and Insects, that Invests angllug with the air of a 
science and takes from It tbe character of a mere practical acqui¬ 
sition, consisting only In a dexterous use of the rod and line. 
Each month has Its own peculiar brood of files and Insects, some 
of them continuing their existence for days and weeks, some of 
them changing their colors In proportion to their span of life, 
and others springing Into being In the morning, and, after bask¬ 
ing for a few short hours In a bright and genial sunshine, disap¬ 
pearing again for a season. To the casual observer, these tiny 
creatures that flutter along the bank, that dap up and down on 
the surface, and flit on rapid wing across tbe crystal stream,seem 
to present no appreciable variety. In bis estimation they are all 
alike, and without any distinction But such la not the esse. 
The fly angler who has made them his atudy.ln subserviency to bis 
fly-tying art, will Immediately discern and estimate their relative 
properties, and, opening the book of nature, he will readily dis¬ 
criminate between them, and detect points In which they essen¬ 
tially differ. Among them he beholds some having their bodies 
graduated In all tbe finely-tinted shades of green, from the light 
pea-green to tbe deepeat emerald. He sees browns Inuumerable; 
olives, clarets, fiery browns, clunsmons, yellows, blacks, and 
blues; greys, light and dark; some with parti-colored hacks and 
leg*; some spangled with gold, and others curiously tipped with 
silver; some with dark sepulchral-looking wings, and others 
o'erhung with a clear transparent and gauze like tapestry. 
To become thoroughly and practically acquainted with this 
but small portion of Nature’s handiwork, Is the aim of 
tbe fly-tier, and his business It Is to carefully Imitate those 
various and numerous natural files and Insects. For this purpose 
he must provide himself with a vast stock of materials. He 
must become a borrower from the animal kingdom, and both 
beasts and birds mast lend him tbelr aid. The torrid and frigid 
tones, tbe depths of the forest, aod the homesteads alike must 
eater to his wants; and where be falls to obtain all that he re¬ 
quires from these, he must call to his saalatance tbe art of man, 
and, by tbe dyer's skill and knowladgs, procure minutely precise 
ahedes of color, to enable him to approach as nearly as he may tbe 
productions wrought by Nature’s own delicate and curiously line 
finger.— Lotion MMd.

Do you intend to usurp the place I have beeu 
fishing In, and where if you will but look, you will see my Hues 
already sell” “ Beg pardon," answered Joe; "lam the last man 
In the world to infringe upon another's rights, but I am new at 
this piscatorial business, so excuse me.” " Never mind, ’said 
another person close by, “ throw In here; we will try our luck 
together." Joe was delighted, and all be wished for was to know 
bow to throw bis line; be would not expose his want of knowl¬ 
edge, so waiting a few minutes, he watched his hospitable com¬ 
panion, and did as near as he conld like him. Cheluck fell his 
sinker into the quiet pool; he waited a while, but no bite; he 
saw his confrere reel lu his line, so did he, but, remarked his 
friend, “ You have no bait upon your book; you must have had 
a nibble, dldu't you?” “Wbat,” replied Joe; “what do you 
mean by bait!” “ If you have no minnow on your book wbat 
the mischief is the fish to bite at! ' “ Why, when I bought those 
hooks and lines uo one ever said there was anything more needed 
than to pitch them into the stream and draw out the fish.”

Notes. 

Nashville, Texn.—F ish are more abundant tbla tban any 
season for many years past, and as a consequence our “ Wul- 
lonlans ” are holding high carnival. The late freshets In the 
Cumberland and Tennessee rivers have bad the effect of driving 
the myriad, of game fish which Inhabited their waters to a refuge 
In the tributaries in search of clear water,and the fall In the waters 


has been to gradual that the “ potters ’’ could not set their seines 
and traps at the mouths of the above named rivers, and thus de¬ 
stroy legitimate sport aud aid In the wholesale destruction of 
these fiuny beauties. 

Col. Charles E. Hillman, one of our most accomplished fisher¬ 
men, and a highly reliable person, has just returned from an ex¬ 
pedition to one of the tributaries of the upper Cumberland. He 
reports fish abundant and of good alse. He took several fine 
salmon (wall-eyed pike) one of which turned the beam at nine 
and one-half pounds; several smaller ones were also brought to hla 
creel. His opinion (a most valuable one) Is that these fish never 
leave the clear stream, but take to deep holes, places where they 
can remain undisturbed during their spawning. If they leave the 
smaller streams, It la only to go to the equally clear waters of the 
larger ones, after the period of freshets and long-continued rains 
of the WlntCT. As an evidence of this, he says that he has often 
noticed when the main rivers become muddy the run up the 
smaller streams begins Immediately; so quickly do they start, 
that In a creek where one day not a single fine fish could be taken, 
the next they would be found In quantities. 

He has no idea that our game fish go to the sea; he has known 
of Instances, where ealmon and bass have been noticed year after 
year during the 8ummer months In the same deep secluded pools. 
He thinks the Jack-JUh very rare, and not indigenous to these 
waters. As the Colonel Is an Intelligent sportsman of many years’ 
experience, I deem the above notes valuable to the scientific re¬ 
searchers on the subject of Southern fishes. 

A number of geutlemen,consisting of J. Houston, Mr. Durham 
and Andrew Croethwalt, had tome magnificent sport on Crow 
Creek, not far from Stevenson, Alabama. In one day the party 
took nearly a hundred pounds of bass, and “ jack.” In Mill 
creek, close by the city, great numbers of perch and a fair pro¬ 
portion of bass have been caught since the season opened. 

Col. Akers went down to8oulh Harpeth, but did not have a very 
good time, owing to the windy and rainy weather. Hermann 
Buckholx leaves for the same place this afternoon, and from 
present appearances will be able to make a good report.

Forbstvillb, Sonoma Co., Cal. —Since writing you I have 
assisted two of my neighbors in drawing two small ponds Each 
one of them was at the head of a cold spring. The fish were 
rather small, otherwise very nice. I did not take the dimensions 
of one pond, but there was not more than one eighth of an acre 
In It, and there were twelve or fifteen carp In It that would 
weigh from five to eight pounds, and 2,800 small fry. The other 
pond was sixty by seventy feet, stocked with one female and 
two male fish and there were 2,020 young fish, nice little fellows 
from three to four Inches long. I say the sight was simply grand. 
Every one here who has eaten them, declares them to be the 
sweetest fish that they ever tasted. Some say they are too 
sweet; others that they get too fat; but I say they don’t come to 
the table often enough to suit me. Levi Davis. 

A Monster Eel.— A monster Conger eel died recently In the 
Southport aquarium (England) full of ova which it was unable to 
part with. It measured six feet five Inches In length, two feet 
six Inches In girth, snd weighed ninety pounds. It was about six 
years old—they usually attain their full size In seven years. 
They are Irregular In their spawning seasons, and It Is not .known 
whether they spawn more than once Id a state of nature.

CHAPTER VI. 

The entrance to Havana harbor Is quite long and narrow. The 
harbor Is enclosed by high land and Is well protected from all but 
northerly winds, which occasionally make trouble among the 
shipping, especially with the lumber vessels, which are moored 
where they get the full force of the gale. On the right is a low, 
rocky point on which Is a large gun mounted behind a small 
breastwork. Also on the point are several small buildings built 
of stone or sun-dried brick, seeming, from the number of soldiers 
on guard and otherwise engaged In and around them, to be bar¬ 
racks, and for other government purposes. A few rode toward 
the city from lu Ponta, Is a very narrow strip of rocky beach, and 
here is when lumber Is landed, being towed out In rafts of 
16,000 to 18,000 feet from the vessels which lie farther In. From 
this place to the Custom House extends a massive parapet, hav¬ 
ing numerous large embrasures which served as places of repose, 
where some poor outcast might rest unobserved and In sleep 
forget his misery, though but a short time before guns had 
frowned from them upon passtug vessels. A wharf, separated 
by a high fence from the street, extends some distance, and Is 
used for landing general cargoes upon. The vessels are moored 
bow to the wharf and an anchor out astern Beyond this wharf 
are barracks and the wharf where coal for the gas-works la 
landed. 

The pilots have a room In the Custom House, and on a vessel 
being signaled at the Castle, put off In a large or small boat, as 
the tea Is rough or smooth. 

On the left, at the mouth of the harbor, crowning a high point 
of rock, It Castle Morro, looking decidedly formidable with Its 
high, thick walls and many guns. Near the edge of the rock It 
the llgbt-bouse and a few yards from It Is the signal station, 
from which, by means of various flags, the Intelligence of the 
approach of vessels Is conveyed to the city. 

The cattle or fort extends to a point opposite the Custom 
House, and It there about one hundred or one hundred and fifty 
feet above the water. It Is reached by a wide covered stairway. 
There Is a wharf bare and a landing place, and twelve-oared 
boats are almost constantly plying between this and the 
landing place at the Custom House, carrying soldiers back and 
forth. 

The harbor begins to enlarge bare, taking a sharp turn lo the 
left; wharves run the entire length of this side of the harbor at 
some of which coal Is discharged, while others seem built for the 
sole purpose of mooring decayed steamers to; a large floating dry 
dock Is placed at this point. The flsg-shlp of the station Is 
moored where she commands the channel, and a number of 
smaller war vessels are anchored In line up the harbor. Santa 
Catalina Is a prominent building on tbe left bank, In full view 
from lbs mouth of the harbor. It la low structure built cloea to 
tbe water, said at one lima to have been a slave mart, but now 
used as a sugar boose. 


A bulk Is anchored about half-way ^between tbe guard-ship and 
the light-house, on which are stationed men-of-war's men, whose 
duty It la to board all outward-bound vessels and receive their 
papers. 

The harbor regulations are very strict and most of them are 
rigidly enforced. 

Harbor thieves are abundant and carry on tbelr calling with lit¬ 
tle or no molestation. They will steal sails off tbs boom, cut 
the running rigging,and take everything which they can lay tbelr 
hands on, If It Is not too heavy or bulky for tbelr boat. Three 
of them boarded our veseel one night, chloroformed the Inmates 
of tbe cabin, and while one kept watch at tbe kfter companion 
tbe other two were at work In the laaaret. The captain awoke, 
and ss It was very close In tbe cabin, stepped oo deck, and saw 
the man standing by the wheel. He gave the alarm to his com¬ 
panions and over the rail they went, before tbe captain could col¬ 
lect his senses and offer any resistance to their departure. 
Nothing was missed at the time, but when we were ready to 
paint ship, there was no paint; when we looked for pntty, It 
was gone, the boat sails also turned np missing when wanted, as 
did a coll of ratline and several other things. Everything was 
locked up and an anchor watch set after that. The horse was 
gone and so the mate locked the stable door. 

The morning of our first day In port, just as tbe faintest tinge 
of grey appeared In the east, we were roused by, “ Turn out. In 
here! buckets and brooms aft.” Then each one was busy hunt¬ 
ing up brooms and doing their best to be tbe last one aft, so that 
some one else should have tbe by-no-means-coveted job of haul¬ 
ing water. 

"Get along aft, here, are you going to be all day I What's the 
matter with you!" from Mr. Kelly hurried us a little, but the 
hauling business was not settled till he sung out, " Who's haul¬ 
ing water? Joe, what’s the matter with you! Make a rope fast 
to that bucket aDd give me some water, lively.” 

" Well,” said Joe, " I guess I’U be excused this time. My 
back’s ticklish, and —” 

" If you don't have a bucket of water on deck here in just one 
minute, I’ll tickle your back with tbe end of the spanker sheet so 
you’ll remember It.” 

The water was on deck. The rest of the day was spent putting 
up the awning and unbending sails and stowing them away. 

The weather the next few days was rainy, and most of our 
time was spent In scrubbing paint with a piece of canvas and 
sand. 

Friday morning, the third day In port, we were up early, and a 
tug took us to the wharf, where we were to discharge our Iron. 
Tbe pilot came aboard and took charge. A line was taken from 
our bow to the tug and we started. When me got within a couple 
of hundred yards of the wharf the pilot informed the Captain 
that he must take a line to the wharf. 

“ Why don’t the tug take us up?” inquired the “old man.” 

" No possibly, no mucho aqua, you sabe,” answered the pilot. 
And the line was taken to the wharf, brought to capstan, and 
tbe crew did what the steamer was paid to do. We were on the 
left side of tbe harbor In the East Regulars. A large sugar- 
house covered most of the wharf, at the eDd of which was tbe 
railroad depot and ferry slip, and I spent the greater part of Sun¬ 
day watching the passengers going to and from the city. 

Sunday Is the day which seems set aside for amusements. In 
the crowds all classes were represented, and all were bent on en¬ 
joyment. 

Toothless old negro women, dressed tn white or fancy muslin 
or calico dresses, a red bandanna on their heads, and a huge 
cigar In their mouth; younger women of the same color, dressed 
tbe same, except tbe head-dress, and with tbe addition of a 
bright-colored worsted shawl, and women, evidently belonging to 
the “ upper crust," were mixed In together. Tbe day had been 
rainy and their finery was much bedraggled, but every one was 
cheerful. The men were the same, talking, laughing, and joking 
with all around them—not much such a crowd as one sees In an 
American station on a rainy day. 

On Monday we began to discharge our iron, and for the next 
five days from daylight to dark we were at It, taking out from 
200 to 250 rails a day and landing them on the wharf, where a 
lot of Coolies loaded them on cars. 

Almost every day was rainy, and the sails were loosed as soon 
as the sun showed his face, to dry, and had to be furled at night 
after getting through In the bold. 

Oo Saturday we were up early and rigging tackle to get the 
engine over the side. At 10:30 the tug came for us, the Inevit¬ 
able pilot took charge of the vessel, and we were towed across 
the harbor. After a hard day's work our decks were clear of 
wbat had been an eyesore and an Inconvenience to us all the 
passage, and then we bad to warp the' vessel to a buoy, which 
took until after dark, and caused not a little growling among us 
as we ate our supper by tbe light of the stars. The thought that 
we should be kept at work tbe greater part of Sunday moving to 
tbe coal wharf did not make os feel any more contented. But 
we did not move Sunday, and three of us took the boat and went 
ashore to see the sights after we bad first washed decks, hauled 
In our line from the buoy, let go our port anchor, aod eaten din¬ 
ner, for It was “ duff day," and we wanted our duff hot; besides, 
we knew from bitter experience that Peter didn't like duff—that 
Is, he didn't like to see It around, aod If we left him alone our 
share would be small. 


Dr. Carver In Belgium. 


Brussels, Beloium, Hotel L’ Europe, March 28, 1880. 

Editor Chicago Field: —One of the many places In Belgium 
so full of Interest to all travelers, Is the battle field of Waterloo. 
After visiting Paris and the tomb of Napoleon I, one naturally 
feels a great Interest to know more of so famous a general. The 
next day after my arrival lu Brussels, I sought out the service of 
an Interpreter, and securing an open carriage with a heathenish 
driver I started for Waterloo. Tbe drive was one of the most 
pleasant I ever enjoyed In my life; the road for many miles 
Is through a beautiful forest; on each side of tbe road are eak 
trees standing more than one hundred feet high, tbe tops ming¬ 
ling together, forming a perfect arch, which no ray of sun can 
penetrate. How I did enjoy that ridel I dosed my eyes, lis¬ 
tened to the sloglog of a tow small birds that the sweot breath of 
Spring bad lured from their southern home of Italy, and I tried 
to Imagine myself In the red wood forest of Peecodaro. This 
beautiful ride through tbe woods lasted for nearly one hour. 1 
wss disturbed lo my reverie by the carriage rattling over cobble 
stones; we had reached the main road running from Brussels to 
Waterloo. After another half boor’s ride we entered the village 
of Waterloo, and bow disappointed I was. 

I bad always Imagined Waterloo so dean and lovely, but my 
eyes reeled on one dirty street running through tbe entire length 
of the village; the small brick houses; the Inhabitants so small 
of stature, ro Ignorant and dirty; the hundreds of worthless curs 
that heralded our approach and brought forth tbe begging In¬ 
habitants; the rattle of wooden shoes, the outstretched bands, 
so filthy; women harnessed with doga to common two wheel 
oarto hauling manure; tbe scene la one to long be remembered. 
In the middle of the dty we stopped before a chapel erected one 
hundred years before the a real battle. We were now accosted 
by a dirty specimen of a Frenchman,'who tn the worst English, 
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•aid: “I an la guide to Be great field of battle;" then he com¬ 
menced to rear and awing hie arms, and for fifteen minute* be 
never cnaenrt to howl; by chance he looked at me and I think he 
•aw death written on my brow; the nolae ceased. at any rate. All 
I could understand waa that a great officer had been shot In the 
knee; I think the guide Mid M near as I could understand that 
hit name waa Mike Donnovan; however, history will tell you, and 
his lag had been cut off by the great Wellington In that dirty 
looking house opposite. Of course he must be right, for he waa 
“ae great guide, etc.” We entered the little chapel; the only 
thing* of Interest were marble slab* that bad been erected In 
memory of that historical day, and to those who fought and fell. 
Leaving the little church we continued on our way after secur¬ 
ing the terriers of the oldest guide; I think bis age waa about 
sixteen. We soon came In sight of the mound erected seven 
years after the battle; In form It la a pyramid, 236 feet high, 
bearing on Its top the British Hon looking toward France. 

The battle took place In the finest farming country I bare 
ever seen, and no one could aak for a more desirable spot for a 
good, healthy fight. The British were In possession of two farm¬ 
houses, surrounded by brick walls, which In the days of Napo¬ 
leon I. were, In my opinion, splendid forts. The farm of Huge- 
mont on the right wing of Wellington’s army, still bears many 
trace* of the desperate fighting; we were shown broken muskets, 
and bmes, etc., that have been plowed up from year to year. 
Leaving the farm of Hugemont, we returned to the Hon mound, 
and ascended to the summit. In the distance the guide showed 
us a little white farm-house where Napoleon I. spent his last 
night before the battle. Of course we look on this bouse with 
the greatest Interest, for there was the last of his great power. 
If the French soldiers were the same In his day as they are now, 

I am not surprised at Wellington girl ig them such a whipping. 
Blucher claims bis share of glory, and how many times have I 
compared the soldiers of France with those of America and 
England. On the march they look and act like a lot of ducks, 
and when on duty they are always asleep, or holding up a post. 
The only disgraceful scene I witnessed In Brussels, was a 
soldier on guard, before the King’s palace, leaning up against a 
port; be proved to be a Frenchman; then I was not surprised. 1 
will return to America one year from this Summer. Say to the 
would-be champions that I will make It very warm for them.

Champion Rifle Shot of the World. 

Arkansas Silver. —The sliver mines of the near Southwest 
promise handsome yields, judging from the results achieved from 
a recent working of ores from one locality, a report concerning 
which has Just been made. Mr. Joseph Reynolds recently sent 
to the St. Louis Smelting and Refining Company 173 sacks of 
ore from one of his mines caUed the Minnesota, situated in 
Montgomery county, Arkansas, and about thirty miles west of 
Hot Springs. The ore was of the average quality as taken from 
the mine, and the result of the working of the lot was naturally 
awaited with considerable Interest. The working and assay of 
the lot showed the ore to be rich both In sliver and lead, and 
from a net total of 7,964 pounds were extracted an average of 
about 35 per cent, of lead, and over 672 ounces of silver, leaving 
a total value, deducting the working charges, of 1731.55, a rich 
return on the reduction. A formal statement as to the result 
of working the ore has been made by Mr. O. H. Loker, Secre 
tary of the Smelting and Refining Company, and Mr. Reynolds 
has appended a certificate that the ore was, as above stated, 
from an average lot. The experiment Is considered as having 
been a very fortunate one.—St. Louis Republican. 

Swimming Amongst French Fisbskmbn.—A correspondent 
writes to Land and Water from Boulogne-sur-Mer: “On Tues¬ 
day last, a young man, twenty years of age, was washed over¬ 
board In a heavy sea from a fishing-boat. He did not know how 
to swim. In spite of his heavy fishing-boots he came up to the 
surface and cried out, ' (fuel malhcur dt mom r ainsi sans seeourtl 
Not one sailor on board knew how to swim. There are twenty- 
five men on every fishtng-boat at Boulogne-sur-Mer. There was 
no boat on board—the situation was horrible looked at either 
way. This fatal accident has made a great Impression on our 
maritime population. Can It be believed that any sailor does not 
know how to swim I Swimming ought to be the A B C of bis 
calling. Well I sixty men out of every hundred that form the 
crews of our fishing-boats are Ignorant of swimming, and the 
proportion la much larger among those of our merchant vessels.” 
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(to bb continued.)

The explorations were conducted by Mr. Fred. A. Ober; the 
catalogue of birds prepared and species named by Mr. George N. 
Lawrence. 8o many additions with which to enrich tbe ornitho¬ 
logical literature of the Dew world can but cause a thrill of pleas¬ 
ure in every lover of birds. The enterprise of the publishers to 
secure a work so rich In adventure, Information, and genuine ac¬ 
quisition to scientific knowledge can bnt be met with the hearty 
approval of all devotee* of nature. Among the above named 
species the ” sunset ” bird and the “ soufrlere ” are the moBt re¬ 
markable. The former was supposed by the natives to be pos¬ 
sessed of a devil, and If killed would bring deaths to the settle¬ 
ment. The latter bad never been seen by man; lived only In 
wild ravine* at the mouth of an extinct crater. There wab a tra¬ 
dition among the natives that he who first laid eyes on this bird 
of weird music would die. Nevertheless, Mr. Ober secured four 
specimens of It after encamping five days In the crater’s mouth, 
exposed to appalling dangers. 
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The Florida Jay — (Qarrulus floridanus.) 

Halifax Inlet, East Florida. 

Editor Chicago Field:— This familiar and amusing bird Is 
rather smaller than the northern blue jay, of plainer tboagh sim¬ 
ilar colored plumage, and wltboat a csest. It Is troublesome to 
woodsmen, haunting their camps In great numbers, sod missing 
no opportunity of plunder. A family of half a dozen jays have 
established themselves In our garden as exclusive proprietors, 
driving off the mocking birds, red birds, etc. Every morning 
after breakfast they come flying to the piazza to be fed with 
bread, of which they are food. Of a stranger they appear 
somewhat shy, but with the family they are familiar and Impu¬ 
dent, alighting on our knees or shoulders, and eating from our 
hands. If not In sight, a call of “ Jackl Jack!” will bring them 
directly. They have the habit of burying such food as they 
cannot Immediately consume, and will also steal and bury spoons, 
thimbles, or any Bhtntng object that attracts their attention. 
One day the housewife had baked a batch of cake, and leaving 
tbe kitchen door open, the Jays entered and proceeded to appro¬ 
priate tbe whole. They resort to the fowl yard and eat and 
drink with tbe poultry, having also an eye on eggs and young 
chickens. They are on good terms with the dogs and cats of the 
bonse, but resent the presence of stra ge animal* with loud cries 
and scoldings. Tbe sight of a snake, dead or alive, fills them 
with fear and rage, and they summon with their shrieks all tbe 
birds of the vicinity. A nest of these birds constructed of twigs 
and dried grass Is In a thick brush near tbe garden—It contains 
three eggs rather larger than those of a robin, light bine, with 
brown spots and llnea When approached for examination, the 
alarm waa sounded, and all the Jays In the neighborhood came 
screaming to tbe rescue. 8. C- C.
